The  Pharmaceutical  Society  sued  an  unqualified 
assistant  at  Hanleyfor  selling  medicines  containing  poisons, 
but  the  evidence  showed  that  they  were  sold  under  the 
supervision  of  the  qualified  proprietor,  and  a  verdict  was 
given  for  the  defendant  (p.  609). 

The  Oil  of  Juniper  case  is  over.  After  interesting 
evidence  from  several  prominent  wholesalers  to  the  effect 
that  the  B.P.  is  wrong  in  its  description,  the  Magistrate 
found  that  the  oil  is  a  drug,  and  fined  the  defendant  a 
guinea  for  selling  an  adulterated  oil  (p  611). 

The  Seven  retiring  Pharmaceutical  Councillors  have 
accepted  nomination  for  another  period  of  office.  Messrs. 
Campkin,  Druce,  Glyn-Jones,  Morrison  (of  Tring),  Smith  (of 
Liverpool),  and  Wright  |(of  London)  also  seek  election 
(p.  592).  The  views  and  portraits  of  the  first  three  will 
be  found  on  p.  604. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  (G  B  )  had  a  gooi  meet- 
ing on  Wednesday.  All  are  indignant  at  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  and  so  are  many  provincial  Associations 
who  urge  the  Council  to  activity  (p.  592).  The  Irish 
Council  do  not  quite  know  what  they  can  do  with  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  as  his  Bill  does  not  apply  to  Irela  d  (p.  597), 
but  the  President  opposes  the  C.  $  D.  suggestion  (p.  599).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

The  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
will  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  of  salts  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and 
proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  April  19, 
and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  April  til. 
Bach  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture.

The  Royal  College  of  Science. 
The  plans  of  the  elevation  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
South  Kensington,  as  designed  by  Mr.  Aston  Webb  A.R.A 
show  that  the  completed  building  will  be  one  of  the  most 
striking  edifices  in  London.    The  present  College  u l  Exhibi- 
tion Road  is  to  be  vacated,  and  the  school  transferred  to  the 
new  buildings  in  Imperial  Institute  Road  when  completed 
The  design  of  the  new  College  will  have  some  of  the 
architectural  features  of  the  Imperial  Institute,  and  will 
have  a  similar  entrance  to  the  latter  exactly  opposite  the 
Institute  entrance.    A  library  will  be  placed  in  the  centre 
the  physical  department  at  one  side  of  it  and  the  chemical 
department  at  the  other.    The  chemical  side  will  include 
a  general  laboratory  80  feet  square,  and  numerous  smaller 
laboratories  for  special  subjects  and  research.    The  details 
regarding  these  are  now  being  arranged  by  Mr  Aston 
Webb  in  association  with  the  Professors  of  the  College. 
The  Queen  is  to  lay  the  foundation-stone  on  May  1/. 

The  Hodgkins  Medal. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institution  on  Tuesday,  the 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  as  President,  announced  that  the 
Hodgkins  medal,  which  is  the  first  gold  award  for  scientihc 
work  ever  given  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  had  been 
allotted  to  Professor  Dewar.  in  recognition  of  his  discoveries 
in  the  liquefaction  of  air.  His  Grace  congratulated  Professor 
Dewar  on  this  honour  conferred  on  him,  and  on  the  Royal 
Institution,  with  which  he  was  associated. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Union.

The  A.  &  H  Pharmacy-works.

That  state- 
ment was  untrue,  and  he  wa?  astonished  that  the  Legisla- 
ture should  permit;  the  sale  of  a  dangerous  drug  in  the  guise 
of  a  patent  medicine.  He  was  conviaced  tha  j  thousands  of 
•credulous  people  must  be  continually  pouring  stuff  down  their 
throats  which  did  them  harm.  The  jury  after  deliberation 
retorned  a  verdict  that  deceased  died  from  C02:a,  accelerated 
by  over-doses  of  bromide  of  potassium,  sold  and  administered 
to  him  by  Dr.  Oscar  Fanyau  k  Co  :  they  urged  that  Oscar 
Facyau  &  Co.  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  sell  that  drug  as 
a  fit-remedy;  they  strongly  condemned  that  lirm  for  the 
false  statements  contained  in  their  pamphlets  and  letters  ; 
and  they  considered  the  Legislature  should  interfere  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  against  the  publication  of  such 
false  statements,  and  to  prevent  the  sale  of  that  drug  under 
conditions  so  dangerous  to  life. 

The  Coroner,  addressing  Mr.  Watson,  said  he  might  also 
convey  to  his  clients  that  the  jury  were  quite  prepared  to  send 
his  clients  to  trial  for  manslaughter,  only  there  was  not 
■sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  them  doing  so. 

Toothbrushes  for  the  Workhouse. 
The  Watford  Guardians,  who  a  short  time  ago  provided 
perambulators  for  babies  in  the  workhouse,  have  now  turned 
their  attention  to  the  children's  teeth.  At  a  meeting  on 
April  12  a  committee  reported  that  they  had  ordered  4  doz. 
toothbrushes. 

Poisoned  by  Mistake. 

At  the  Lambeth  Coroner's  Court,  on  April  b,  an  inquest  was 
held  on  the  death  of  a  woman  named  Powell,  who  drank 
carbolic  acid  in  mistake  for  a  medicine  she  was  taking  for  a 
heart-affection.  Evidence  was  given  by  a  son  of  deceased, 
who  stated  that  the  bottles  containing  the  medicine  and  the 
carbolic  acid  were  similar  in  every  respect,  and  the  contents 
were  the  same  colour.  The  carbolic  acid  was  in  a  medicine- 
bottle  with  no  label  on  it,  and  had  been  purchased  at  an 
•oilshop.  A  charwoman  who  had  obtained  the  carbolic  acid 
said  she  was  served  by  a  boy  at  the  oilshop,  and  no  label  was 
put  on  the  bottle.  A  juror  wanted  to  know  if  it  was  usual 
for  oilmen  to  sell  poisons  without  labelling  the  bottles,  anil 
the  Coroner  (Mr.  G.  P.  Wyatt)  said  that  was  the  custom. 
If  a  ginger-beer  or  medicine  bottle  were  taken  they  would 
put  anything  in  it  that  was  asked  for.  Dr.  C.  H.  Dunstan, 
who  gave  evidence  of  death,  was  asked  by  a  juror  whether 
nothing  could  be  done  to  prevent  oilmen  selling  poisons  in 
such  a  loose  manner  The  doctor  could  not  say,  but  thought 
1  chemists  ought  to  have  the  entire  sale  of  poisons.  Death 
from  misadventure  was  the  verdict. 

;     On  April  8,  at  Douglas  (Isle  of  Man),  four  boys,  under 
10  years  of  age,  while  walking  beside  a  stream  discovered 
,  what  they  thought  to  be  some  radishes,  which  they  pulled 
I  arid  ate.   After  proceeding  about  a  mile  towards  home  one 
•of  the  lads  fell  in  the  roadway  unconscious  and  frothing  at 
I  the  mouth.    His  companions  ran  home  for  assistance,  and 
.  just  as  they  got  there  another  boy  became  unconscious.  He 
was  saved  by  prompt  medical  attention,  but  the  first  boy  died 
from  hemlock-poisoning  without  recovering  consciousness. 

At  Ashton-under-Lyne,  on  April  7,  an  engine-fitter,  named 
Donald,  who  was  suffering  from  a  cold,  sent  a  messenger  for 
a  penny woith  of  sweet  nitre.    The  purchase  was  made  at  a 
small  shopkeeper's,  and  on  receiving  the  cup  in  which  was  the 
liquid  Donald  emptied  the  contents  into  some  water  and 
drank  it.    The  stuff  proved  to  be  liquid  ammonia,  and  Donald 
:  died  half  an  hour  later,  before  medical  aid  could  be  procured. 
■  At,  the  inquest  held  on  April  10,  the  widow  of  the  deceased 
iman  stated  that  deceased  had  no  sense  of  smell,  and  would 
;  therefore  be  unable  to  distinguish  the  ammonia  by  its  odour, 
ane  lad  who  went  for  the  sweet  nitre  stated  that  Mrs.  Joy, 
tne  shopkeeper  from  whom  he  obtained  the  stuff,  brought 
mm  round  a  colourless  liquid  in  a  measure-glass,  and  poured 
ir,  into  the  cup  *hich  he  had  taken  with  him.  He  was  positive 
,inat  he  asked  for  sweet  nitre.    He  did  not  know  the  smell 
or  ammonia,  nor  the  difference  between  it  and  sweet  nitre, 
ine  further  asserted  that  when  going  for  the  doctor  he  saw 
H»m«  Joy,  wh  >  came  hurrying  to  him  and  said,  »  What  did 
*M  ^  umS  for?"    When  he  told  her  "sweet  nitre."  she 
lv    ri  fi,     glvea  him  ammonia-    Mrs.  Joy,  in  her  evidence, 
.*     ?aat  she  kept  a  general  shop,  and  sold  sweet  nitre, 
oma>  turpentine,  and  various  other  things  of  a  like 


nature.  She  remembered  the  previous  witness  coming  to 
her  shop,  but  understood  him  to  ask  for  ammonia.  She 
measured  out  1  oz.  of  ammonia,  and  poured  it  into  the  cup 
he  had  brought  with  him.  She  admitted  seeing  the  youth 
in  the  street  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  afterwards,  and 
inquiring  of  him  what  he  had  asked  for.  She  did  not  know 
why  she  had  done  so.  The  jury  said  they  did  not  believe 
Mrs.  Joy's  evidence,  and  severely  censuredher,  and  returned 
a  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure. 

The  drill-instructor  at  Sheffield  Royal  Grammar  School 
was,  on  April  9,  found  Ijiog  in  a  room  near  the  school- 
laboratory  almost  unconscious.  He  was  able  to  tell  his  wife 
before  he  died  that  he  hid  taken  poison — nitric  acid,  it  is 
supposed.  It  is  conjectured  that,  feeling  ill,  he  had  gone 
into  the  laboratory  for  something  to  ease  him,  and  had 
taken  the  acid  by  mistake. 

A  Kecipe  for  Brazing. 

At  Isle  of  Wight  Petty  Sessions,  on  April  8,  Edward 
Hayward,  who  described  himself  as  a  chenmt,  was  charged 
with  disposing  of  a  recipe  for  brazing  by  means  of  a  false 
and  fraudulent  pretence.  Prisoner  induced  a  cycle- agent  at 
Sandown  to  pay  3s.  6<7.  for  a  recipe  for  cold  brazing,  for 
which  he  at  first  asked  SQs.  On  a  trial  being  made,  it  was 
found  that  the  ingredients,  which  included  hydrofluoric  acid, 
would  not  dissolve,  and  the  preparation  was  useless.  Another 
witness,  to  whom  the  recipe  was  showD,  stated  that  he  pur- 
chased the  ingredients  from  Mr.  Cory,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Newport,  and  had  mixed  them  a*  directed,  but  the  experiment 
was  a  complete  failure.  Accused  was  committed  for  trial  at 
the  Quarter  Sessions. 

Runaway  Horses  and  Pharmacies. 
On  April  5,  a  horse  attached  to  a  loaded  van  ran  away  in 
Bayswater,  and  dashed  into  the  shop-window  of  Messrs. 
Shirley  &  Son,  chemists,  demolishing  the  entire  front 
of  their  ground-floor  premises  in  Pickering  Place.  All  the 
contents  of  the  window  were  destroyed,  and  the  horse  was 
shockingly  injured. 

The  premises  of  Messrs.  Gregory  &  Wrenn  (Limited), 
chemists,  at  Bridge  Street,  Taunton,  narrowly  escaped 
damage  on  April  5.  A  horse,  attached  to  a  waggon,  ran 
away,  and  was  brought  to  a  standstill  by  colliding  with  the 
iron  blind-pole  outside  Messrs.  Gregory  &  Wrenn's  premises. 
The  pole  was  snapped  off  at  the  socket,  and  one  of  the 
wheels  of  the  waggon  becoming  detached  prevented  damage 
being  done  to  the  shop-front. 

A  Fall  in  Chimneys. 

During  the  gale  on  April  8  a  chimney,  112  feet  high,  at 
the  Weston  Chemical-works  of  the  United  Alkali  Company, 
Runcorrj,  which  was  in  an  exposed  position,  was  blown  down, 
and  is  now  a  mass  of  ruins.  Fortunately  the  chimney 
fell  on  vacant  land,  and  no  further  injury  was  done. 

Fires. 

Some  light  goods  in  the  window  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  F.  A. 
Triggs,  who  carries  on  a  chemist's  business  at  360  High 
Street,  Stratford,  caught  fire  one  evening  last  week,  but  the 
flames  were  subdued  before  any  serious  damage  was  done. 

A  laboratory  at  101  George  Street,  Camberwell,  occupied 
by  the  London  Essence  Company,  was,  on  April  10,  ignited 
through  some  spirit  vapour  coming  in  contact  with  a  flame. 
Considerable  damage  was  caused  before  the  flames  were 
overcome. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  April  12  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Science,  South  Kensington  Museum,  Exhibition 
Road,  S.W.  Some  inflammable  liquid  boiled  over  in  one  of 
the  laboratories,  but  the  blaze  which  resulted  was  quickly 
extinguished,  and  the  mischief  caused  was  quite  trifling. 

A  more  serious  fire  broke  out  on  the  same  day  at  85  Mel- 
bourne Grove,  East  Dulwich,  S  E.,  upon  the  premises  of  Mr. 
J.  T.  Dales,  dubbin-manufacturer.  Some  dubbin  boiled  over 
in  a  back  building,  which  was  used  as  a  store,  and  this  was 
entirely  destroyed,  while  the  front  premises  were  very  badly 
damaged. 

On  April  8  the  extensive  premises  of  Messrs.  Tribe  & 
Lamb,  chemists  and  tea-dealers,  High  Street,  Chatham,  took 
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fire,  and  a  large  store  was  much  injured,  especially  by  the 
water  thrown  on  it.  The  fire  originated  in  the  store-room 
from  some  unknown  cause.  The  damage  done  has  been 
es'imated  at  nearly  1,000/.,  and  caused  a  total  suspension  of 
business  for  four  of  five  days. 

Annoying  a  Chemist. 
At  the  Greenwich  Police  Court,  on  April  12,  Paul  Strange, 
chemist,  62  Brockley  Rise,  Honor  Oak,  was  summoned  by 
the  police  for  discharging  a  revolver  within  fifty  feet  of  the 
centre  of  the  carriageway  of  Brockley  Rise.  Strange  ad- 
mitted to  a  policeman  that  he  had  fired  two  blank  cartridges 
from  his  window,  which  he  did  to  frighten  some  boys  and 
young  men  in  the  district  who  had  annoyed  him.  The  de- 
fendant, in  reply  to  the  Magistrate,  said  he  had  brought  the 
revolver,  and  also  the  missiles  which  had  been  thrown  at  his 
head  on  Monday  night.  He  had  been  terribly  upset  during 
the  past  fortnight.  On  one  occasion,  for  example,  a  "  filthy 
fellow"  about  17  years  of  age,  went  into  his  shop  for 
Beecham's  pills  and  smashed  an  egg  on  the  glass  case  on  the 
counter.  He  was  much  reduced  in  circumstances,  and  could 
not  even  afford  to  keep  a  servant,  but  had  to  do  all  his  own 
work.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  adjourned  the  case,  asking  the  police 
tu  make  inquires.

Examination  Hall  Injured 

On  Monday  evening  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  Examination 
Hall  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin.  It  is  supposed  that  a  lighted  match  thrown 
on  the  floor  smouldered  unnoticed,  so  that  when  a  porter 
entered  the  room  later  on  he  found  the  place  filled  with 
smoke  and  some  of  the  woodwork  of  the  windows  charred. 
A  few  buckets  of  water  prevented  the  danger  spreading,, 
and  avoided  what  might  have  been  a  serious  conflagration. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Circular. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Kingstown  Urban  District  Council,  held 
on  April  10,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  circular-letter  was 
dealt  with.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  T.  W.  Robinson,  LP  S  I.) 
said,  as  far  as  he  could  see,  the  aim  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  really  to  prevent  capital  from  being  used  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  Society  had  absolutely 
opposed  a  company  of  which  he  was  a  member  (Messrs. 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Limited),  and  had  brought 
them  to  the  Queen's  Bench,  but  they  were  completely 
routed.  The  Society  had  now  gone  to  the  Lord  Chancellor 
of  England,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  had  actually  intro- 
duced a  Bill  within  the  last  fortnight  to  do  the  very  thing 
they  wished  him  not  to  do.  Such  a  thing  as  the  Society 
proposed  would  not  be  sustained  in  Parliament.  He  (the 
Chairman)  did  not  know  what  action  the  Council  wished  to 
take,  or  whether  they  would  care  to  express  any  opinion. 
Mr.  McOullagh  said  they  were  well  qualified  through  their 
Chairman  to  give  an  opinion.  The  communication  was 
eventually  marked  "  read." 

Irish  Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  on  the 
5:h  inst.,  in  the  Gresham  Hotel,  Dublin.  Mr.  Henry  Hunt, 
M.P.S.I.  (President),  occupied  the  chair,  and  to  the  right 
and  left  respectively  were  Mr.  T.  W.  Robinson  and  Dr.  J.  C. 
McWalter.  After  dinner  the  Chairman  proposed  the  toast 
of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society," and  coupled  therewith  the 
name  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Robinson,  ex-Vice-Prtsident  of  that 
Society,  who,  he  said,  had  been  a  staunch  friend  of  the 
Assistants'  Association  since  its  inception  four  years  ago. 
He  understood  the  Society  was  interested  in  the  higher 
education  of  pharmacists,  and  in  that  connection  he  was 
gratified  to  observe  that  it  did  not  shut  its  eyes  to  the 
existence  of  the  Assistants'  Association  as  a  useful  auxiliary 
in  raising  the  status  of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Downes  had  many 
difficult  duties  to  perform  as  head  of  the  Society,  and  had  the 
happy  knack  of  doing  them  with  a  maximum  of  success  and 
a  minimum  of  friction.  Mr.  Robinson,  the  honorary  Vice- 
President  of  their  Association,  had  done  the  members  a 
great  honour  in  coming  amongst  them. 

Mr.  Robinson,  in  acknowledging  the  toast,  deplored  the 
absence  of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  than 
whom  no  one  was  more  on  the  alert  for  the  good  of  pharmacy 
and  its  followers.  The  present  was  an  unrestful  time  for  all. 
He  observed  they  were  threatened  with  a  new  Bill  which 
vitally  affected  their  interests.  It  behoved  every  pharmacist 
with  grit  and  energy  to  fight  against  it,  and  if  they  let  the 
measure  pass  for  want  of  making  timely  protest  it  would 
be  an  everlasting  reproach. 

The  toast  of  "The  Medical  Profession"  was  responded  to 
by  Dr.  McWalter,  who  spoke  of  the  cordial  relations  that 
existed  between  pharmacists  and  physicians  in  Dublin.  He 
regretted  the  tendency  nowadays  to  exalt  the  commercial 
side  of  pharmacy  at  the  expense  of  its  higher  branches. 
There  was  talk  in  the  air  about  making  new  University 
degrees,  and  it  would  be  wise  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  keep  on  the  alert  and  endeavour  to  force  its  claim  to 
academic  recognition  in  respect  of  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
and  Doctor  of  Pharmacy.  Referring  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  s 
Bill,  he  said  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  a  limited-liability 
company  was  in  course  of  formation  in  Dublin  for  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.  Individually  it  would  be 
futile  to  protest  against  legislative  measures,  but  unity  bfgat 
strength.  „    ,    „  „

A  Junior  Association  for  Glasgow. 

At  a  representative  meeting  of  the  chemists'  assistants  of 
Glasgow,  held  on  Wednesday  evening,  Mr.  Gilmour  in  the 
chair,  a  proposal  was  discussed  and  carried  to  start  an 
assistants'  association  in  the  city  under  the  title  of  Glasgow 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association.  The  Chairman  spoke 
of  the  advantages  of  union  and  social  intercourse  amongst 
assistants,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Taylor,  who  outlined  the 
scheme  upon  which  it  was  proposed  to  work.  Mr.  J.  Ruther- 
ford  Hill,  of  Edinburgh,  in  a  neat  and  effective  speech  on  the 
advantages  of  assistants'  associations,  instanced  the  Edin- 
burgh Association  as  an  example  of  success  and  utility,  and 
said  that  the  men  now  prominent  in  Edinburgh  pharmacy 
had  gained  their  knowledge  of  affairs  and  much  of  their  inti- 
macy with  pharmaceutical  problems  in  the  Junior  Association 
there.  The  following  were  the  office-bearers  appointed  : — 
President,  Mr.  Gilmour  (Crosshill);  Vice-President,  Mr.  Adam ; 
.  Secretary,  Mr.  Nicholson,  88  Paisley  Road,  W. ;  with  a  com- 
i  mittee  of  twelve  and  treasurer  and  assistant-secretary. 

The  Edinburgh  District  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

(  A  meeticg  of  this  Association  was  held  at  Edinburgh  on 
Wednesday,  Mr.  David  McLaren  president,  in  the  chair. 

:  The  meeting  was  a  private  one  to  discuss  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor's Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  opened  the  dis- 
cussion, and  after  a  free  expression  of  opinion,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

That  this  Association,  in  the  first  place,  resolves  to  secure  the 
withdrawal  or  rejection  of  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill,  and  to  this 
end  resolves  to  petition  the  more  prominent  members  of  the 
Government  and  the  House  of  Lords. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  committee  with  powers  to  carry  out 
this  resolution.  Another  resolution  was  also  unanimously 
adopted. 

"  Further,  the  Association  remits  to  a  special  committee  the  draft 
proposals  for  a  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  to  be  submitted 
to  a  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  thereafter  to  the  Council  and 
other  parties  interested. 

The  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and  secretary,  and  Messrs. 
Bowman  and  Macpherson  were  appointed  a  special  committee 
.  to  carry  out  this  resolution. 

I  Mr  Glass  directed  attention  to  the  objectionable  circular 
i  issued  with  Beecham's  Pills  to  which  attention  had  been 
drawn  by  the  Forfarshire  Association.  The  Chairman  sug- 
gested that  the  matter  should  be  remitted  to  the  committee 
I  to  take  any  action  that  might  be  considered  expedient,  and 
this  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  next  annual  excursion  of  the 
Association  should  be  on  June  14  by  train  to  Perth,  and  from 
there  to  drive  to  the  Carse  of  Gowrie  and  back.

"A  Fifst  Offender." — M.  Grignon,  of  the  rue  Dupfcot, 
who  died  a  week  ago,  was,  I  believe,  one  of  the  first  phaiioa- 
cists  to  attract  the  public  by  offering  a  small  reduction  on 
the  marked  price  of  patents. 

The  Gigantic  Telescope  for  the  comiDg  Paris  exhibi- 
tion is  approaching  completion,  and  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  great  attractions  here  next  year.  It  is  70  yards  long, 
and  the  diameter  is  2  yards.  Steel  is  used  for  the  telescope 
proper,  and  the  eight  supports  are  made  of  cast  iron.  The 
entire  weight  is  21  tons.  There  are  two  lenses,  one  besng 
for  purposes  of  photography. 

Bbitish  Trade  in  Paris.— The  British  Chamber  of 
Commerce  here  has  been  informed  by  the  Director-General 
of  Customs  that  in  future  firms  whose  declarations  are 
challenged  shall  be  at  liberty  to  produce  before  experts 
their  invoices  and  certificates  of  origin.  The  Chamber  calls, 
the  special  attention  of  British  exporters  to  the  new  regula- 
tion, which  is  intended  to  remedy  the  hardships  resulting 
from  experts  having  to  decide  only  from  an  examination  of 
samples. 

Politician-chemists.  —  M.  Grimaux,  ex-professor  si 
chemistry  at  the  Ecole  Polytechnique,  and  M.  Duclanr, 
Director  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  Paris,  both  being  "Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  Rights  of  Man  Defence  League,  are  to 
appear  before  the  Paris  Magistrates  next  week  on  the  charge  - 
of  forming  part  of  an  illegal  society.  The  principal  offence 
appears  to  be  that  the  committee  of  which  they  foriced 
part  have  protested  against  the  prosecutions  of  some  of 
their  members  as  being  contrary  to  existing  laws  regarding 
the  equality  and  liberty  of  citizens. 

Which  is  the  Best  Cod-liver  Oil  ?— Professor  Annan*. 
Gautier  still  holds  to  his  idea  that  it  is  alkaloids  in  cod-15ver 
oil  which  make  it  nutritive.  In  a  recent  letter  he  says  that 
virgin  oil  of  a  slightly  green  colour  obtained  at  the  fishing- 
places  does]not  contain  the  alkaloids  which  stimulate  nutritk  n. 
The  very  pale  oil  cannot  [be  recommended — the  Madeija- 
coloured  oils  are  the  best;  and  in  reply  to  the  criticism  that 
the  livers  must  be  allowed  to  decompose  before  such  oil  is 
obtained,  he  replies  that  the  initial  decomposition  oi  the 
livers,  during  which  the  cells  disgorge  the  oily  contents,  is  a 
diastasic  phenomenon  not  in  the  nature  of  putrefaction. 

Another  Anti-cutting  Scheme.— M.  Fievet,  who  was 
one  of  the  promoters  of  the  pharmacists'  co-operative  com: 
pany  for  the  manufacture  of  iodine,  is  President  cf  the 
organising  committee  of  a  new  venture.    The  object  is  to 
form  a  company,  with  French  pharmacists  as  shareholders,  • 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  up  the  rights  of  the  principal 
patent  medicines  in  this  country,  and  to  sell  such  patenta 
only  to  pharmacists  who  will  agree  to  an  anti- cutting 
scheme.    The  suggested  name  of  the  new  venture  is  **  Les 
Grandes  Marques  Franchises,"  but  the  initial  capital  will  : 
only  be  equal  to  20.000Z.,  which  would  certainly  not  cover 
one  year's  income  of  all  the  leading  French  patent  medicines. 
Still  another  company  is  announced,  having  for  its  object 
to  trade  in  pharmaceutical  specialities  and  mineral  wate/s 
with  a  capital  of  l,000,000f.  (40.000J.). 

A  Faith-healer.— The  diploma  of  Dr.  Edwards,  who  has  ' 
lately  commenced  giving  consultations  in  Paris,  is  of  trans- 
atlantic origin.  Despising  alike  medicaments,  instruments, 
and  operations,  the  blind,  the  rheumatic,  the  paralytic,  the 
asthmatic,  and,  in  fact,  all  who  suffer  are  subjected  to  the 
same  rapid,  simple,  and  inexpensive  treatment.  A  few  ques- 
tions diagnose  their  malady  through  an  interpreter,  which 
gives  an  additional  zest  to  the  consultation,  a  few  magnetic 
passes  on  the  spot  affected,  and  the  consultation  is  over. 
The  doctor  informs  reporters  that  he  has  been  induced  by  a 
supernatural  force  to  thus  place  himself  at  the  disposal 
of  suffering  humanity  since  his  21st  year.  He  has  now 
attained  a  respectable  age,  and  shows,  as  an  outward  and 
visible  sign  of  his  spiritual  powers,  a  slight  deformity,  which 
bears  a  curious  resemblance  to  the  feet  and  hands  on  the 
orthodox  crucifix,  and  which  he  accounts  for  by  the  piety 
and  religious  fervour  of  his  maternal  ancestor.

Hannah  Acquitted.  —  At  Maritzburg,  on  March  17, 
Thomas  Hannah,  the  chemist  who  was  charged  with  de- 
frauding his  creditors,  was  acquitted. 

New  Medical  Practitioners.— The  Medical  Board  of 
Dape  Colony  have  granted  licences  to  the  following  graduates 
from  the  Old  Country  :-James  Jardine  M  B.,  M.S.  Gla*g. 
168Z  -  Edwin  Richards  Holmes,  M.B.,  M.S.  Edin.  1894, 
formerly  of  Shifnal,  Salop;  and  Andrew  Halhdie  Smith 
Hallidie,  M.B.,  B.S.  Cam.  1891,  and  F.R.C.S.,  formerly  of 
West  Street,  Finsbury  Circus,  E.C. 

New  Enterprises.  —  The  Transvaal  Government  has 
granted  concessions  to  two  firms  to  erect  match-factories,  on 
■condition  that  a  protective  duty  be  imposed  on  matches 
imported  into  the  State ;  also  for  a  soap-factory,  on  condition 
■  •that  a  duty  of  8s.  U.  per  100  lbs.  shall  be  levied  on  imported 
soaps  The  Government  in  the  last  case  is  to  receive  5  per 
cent,  of  the  net  profit3.  In  Natal  a  match-factory  has  also 
been  started,  and  another  is  being  organised  in  Cape  Town. 

Consumption  in  South  Africa  — Dr.  E.  F.  B.  Wilson, 
a  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  graduate  now  in  Hamsmith,  O.F.S., 
in  a  paper  read  before  the  bouth  African  Medical  Congress, 
said  that  Dr.  Ransome,  of  Newcastle,  states  that  the  Bedouins 
of  the  Red'  Sea,  who  enjoy  a  climate  in  many  respects 
similar  to  our  own,  are  usually  exempt  from  pulmonary  con- 
sumption, but  suffer  when  they  exchange  their  tents  for 
stone  houses.  In  South  Africa  the  white  man  is  deserting 
the  veld  for  the  towns,  and  the  result,  according  to  Dr. 
'Wilson,' will  be  the  same.  If  once  consumption  takes  root 
in  South  Africa  the  mortality  is  almost  certain  to  be  high, 
as'  it  is  generally  the  case  that  diseases  imported  into  a 
oountry  where  they  were  previously  unknown  spread  quickly, 
and  have  a  high  death-rate. 

Taxation  of  Limited  Companies  — The  Bond  Govern- 
ment during  its  short  career  has  passed  a  measure  called 
■the  Stamps  and  Licences  Amendments  Act,  which  is 
beginning  to  arouse  considerable  indignation,  because  it  is 
held  to  discourage  trade  in  Cape  Colooy.  Amongst  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  is  one  which  compels  joint-stock  com- 
panies outside  the  colony  as  well  as  inside,  and  who  do 
business  in  the  colony,  to  pay  tax  at  the  rate  of  Is.  per 
100Z  on  the  whole  amount  of  their  capital.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  A.  J.  White  (Limited),  of  London,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Capo  Times  strongly  protesting  against  the  measure, 
give  some  interesting  particulars  of  how  the  Act  is  working. 
The  following  is  the  gist  of  their  letter  :— 

The  capital  of  the  company  is  1,000,000?    of  which  only 
'  between  3,000?.  and  4,000?.  was  expended  in  South  Africa  m  1893 
to  open  the  branch.    The  Government  now  demand  payment  ot 
500?.  per  annum  from  the  company.    The  Mother  Seigel  s  syrup 
-  sold  out  there  is  manufactured  in  Cape  Town,  about  thirty  hands 
being  employed.    The  company  spends  between  1,800?.  and 
2  000?  .per  annum  in  colonial  postage,  and  the  managers  hint 
that  if  the  new  tax  is  enforced  they  will  transfer  the  business  to 
Natal  which  is  in  the  Customs  Union,  and  where  the  maximum 
Tiax  for  any  company  is  50?.  per  annum.    The  writers  proceed  to 
-ay  •  "  The  iniquitous  taxes  levied  in  the  Transvaal  are  eclipsed 
by  the  Stamps  and  Licences  Act.    We  think  that  when  the  far- 
teaching  power  of  this  Act  is  properly  understood  and  the 
danger  to  the  trade  of  the  colony  known   the  Act  will  be 
repealed." 

"I. understand,"  adds  our  Cape  Town  correspondent,  "  that 
A  J  White's  managers  do  not  object  to  pay  on  the  trading 
capital  actually  employed  by  them  in  the  colony— at  any 
rate,  they  will  refuse  to  pay  more,  and  will,  if  need  be,  fight 
the  Government." 


The  yield  of  olive  oil  in  Palestine  is  estimated  at  20,000 
tons,  nearly  all  of  which  is  sent  to  Egypt  for  use  in  soap- 
manufacture. 

The'  German  Pharmacopoeia.— As  the  final  sitting  of

ten  measures  in  each  set— six  cylindrical 

measures  and  four  pipettes— of  the  capa- 
cities :    1000  c.c.    500   c.c.,  200  c.c, 

100  c.c  50  c.c,  20  c.c,  10  c.c,  5  c.c, 

2  c.c  ,  1  c.c.    The  four  largest  measures 

are  of  a  new  pattern,  the  bottom  part 

being  globular,  or  bulb-shaped,  as  shown 

in  engraving.    The  advantages  of  this 

shapeVe  that  it  reduces  the  height  of 

the  measures  and  brirgs  the  gradaated 

portion  at  a  more  convenient  distance. 

They  also  stand  firmer  and  pack  into  less 

space,  which  is  a  convenience  where  the 

case  has  to  be  carried    about.  The 

measures  in  these  sets  have  been  gradu- 
ated at  15  5°  C,  and  are  certified  as 

correct  by  the  Board  of  Trade.    The  sets 

are  contained  in  a  mahogany  velvet- 
lined  case,  each  measure  fitting  into  a 

separate  compartment.    This  note  about 

these  measures  will  recall  to  our  readers 

the  fact  that  metric  weights  and  measures 

are  now  legal  for  trade- purposes,  but  they 

cannot,  strictly  speaking,  be  used  until 

they  have  been  approved  and  stamped  by 

the  local  or  other  authority  under  the 

Act.    Now  that  standards  are  available, 

it  is  to  be  expected  that  weights  and 

measures  can  be  stamped,  and  it  would 

be'well  that  chemists  should  communicate 

with  their  local  inspectors  in  regard  to 

the  matter.

H  iRcw  Zest  for  Cocaine. 

By  Dr.  Geoege  L.  Schaefeb. 


THE  RE  are  two  well-known  tests  for  determining  the  freedom 
of  commercial  cocaine  salts  from  other  coca  alkaloids. 
These  are  the  permanganate-tests  for  detecting  cinnamyl- 
cocaine,  and  the  ammonia-test,  popularly  known  as 
McLagan's  test,  for  detecting  the  presence  of  the  coca  alka- 
loids which  are  resistant  to  permanganate. 

While  it  is  generally  admitted  that  the  permanganate  test 
is  sufficient  to  detect  the  presence  of  cinnamyl  compounds, 
chemists  have  expressed  some  doubt  regarding  the  value  of 
McLagan's  test.  I  have  for  some  time  been  conducting 
experiments  with  the  object  of  finding  a  substitute  for 
McLagan's  test  which  would  allow  of  the  rapid  and  accurate- 
determination  of  the  presence  in  cocaine  salts  of  the  coca 
alkaloids  not  indicated  by  the  permanganate-test. 

As  the  result  of  numerous  determinations,  I  have  devised 
a  test  based  on  the  fact  that  the  chromates  of  these  alkaloids 
are  much  less  soluble  than  cocaine  chromate,  both  in  water 
and  in  water  acidulated  with  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
relative  solubility  of  the  chromates  in  acidulated  water  is 
about  1  to  500  in  the  case  of  cocaine  chromate,  and  1  to 
5,000  in  the  case  of  residual  alkaloidal  chromates. 

I  therefore  offer  the  following  as  a  simple  and  satisfactory 
method  of  determining  the  purity  of  cocaine  salts: — Dis- 
solve 0  05  gramme  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  in  20  c.c.  of 
distilled  water  mixed  with  5  c.c.  of  a  3-per-cent.  solution  of 
chromic  acid,  and  to  the  mixture  add  5  c.c.  of  a  10-per-cent. 
solution  of  hydrochloric  acid.  It  is  advisable  to  keep  the 
temperature  of  the  solution  at  15°  C.  If  the  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride be  pure,  a  clear  solution  will  result ;  if  more  than 
traces  of  foreign  coca- bases  be  present,  the  solution  becomes 
cloudy  at  once,  or  in  a  few  minutes  according  to  the  amount 
of  impurity  present. 

It  is  advisable  to  make  the  test  side  by  side  with  a. 
specimen  of  known  purity  for  comparison.

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THE  meeting:  on  Wednesday  was  a  longer  one  than  usual, 
the  Pharmacy  Bill,  1899,  being  the  chief  subject  of  dis- 
cussion The  President  explained  the  position,  and  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted  giving  the  Watch  Committee  power  to 
oppose  the  Bill,  and  also  at  the  right  time  get  the  Companies 
(Medical  Profession)  Bill  amended  so  as  to  include  chemists. 
The  death  of  Mr.  A.  S  Hill  was  alluded  to;  he  has  left  501. 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  For  the  seven  vacancies  which 
will  occur  on  the  Council  in  May  seventeen  nominations 
•were  received,  and  of  the  nominees  thirteen  signified  their 
v/illingness  to  serve.  Mr.  Carteighe  was  appointed  to  repre- 
sent the  Society  on  the  Chelsea  Physic-garden  Administra- 
tion. Mr.  Maben,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland,  has  resigned  the  position.  The  Japanese  are 
willing  to  permit  foreign  chemists  to  practise  in  Japan 
without  further  examination,  and  have  amended  their  phar- 
macy laws  accordingly.  The  winners  of  the  medals  and 
prizes  in  the  senior  course  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  were 
announced. 

The  meeting  began  at  11 15,  and  lasted  till  1 40.  There 
were  present  the  President  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messrs. 
Allen,  Atkins,  Bateson,  Bottle,  Carteighe,  Uorder,  Cross, 
Grove,  Harrington,  Harrison,  Newsholme,  Park,  Savory, 
Southall,  Storrar,  Symes,  Warren,  and  Young. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  Harrison  Martindale  saying 
that  his  father  was  in  bed  with  a  feverish  cold,  and  would  be 
,  unable  to  attend. 

The  President  began  by  referring  to  the 

Death  of  Mr.  A.  S.  Hill, 
in  his  97th  year.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
.  Society,  and  almost  a  founder.  Mr.  Hill  was  present  at  the 
historic  meeting  at  the  Crown  and  Anchor,  and  had  sup- 
ported the  Society  since  1842.  His  son,  Mr.  A.  B.  Hill,  was 
an  auditor  in  1857,  and  his  grandson,  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  was  a 
student  in  1893,  and  subsequently  a  worker  in  the  Research 
.■Laboratory  Thus  they  had  three  generations  of  Hills  con- 
nected with  the  Society.  Mr.  A.  S.  Hill  went  into  business 
in  1824,"  and  retired  in  1872.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Salters'  Company,  and  at  one  time  Master  of  the  Company. 
He  (the  President)  had  met  him  on  two  or  three  occasions 
when  dining  with  the  Company,  and  regarded  him  as  a  very 
fine  example  of  an  old  English  gentleman.  Since  Mr.  Hill's 
death  he  had  received  a  letter  from  his  son  stating  that  his 
father  had  left  501.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The  President 
moved  that  a  resolution  be  sent  to  the  family  expressing 
sympathy. 

Elections. 

i      Four  hundred  and  three  members  were  elected,  six  persons 
restored  to  their  former  status  in  the  Society,  and  a  number 
.  of  student-associates  (number  not  mentioned)  elected. 

Dr.  Stmhs  asked  if  the  persons  restored  were  all  members 
before,  as  it  was  possible  some  were  associates  and  could 
.  not  be' restored  to  their  former  status. 

The  President  said  they  must  look  on  them  in  a  natural 
way,  as  the  natural  descendants  of  what  they  would  have 
'  been  if  they  had  remained  in  the  Society. 

Eventually  the  words  "  restored  to  the  Society  "  were  used 
-  instead  of  "  former  status." 

Nominations. 
It  was  announced  that  seventeen  nominations  had  been 
received  to  fill  the  seven  vacancies  whicl  will  occur  in  the 
Oouncil.  The  following  thirteen  persons  signified  their 
willingness  to  serve  if  elected :— Mr.  A.  Bottle  (Dover), 
Mr  A  S.  Oampkin  (Cambridge),  Mr.  M.  Carteighe  (London), 


Mr.  G.  C.  Druce  (Oxford),  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jor.es  (London), 
Mr  J.  F.  Harrington  (Kensington),  Mr.  J.  Harrison  (Sunder- 
land), Mr.  J.  W.  T.  Morrison  (Trine),  Mr.  C.  J.  Park 
(Plj mouth),  Mr.  John  Smith  (Liverpool),  Mr.  A.  Southall 
(Birmingham),  Mr.  R.  E.  Wright  (London),  and  Mr.  Itymer 
Young  (Warrington).  Messrs.  Gibson  (Brighton),  R  A. 
Robinson,  J.  C.  Umnev,  and  E  White  had  also  been 
nominated,  but  had  not  signified  their  willingness  to  serve. 
Messrs.  Bntt,  Lescher,  Stacey,  Umney,  and  Yates  have  been 
nomirated  auditors 

The  Privy  Council  sect  a  copy  of  Dr.  Stevenson's 

Report  on  the  Examinations 
for  the  year  ending  Marcl;  31,  1899.  For  the  Preliminary 
examination  1,357  candidates  were  examined,  and  of  these 
618  (45  5  per  cent.)  passed  and  739  (54  5  per  cent.)  failed. 
Happily  this  easy  examination,  the  report  said,  will  be  dis- 
continued after  August,  1900,  and  a  more  stringent  test 
demanded.  For  the  Minor  examination  1,190  candidates 
were  examined.  Of  these  348  (29  2  per  cent.)  passed  and 
842  (70  8  per  cent)  failed.  The  percentage  of  failures 
in  chemistry  was  37-7,  in  materia  medica  2  4,  in  botany  5'4, 
in  prescription-reading  5,  in  practical  dispensing  228 
"It  is  not  surprising,  in  view  of  the  large  increase  of 
persons  (913)  examined  in  comparison  with  the  preceding 
year,  to  find  an  increase  of  6  2  per  cent,  in  failures. 
It  is  regrettable  that  a  large  proportion  fail  in  chemistry, 
which  is  indispensable  to  the  calling  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist.''  This  is  due,  the  report  stated,  to  defective 
training.  For  the  Major  examination  there  were  104  candi- 
dates-51  (49  per  cent  )  passed,  and  53  (51  per  cent.)  failed. 
The  failures  in  chemistry  were  20  2  per  cent.,  in  physics  7-/ 
percent.,  materia  medica  8  7  per  cent.,  and  in  botany  21  & 
per  cent.  The  report  regretted  that  such  a  small  proportion 
of  chemists  and  druggists  present  themselves  for  this 
examination.

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  ot  the  report, 
said  there  was  nothing  special  to  call  attention  to.  The 
amounts  included  the  quarterly  salaries. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  committee  recommended  grants— one  of 
20/.,  two  of  10/.,  and  one  of  ol. 

Mr.  Bottle  mentioned  the  case  of  Robert  Kirkby,  agea 
5  V  years,  who  was  an  applicant  for  election  to  the  Watford 
Orphan  Asylum.  The  boy  was  one  of  the  children  of  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  died  .suddenly  in  1896.  He 
(Mr.  Bottle)  asked  that  the  matter  might  be  mentioned  so 
that  members  who  had  votes  would  use  them  on  behalf  ot 
this  applicant.  . 

The  Library  and  Museum  Committee's  report  was  next 
submitted.  The  Curator  reported  to  the  committee  the 
number  of  attendances  and  donations  to  the  Museum,  ana 
the  Librarian  as  to  the  attendance,  circulation  of  books,  ana 
donations  to  the  Library.  The  draft  report  for  the ;  amuai 
meeting  was  considered.  It  was  recommended  that  Mr. 
Michael  Carteighe  be  appointed  to  represent  the  Society  on 
the  Chelsea  Physic-gardens  scheme.  , 

The  President  calling  attention  to  the  last  matter  saw 
Mr.  Carteighe  had  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  scheme. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Local  Secretaries. 
Mr  W.  I.  Scholes,  of  Eccles,  was  elected  Local  Secretary 
in  place  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Howie,  who  is  leaving  Eccles.  Mr. 
Howie  was  thanked  for  his  services.

Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  had  known  Mr.  Howie  during  the 
whole  time  he  was  President,  and  he  was  not  only  a  distin- 
guished pharmacist  intellectually  and  photographically,  but 
he  understood  their  work  and  followed  it  intelligently.  Mr. 
Howie  was  able  to  do  them  much  service  in  talking  to 
grumbling  chemists  and  showing  them  what  the  Society  had 
done  for  them.    Mr.  Howie  was  coming  to  live  in  London. 

The  President  also  announced  that  Mr.  Thomas  Ooulson, 
Gracechurch  Street,  EC,  had  consented  to  become  Divisional 
Secretary  for  tbe  City  of  London,  and  promised  to  do  his  best 
for  the  Society  if  elected. 

He  was  elected. 

Examiner  Resigns. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Thomas  Maben  resigning  his 
position  as  examiner  in  Scotland  owing  to  his  concluding  a 
business  engagement  which  will  necessitate  his  undivided 
attention. 

The  President  said  Mr.  Maben  was  the  oldest  examiner  in 
Scotland,  and  the  Council  regretted  his  resignation.  He 
was  an  excellent  examiner.  Last  week,  when  he  (the 
President)  was  in  Scotland,  he  found  Mr.  Maben  doing  his 
work  in  his  excellent  way.  They  were  losing  a  very  good 
man. 

Mr.  Storrar  added  a  few  words  of  regret  at  the  loss  of 
Mr.  Maben  as  an  examiner.  He  had  been  an  examiner  for 
fifteen  years,  and  had  in  that  time  proved  himself  a  most 
experienced  man.  He  wished  him  every  success  in  hi 3  new 
vocation 

The  President,  in  putting  a  resolution  conveying  their 
thanks,  said  he  had  recently  had  experience  of  the  interest 
Mr.  Maben  takes  in  education,  because  of  certain  corre- 
spondence between  the  Boards  of  Examiners  about  the 
examinations  which  were  to  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Pre 
liminary  in  1900  He  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to  put  before 
them  suggestions  as  to  the  certificates  they  should  accept  in 
1900  It  would  be  the  duty  of  the  North  British  Branch 
executive  to  nominate  an  examiner  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

The  Law  aid  Parliamentary  Committee's  report  was 
received.  It  recommended  that  the  Watch  Committee  be 
instructed  to  take  active  measures  to  oppose  the 

Pharmacy  Bill,  1899, 

and  to  take  steps  to  obtain  an  amendment  of  the  Companies 
(Medical  Profession)  Bill,  1899,  so  as  to  include  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists. 

The  President,  in  moving  that  the  report  be  adopted, 
said  that  within  twenty-four  hours  of  receiving  tbe 
Pharmacy  Bill  he  summoned  the  Watch  Committee,  and 
they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  no  urgency  at 
that  moment,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  House  of  Lords  bad 
already  adjourned.  It  was  therefore  resolved  to  wait  till  the 
meeting  of  the  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  last  Tues- 
day,  and  the  meeting  of  tbe  Council  to-day,  before  making 

'  any  definite  statement  to  their  friends.  It  was  unnecessary, 
perhaps,  to  call  attention  to  the  points  of  the  Bill  referring 
to  themselves.    Not  only  their  practice,  but  their  title,  was 

'to  be  given  away,  and  to  make  matters  worse  the  Lord 
Chancellor  had  seen  fit  to  introduce  a  Bill  which  aimed  at 
preventing  companies  carrying  on  medical  and  other  profes- 
sional practices.  He  would  like  to  go  back  a  moment  to 
what  happened  last  year  in  reference  to  their  Pharmacy  Bill, 
which,  he  must  remind  them,  had  often  been  called  one 
dealing  only  with  their  internal  affairs.  The  Lord  Chancellor 
at  the  third  reading  of  that  Bill  moved  the  following 
intendment:— 

L  ?omPany  may  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical 
nemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  if  and  so  long  only  as  the  business 
s  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  manager  or  assistant  being  a  duly 
registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  but, 
'\  t  lPRnS  aforesaid>  sections  one  and  fifteen  of  the  Pharmacy 
let,  1868,  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  a  company  in  like  manner  as 
"ley  apply  m  the  case  of  an  individual. 


e  (the  President)  need  not  refer  to  the  reasons  which 
nducedthe  Lord  Chancellor  to  withdraw  the  amend (nent, 
■ut  would  prefer  rather  to  quote  his  lordships  remarks  at 
tie  time,  when  he  is  reported  to  have  said  :— 
Although  I  do  not  think  this  amendment  of  mine  would  hurt  the 
"ii,  stU],  the  Bill,  on  the  other  hand,  really  and  truly  only  affects 


the  internal  economy  of  the  Society.  I  had  received  a  number  of 
complaints  in  respect  to  these  companies,  which  are  practically 
medical  companies,  but  most  of  the  complaints  came  from  Ireland, 
and  therefore  would  not  touch  the  question,  which  is  a  very 
important  and  serious  one.  I  know  that  after  the  Bill  was  intro- 
duced in  the  House  of  Commons  an  agreement  was  come  to  that 
it  should  be  taken  as  an  unopposed  Bill ;  but  I  have  recei  ved  a, 
very  considerable  body  of  correspondence  on  both  sides  with 
reference  to  this  question,  discussing  whether  or  not  such  an. 
amendment  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  introduced  into  the  existing- 
law.  Well,  my  Lords,  I  have  considered  it  very  carefully,  and  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  amendment  would  be  inoperative  unless 
there  was  a  very  considerable  amount  of  machinery  introduced: 
in  the  measure  in  the  way  of  registration.  I  have  coine  to  the 
conclusion,  therefore,  though  I  adhere  to  the  opinion  I  expressed* 
in  the  Standing  Committee,  that  unless  such  additional  provision, 
were  made,  it  would  be  better  for  me  not  to  move  the  amendment 
now  standing  in  my  name. 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  reasons  which  in- 
fluenced the  Lord  Chancellor  in  withdrawing  the  amendment 
were,  first,  that  it  was  not  germane  to  the  Bill ;  secondly, 
that  it  did  not  apply  to  Ireland  ;  and,  thirdly — a  reason  upon 
which  he  laid  great  stress — that  it  would  be  inoperative 
without  the  provision  of  cumbrous  machinery.    This  last? 
objection  reminded  him  that  in  the  Bill  before  them  the 
same  objection  held  good;  his  Lordship  had  not  provided1 
any  machinery  to  carry  out  his  proposals.    The  Lord  Chan- 
cellor not  only  went  the  length  proposed  in  his  amendment" 
last  year — he  went  further,  and  gave  away  the  titles  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  only  belong  to-natural  persons.  He- 
(the  President),  shortly  after  the  passing  of  the  Bill,  had  an 
interview  with  the  Lord  Chancellor,  which  he  had  not- 
referred  to  much  in  detail,  as  he  was  anxious  not  to  say  too- 
much,  with  the  risk  of  getting  words  misconstrued.  He 
had  a  very  interesting  conversation  with  his  Lordship,  and1 
came  away  with  the  impression  that  the  Lord  Chancellor 
laid  stress  on  the  fact  that  they  should  not  send  any 
suggestions  which  were  not  of  a  fairly  practical  nature,  and 
the  suggestions  should  be  of  such  a  nature  that  they  would' 
be  sure  of  the  support  of  both  Houses ;  and  that  he  held  the- 
opinion  that  prescribed  medicines  should  be  prepared  and 
dispensed  by  qualified  persons.    These  were  the  two  leading 
thoughts  in  his  mind  after  that  interview,  and  it  was  after 
considerable  thought  that  their  suggestions  were  sent  to 
the  Lord  Chancellor    Some  persons  argued  that  the  sug- 
gestions were  not  of  a  practical  character,  and  would  meet 
with  a  considerable  amount  of  opposition  in  the  House. 
There  was  a  growing  feeling  in  regard  to  the  injustice  of 
the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  professions,  and 
when  they  knew  that  other  professional  bodies  were  ap- 
proaching the  Lord  Chancellor,  they  felt  that  something" 
might  be  done.    Whether  the  course  they  had  taken  was 
a  wise  one  in  the  eyes  of  their  critics  or  not,  he  felt~ 
they  were  more  than  justified  in  their  draft  Bill.    They  did 
not  believe  it  was  a  great  blunder.     He  maintained  the 
suggestions  were  on  the  right  lines  and  would  receive  the 
suppoit  of  at  least  90  per  cent,  of  qualified  persons  on- 
the  register,  and  when  they  sent  the  suggestions  they  took 
tha  opportunity  of  acquainting  the  Lord  Chancellor  with'  < 
the  opinions  of  a  large  majority  of  their  members.    In  con- 
sidering alterations  in  the  pharmacy  laws  two  factors  were- - 
to  be  borne  in  mind.    The  suggestions  mu=t  have  the  sup- 
port of  ths  Government  and  also  of  their  own  people.  They 
had  practically  said  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  :  "Here  are  the- 
suggestions  that  will  receive  the  support  of  the  registered 
persons,"  and  if  the  Lord  Chancellor  found  no  difficulty  with 
other  learned  professions  —he  did  not  know  about  mid  wives — 
(laughter)— he  could  surely  apply  the  same  principle  to 
them.     He  wished  distinctly  to  say,  and  he  would  say 
it  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  himself,  that  their  titles  were  as 
dear  to  them  as  were  the  titles  of  medical  men  or  dentists. 
He  did  not  know  if  the  Lord  Chancellor  quite  knew  the  pro- 
cess their  youngr  men  had  to  go  through  to  be  qualified.  The 
Parliament  of  1868  had  laid  it  down  that  sellers  of  poisons- 
should  b3  qualified  and  pass  certain  examinations  and  be- 
registered.    And  their  register  consisted  year  by  year  of  a- 
larger  proportion  of  examined  persons,  so  that  now,  after 
thirty  years,  the  register  was  getting  filled  with  the  names- 
of  those  who  had  passed  examinations.   None  of  them  would 
sympathise  with  the  proposal  to  take  away  their  titles,  but 
they  might  have  to  make  some  practical  suggestions  as  6> 
company-trading.     At  present  qualified    men  were  not- 
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ready;  to  accept  anything  less    than    the  suggestions. 
At  some  future  time  different  conditions  might  be  forced 
mpon  them  by  circumstances,  but   then  titles  would  be 
reserved  and  restricted  to  those  who  have  the  legal  right  to 
them,  and  he  hoped  those  regulations  would  be  strong  and 
stringent,  so  as  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  pharmacy  by 
companies  of  all  sorts  and  descriptions.    There  was  no 
definition  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  as  to  what  a  company  was, 
but  in  the  Medical  Bill  there  was  some  kind  of  definition. 
He  had  mentioned  that  the  fact  that  the  Bill  did  not  affect 
Ireland  was  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  Lord  Chancellor 
■withdrew  his  amendment  last  year,  and  as  he  had  had  cor- 
respondence with   the   President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  he  wished  to  say  publicly  they  had  every 
•desire  to  act  in  accord  with  the  Irish  Society  ;  and  the  lines 
■which  they  had  taken  he  thought,  in  his  innocence,  could  not 
"out  be  acceptable  to  persons  on  the  other  side  of  St  George's 
Channel.    It  was  difficult  to  get  into  close  relationship 
through  the  poet,  but  he  had  not  thought  they  were  taking 
any  antagonistic  steps,  but,  on  the  contrary,  were  trying  to 
do  what  every  qualified  person  in  Ireland  would  like  to  see 
done.    The  clause  in  their  suggestions  as  to  the  exclusive 
right  to  sell  medicines  had  been  called  in  question,  but  he 
was  glad  to  know  they  would  on  that  question  have  the 
sympathy  of  their  brethren  in  Ireland.    In  regard  to  the 
power  they  were  giving  to  the  Watch  Committee  to  oppose 
-t,he  Bills  at  the  right  time,  and  also  to  get  an  amendment  of 
the  Companies  (Medical  Professions)  Bill,  they  had  left 
•  tihem  considerable  liberty.   One  of  their  critics  had  suggested 
that  company-pharmacy  might  be  regulated  by  requiring 
that  every  managing  director  should  be  a  qualified  chemist. 
But  they  thought  that  the  opposition  of  the  great  stores 
would  be. greater  to  this  than  it  would  be  to  the  proposal  to 
prohibit  company -pharmacy  altogether,  as  they  must  remem- 
ber that,  ia  the  case  of  the  great  London  stores  at  least, 
,pkarmacy  was  but  a  small  part  of  their  business.     He  only 
mentioned  this  to  show  that  the  suggestion  was  quite  im- 
practicable, and  he   might   say  that  there  was  nothing 
between,  their  suggestions  and  what  they  were  not  yet  ready 
ior,  some  kind  of  regulation  of  company-pharmacy.  They 
tad  received  a  number  of  resolutions  lrom  various  bodies  in 
reference -to  the  Lord  Chancellor's  proposal;  he  had  not  read 
them,  but  he  understood  that  the  trend  of  them  was  to 
request  them  to  oppose  the  Bill  before  the  House  of  Lords. 
Among  :  the  societies  sending  resolutions  were  the  North- 
.East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association,  the  Sunderland 
Chemists' Association,  the  Oxford  and  District  Association, 
the  Exeter  Association,  and  the  Newcastle  Association  ;  and 
all  of  these  he  proposed  to  ref<-r  to  the  committee.    He  had 
also  received  from  Mr.  Macpherson,  of  Edinburgh,  a  very 
-carefully  drawn-out  draft  Bill,  which  he  would  also  refer  to 
the  committee.    He  thought  it  might  help  them  in  any 
future  legislation  which  they  might  suggest. 

The  Vice-Pbesident  (Mr.  Newsholme)  seconded  the 
resolution,  which  he  had  no  doubt  would  pass  unanimously 
and  have  the -support  of  the  trade.  When  he  first  saw  the 
Bill  he  was  inclined  to  think  it  was  a  joke  put  forward  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Chancellor.  He  would  like  to  know 
•what  would  happen  if  all  the  professions  were  thrown  open 
as  it  was  proposed  to  throw  theirs.  What  would  happen 
if  lawyers  were  put  on  this  same  basis  ?  Pharmaceutical 
chemists  ,  were  exempt  from  juries ;  would  all  the  seven 
members  of  a  pharmacy  company  be  exempt,  and  would  a 
,  man  who  was  a  member  of  a  company  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  be  able  to  say  he  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  ? 
"  This  showed  the  absurdity  of  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  they  were  asked  by  the  Lord  Chancellor 
vfor  the  suggestions,  which  were  sent,  and  he  was  prepared 
>to  accept  his  full  share  of  responsibility.    He  did  not  object 
^-to  criticism,  for  bad  they  not  been   recently  informed 
vthat  strong  opposition  is  essential  to   a  good  Govern 
mienf?    Ciiticism  was  the  very  life  and  soul  of  public  life, 
'bat  it  should  be  fair  and  honest.    They  were  not  dele- 
gates, but  representatives  sent  to  use  their  best  qualities  of 
mind  on  public  questions.    This  Bill  must  either  be  ended 
or  mended— he  said,  it  must  be  ended,  it  was  not  capable  of 
Joeing  amended.

left  but  the  title,  but  let  them  fight  for  that  to  the 
last.  Their  title  was  their  good-will,  and  also  a  certain 
monetary  possession.  This  Bill  would  not  require  much  to 
end  it,  and,  without  alluding  to  political  matters,  he  would 
mention  they  had  a  Government  which  had  already  showed  a 
marvellous  capacity  to  yield,  and  would,  no  doubt,  readily  do 
so  again.  Their  suggestions  were  a  strong  demand,  and 
perhaps  they  had  asked  for  more  than  they  would  get,  but 
then  they  had  been  told  before  they  were  mealy-mouthed, 
and  did  not  go  in  for  a  big  thing— (hear,  hear)— that 
would  carry  the  country  with  them.  Continuing,  Mr. 
Atkins  said  their  demands  were  honest,  and  he  urged  them, 
if  they  must  retire  from  the  position  they  had  taken, 
not  to  let  the  surrender  be  from  within.  He  could  not  under- 
stand how  a  profound  lawyer,  or  even  his  delegate,  could 
advise  such  a  Bill  to  deprive  them  of  their  rights. 

Mr.  Harrison  thought  the  President's  speech  very 
temperate  in  spirit  considering  the  serious  crisis  at  hand, 
and  did  not  approach  the  subject  in  the  spirit  of  panic.  He 
hoped  the  country  would  read  it,  and  realise  the  gravity  of 
the  situation.  The  Bill  was  not  capable  of  amendment,  but 
must  be  ended  at  once.  According  to  their  critics,  they 
were  equally  wrong  if  they  stood  still— indifferent  they 
were  called — or  if  they 

Did  Something  Boldly. 

He  would  remind  them  that  the  suggestions  were  sent  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor  because  he  asked  for  them,  and  it  was  their 
duty  as  experts  to  point  out  the  inadequacy  of  the  present 
laws  and  indicate  the  ideal  legislation.  They  hail  been  told 
that  they  courted  failure,  but  they  would  not  have  carried 
out  their  duties  if  they  had  not  pointed  out  the  ideal.  They 
had  often  been  accused  of  asking  too  little,  and  now  they 
were  blamed  for  asking  for  too  much.  It  was  a  cruel  thing  to 
take  away  their  titles,  and  he  hoped  that  prompt  and  decisive 
efforts  would  be  made  to  relegate  the  Bill  to  that  obscurity 
from  which  it  should  never  have  emerged. 

Mr.  Young  said  that  as  they  all  seemed  to  be  making 
profession  and  confession  he  would  like  to  say  that  he  did 
not  withdraw  one  single  word  in  connection  with  what 
he  had  said.  They  were  not  unlike  the  early  Christians 
who  were  cast  to  wild  beasts  in  the  arena,  and  who 
appealed  to  the  Romans  without  effect;  but,  although 
it  might  be  regarded  as  an  insidious  form  of  mental  aberration, 
they  had  a  perfect  right  to  ask  for  a  restoration  of  the 
meaning  of  the  1868  Act.  "Oppose  this  monstrosity,"  Mr. 
Young  continued,  "in  its  progress  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
and  let  us  even  go  in  for  a  policy  of  obstruction  if  we  cannot 
get  ourselves  included  in  the  Companies  Bill." 

Mr.  Bottle  gave  the  President  his  sincere  thanks  for  his 
able  exposition  of  their  po.-ition.  He  felt  it  his  duty  to  sup- 
port the  views  laid  down,  and  he  felt  that  the  body  of  the 
trade  were  only  waiting  for  the  Society  to  give  them  the  cue. 
The  Lord  Chancellor  said  the  Bill  had  for  its  object  the 
putting  of  companies  in  the  same  position  as  widows.  Now 
ic  was  the  duty  of  trustees  to  wind  up  an  estate  as  soon 
as  they  could,  but  a  company  would  carry  on  business  as 
long  as  ever  they  chose — "  like  a  flowing  river." 

Mr.  Cross  emphasised  the  need  for  voters  electing  plenty 
of  London  men  on  the  Council,  so  that  they  could  have  a 
strong  committee  to  act  in  such  emergencies  as  this. 

Mr.  Storbar  begged  leave  to  say  a  single  word  on  one 
point,  and  that  was  that  the  suggestions  for  the  draft  Bill 
were  framed  at  a  meeting  at  which  he  was  not  present.  He 
should  not  have  been  prepared  to  agree  with  them,  as  they 
had  not  a  ghost  of  a  chance  of  receiving  parliamentary 
sanction.  The  only  argument  they  could  use  was  the  safety 
of  the  public;  they  need  not  look  for  any  protection.  Still 
there  was  nothing  unreasonable  in  the  suggestions ;  he 
looked  upon  them  as  an  attempt  to  formulate  the  thoughts 
of  the  trade,  and  90  per  cent  of  the  trade  thought  on  the 
lines  of  the  suggestions.  But  they  had  passed  the  time 
for  acquiring  privileges  such  as  they  had  formulated, 
and  there  was  no  chance  of  going  batk  to  1868.  Their 
policy  should  be  not  to  end,  but  simply  curtail  and  control, 
company-pharmacy.  They  had  loyally  acted  up  to  the 
spirit  of  the  1868  Act,  and  now  when  the  public  see  the 
title  "pharmaceutical  chemist  "  or  "  chemist  and  druggist 
over  a  shop  they  know  that  there  is  an  educated  man 
within.    The  Lord  Chancellor  proposed  to  do  away  with 
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this  meaning,  and  to  enable  any  man  incapable  of  coming 
up  for  the  examinations  to  trade  as  a  qualified  man. 

Mr.  Allen  said  he  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  before 
the  Watch  Committee  separated  they  unanimously  agreed 
to  oppose  the  Bill  to  the  greatest  extent  in  their  power. 

Mr.  Waeren  contended,  in  regard  to  what  Mr.  Storrar 
had  said,  that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the  public  that  the 
professional  spirit  should  be  promoted  and  maintained,  and 
the  only  ideal  way  of  doing  that  was  for  the  proprietor  of  a 
pharmacy  to  he  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  it. 

Mr.  Park  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  a  dangerous  thing 
to  reduce  pharmacy  to  pure  commercialism.  At  present  the 
chemist  stood  between  the  public  and  danger,  preventing 
the  community  injuring  its  health.  They  all  knew  that  by 
the  abuse  of  certain  dangerous  drugs  the  public  health  would 
greatly  suffer. 

Mr.  Cabteighe  really  did  not  think  the  trade  needed 
much  encouragement  to  kill  this  Bill,  and  he  hoped  it  would 
be  his  painful  duty  to  assist  in  the  process  of  killing,  as  he 
had  jet  a  month  to  serve  the  Society.  (Laughter)  He 
tendered  the  President  his  sympathy,  and  hoped  he  would 
stiffen  his  back  and  not  bs  uncomfortable,  alarmed,  or 
nervous ;  he  would  get  quite  pachydermatous  after  a  time. 
No  President  of  the  Society  was  ever  treated  so  curtly  as 
their  chief  had  been.  The  Lord  Chancellor  had  not  sent 
any  communication  other  than  the  bare  acknowledgment  of 
the  letter,  and  he  felt  bound  to  say  that  he  (the  Lord 
Chancellor)  ought  to  have  sent  for  and  consulted  the 
President  as  the  official  head  of  the  body  representing 
pharmacy.  Protection  of  the  public  was  of  course  the 
essential  thing,  but  in  the  process  there  were  some  advan- 
tages given  to  the  persons  practising  that  profession. 
There  was  a 

Touch  op  Sarcasm 

in  the  Bill;  he  looked  upon  it  as  a  Bill  to  help  his  legal 
brethren  to  understand  the  case  in  future  legal  actions. 
He  (Mr.  Carteighe)  was  anxious  to  say  that  it  was  not  always 
wise  to  try  to  destroy  suggestions  from  members  of  the 
Government,  but  they  bad  endeavoured  to  see  if  they  could 
get  any  good  out  of  the  Bill,  and  they  could  not.  Their  first 
duty  was  to  get  rid  of  the  Bill,  and  then  begin  de  novo  and 
get  a  reasonable  amended  Bill.  Ireland  forgot  that  in  this 
country  we  have  practically  only  the  sale  of  poisons,  whilst 
she  has  the  right  of  compounding  of  prescriptions.  The 
Lord  Chancellor  was  (the  speaker  thought)  under  the  impres- 
sion that  in  Great  Britain  they  had  the  right  of  dispensing 
prescriptions  as  the  Irish  have.  It  was  almost  painful 
to  have  to  remind  gentlemen  of  the  law  that  the  Act  of  1868 
did  not  give  them  that  right.  He  was  sorry  for  those  in- 
cluded in  the  Company  Bill  which  the  Lord  Chancellor  had 
introduced,  as  he  felt  it  would  be  their  duty  to  amend  it. 
There  was  more  danger  in  the  sale  of  poisons  by  companies 
than  there  was  in  carrying  on  medical  practice  by  a  company. 

The  President,  in  concluding  the  debate,  said  he  was 
glad  to  hear  such  unanimity.  Their  position  was  almost 
unbearable,  and  a  disgrace  in  the  present  condition  of  things. 
He  was  continually  disgusted  at  the  way  he  had  to  act  for 
them  in  regard  to  prosecutions,  and  the  conditions  must  be 
altered,  so  that  they  could  get  at  the  persons  actually  at 
fault,  instead  of  proceeding  against  persons  who  were 
more  sinned  against  than  sinning.  He  hoped  they  could 
soon  put  an  end  to  such  a  disgraceful  state  of  thiDgs.

!  The  London  University  Commissioners  wrote  acknowledg- 
ing a  communication  from  the  Society  urging  its  claims  for 
recognition  The  Society  hoped  to  be  recognised  as  a  teaching 
body,  and  that  facilities  would  be  given  at  the  University  to 
qualify  for  their  examinations.  In  making  this  announce- 
ment, Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  had  been  the  means  of  urging 
itheir  claims,  and  by  pointing  out  who  they  were  and  what; 
they  did  to  claim  association  with  the  project  and  thereby 
Help  forward  pharmacy. 

The  Foreign  Office  forwarded  a  translation  of  a  pharmacy 
imending-law  made  in  Japan.  The  law  gives  permission  for 
HI  persons  who  have  graduated  in  a  pharmaceutical  college, 
n  the  pharmacy  of  a  university,  or  obtained  the  apothecaries' 
lcence  in  foreign  countries,  to  obtain  a  licence  to  practise 
n  Japan  without  further  examination. 


Dr.  Symes  did  not  know  if  "pharmacy  college'-  included 
their  Society.  Foreigners  could  not  understand  their 
Society,  but  could  a  college. 

The  President  thought  there  would  be  no  difficulty,  as 
the  Japanese  seemed  to  be  inclined  to  act  in  a  liberal  spirit. 
The  question  raised,  however,  only  tended  to  show  the  need  for 
a  connection  with  the  University  of  London  and  a  com- 
pulsory curriculum. 

Two  copies  of  the  register  of  chemists  in  Victoria  wese 
received  from  the  Registrar. 

It  was  here  mentioned  that  at  the  April  examinations  io 
Scotland  55  candidates  passed  and  79  failed.

Council  Meeting. 

THE  monthly  meetiDg  of  the  Council  was  held  on  April  5 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin.  Present:  Mr.  R.  J. 
Downes  (President),  Mr.  Beggs  (Vic8- President).  Mr.  Grindley 
(Treasurer),  Messrs.  Bernard,  Kelly,  Michie,  Porter,  Wells, 
Professor  Tichborne,  and  Dr.  Walsh. 

An  Unqualified  Poison-vendoe. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Sergeant  Narrell,  R  I.C., 
stating  that  at  Moville  Petty  Sessions  he  summoned  William 
Carlon  for  unlawfully  selling  poison  (rat-poison)  and  for 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  Magistrates 
were  the  Hon.  E  Cochrane  (Chairman),  Mr.  Hannigan,  and 
Mr.  Bradley.  They  convicted  the  defendant  on  the  first 
charge,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  bl. ;  but  they  added  that  that 
beiDg  the  first  cafe  of  the  kind  in  the  town,  and  the 
defendant  having  sold  the  poison  in  ignorance  of  the  law, 
they  recommended  that  the  fine  should  be  remitted.  Mr. 
Bradley  dissented. 

The  PRivr  Council  Reject  a  Proposal. 

A  letter  from  the  Privy  Council  Office  stated  that  the  Lord 
Lieutf riant  and  Privy  Oouncil  declined  to  approve  of  a 
resolution  of  the  Council  amending  the  regulation  which 
relates  to  the  botany  and  mateiia-medica  courses  by  requiring 
that  students  who  relied  on  attendance  at  schools  outside 
that  of  the  Society  should  produce  certificates  of  having 
attended  a  course  of  twenty  lectures  in  each  subject  of  one 
hour  each  during  three  months.  The  Privy  Council  had 
written  asking  wa9  this  a  reasonable  and  possible  require- 
ment from  the  outside  schools ;  and  the  Council  had  replied 
that  those  schools  had  been  recognised  on  the  understanding 
that  they  would  maintain  that  minimum. 

Mr.  Grindley  said  that  under  such  circumstances  the 
Council  should  not  recognise  any  other  schools  than  their 
own. 

Mr  Kelly  :  Would  it  not  be  well  to  write  to  the  Castle 
pointing  out  that  if  this  amendment  bs  not  allowed  it  will 
be  possible  for  a  candidate  to  take  out  the  twenty  hours  in  a 
week  ? 

The  President  :  A  case  occurred  in  which  a  candidate 
went  to  one  school  and  was  refused  admittance  unless  he 
took  out  the  lectures  in  the  regular  course.  He  went  to 
another  school,  got  through  the  lectures  in  a  week,  and  got 
a  certificate,  which  we  had  to  accept. 

Mr.  Bernard:  You  should  communicate  with  Sir  George 
Duffey  on  the  subject.    If  he  recommended  the  amendment 
it  would  have  been  passed  by  the  Privy  Council. 
Mr.  Kelly  :  It  is  a  positive  insult  to  us. 
Mr.  Wells  :  They  suspect  everything  that  you  do.  They 
think  you  can  do  nothing  with  a  good  motive. 

The  Vice-President:  You  will  have  to  fall  back  on  a 
lystem  of  excluding  all  schools  except  your  own. 

Mr.  Wells  :  It  might  be  well  to  intimate  to  the  Privy 
Council  that  we  should  regret  being  obliged  to  cease  to 
recognise  the  outer  schools  if  they  are  not  kept  on  the  same 
-ooting  as  our  own. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bernard,  seconded  by  Dr.  Walsh, 
^t  was  ordered  that  the  correspondence  with  the  Privy 
Louncil  relative  to  the  amendment  should  be  brought  under 
the  notice  of  Sir  George  Duffey. 

Another  Fine  Reduced. 
A.  letter  from  the  Under-Secretary,  Dublin  Castle,  inti- 
mated that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  had  been  pleased  to  reduce 
i  tine  of  5/ ,  which  had  been  imposed  on  John  O'Meara,  of 
AHlimor,  for  selling  carbolic  acid  in  an  uc labelled  bottle, 

Mr.  Bernard  :  It  is  not  Government  funds  that  they  are 
giving  away. 

The  Vice  President  :  Would  they  reduce  anything  in 
he  Excise  Department? 

The  Council  and  the  Constabulary. 

Wfk*^  from  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Royal  Irish 
'Onstatralary  requested  the  Council  to  make  communications 


to  the  constabulary  to  the  superior  officers  of  the  district 
and  not  to  subordinate  members  of  the  force. 

Mr.  Wells  pointed  out  that  section  16  of  the  Pharmacy 
(Ireland)  Amendment  Act  of  1890  directed  that  the 
Registrar  of  the  Council  should  send  copies  of  their  registers 
to  the  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures  in  each  consta- 
bulary district.  When  sergeants  of  constabulary  were 
appointed  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures  their  superior 
constabulary  officers  had  no  control  over  them.  They  coulr> 
prosecute  or  not,  as  they  thought  fit. 

The  Lord  Chancellor's  Bills. 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  or 
England  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Council  on  the  subject  of  the  abuse  of  the  Companies 
Acts  by  unqualified  persons. 

The  President  said  he  received  from  the  Editor  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  copies  of  two  Bills  which  had 
been  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor the  day  after  the  Bills  were  printed.    Having  read 
the  Bills,  as  well  as  the  memorandum  preceding  the  Phar- 
macy Bill,  to  the  Council,  he  said,  with  regard  to  the  state- 
ment that  a  "  company  "  could  not  pass  an  examination,  a 
firm  could  do  so,  and  he  (the  President)  maintained  that  a 
"  company  "  could  in  the  same  way  that  a  "  firm  "  could. 
Mr.  Wells:  This  Bill  is  for  England  only. 
Mr.  Grindley  :  It  is  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge. 
The  President  :  It  is  to  be  noticed  that  "  apothecaries  " 
are  not  included  in  the  Medical  Bill ;  and  that  the  Attorney- 
Genera1,  replying  to  a  question  in  the  House  the  other  day, 
said  he  had  received  a  resolution  from  the  Corporation  of 
Dublin  suggesting  that  the  Companies   Acts  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  prevent  a  company,  any  of  the  members 
of  which  were  not  qualified  as  apothecaries,  from  carrying 
on  the  trade  or  business  of  an  apothecary.    There  is  nothing 
about  apothecaries  in  the  resolution  of  the  Corporation ; 
and  also  the  Lord  Chancellor,  in  his  communications  with 
us,  always  refers  to  our  seeking  amendments  in  connection 
with  the  abuse  of  the  Medical  Acts    This  leads  me  to 
think  that  the  Government  have  an  idea  of  dealirg  with  the 
compounding  of  prescriptions  as  the  act  of  an  apothecary, 
and  separate  from  that  of  selling  poisons  ;  and  I  have 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Chief  Secretary  on  the  subject. 
You  are  aware  that  the  Act  of  1868,  which  is  dealt  with, 
does  not  extend  to  Ireland,  nor  would  any  amendment  of  it 
do  so,  so  that  we  have  no  direct  interest  in  that  Act.  You 
are  also  aware  that  the  same  Act  advocates  only  the  right  to 
"keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compound- 
ing of  poisons"  to  chemists  and  druggists,  but  does  not 
extend  to  the  compounding  of  medical  prescriptions,  so  that 
the  latter  subject  is  not  within  view  of  tbe  amendment ;  and 
it  may  be  a  question  whether  the  pharmacists  of  Ireland 
ought  not  to  lie  low,  and  await  developments,  a  greater 
reason  for  which  would  be  that  apparently  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  do  not  desire 
that  we  should   meddle  in  their  affairs.     1   shou'd  be, 
very  sorry  to  do  so  except,  where  their  interests  affect 
us.    It  is  a  question  also  whether  the  Lord  Chancellor 
has  not  thrown  out  these  two  kites  to  find  the  strength 
of  the  wind,  and  in  what  direction  it  is  blowing.    He  tables 
his  Bills,  and  says  to  the  representatives,  "  Which  will  you 
endorse  1  "    When  he  gets  the  answer  to  that  question,  he 
will  be  in  a  position  to  apply  the  accepted  principle  to  all 
the  interests  concerned.    This  view  makes  it  a  necessity  for 
us  to  oppose  the  measure  on  principle  with  all  the  influence 
we  can  command.   We  cannot  help  interfering.    First,  there 
is  the  giving  away  of  titles,  and  this  without  repealing  the 
Act  of  1852  or  cancelling  the  Charter  of  1843.     But  the 
lower  question  of  the  right  to  "  keep  open  shop "  is  the 
marrow  of  the  contention,  and  we  cannot  allow  that  to  be 
given  away  in  one  part  of  the  kingdom,  for  this  could  not 
be  done  without  serious  risk  of  its  beiDg  applied  to  our 
part.     Ireland  is  often  favoured  with  special  legislation, 
and  the  conditions  of  the  two  countries  are  dissimilar;  we 
have,  however,  a  large  contingent  of  druggists  in  the  coun- 
try, and,  although  they  have  not  shown  themselves  cordial, 
I  am  unwilling  to  separate  ourselves  from  them  in  this 
matter.    All  I  have  written  ar  d  every  argument  I  have  used 
have  been  for  their  benefit,  and  will  continue  to  be,  for  I 
believe  the  principle  I  have  advocated  can  only  be  applied 
as  a  principle  to  all  having  similar  rights  and  interests,  and* 
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cannot  be  given  to  a  profession  and  withheld  from  a  trade, 
■which  similarly  requires  education  and  examination  prior  to 
registration  as  evidence  of  qualification.  If  you  take  my 
view,  that  we  must  fight  this  question  on  the  present  Bill, 
I  will  ask  you  to  make  arrangements  by  which  you  can  be 
effectively  represented  in  the  lobby  of  the  House.  My 
business  will  not  allow  me  to  spend  my  time  there,  and  I 
will  cheerfully  vacate  the  honourable  position  I  hold  to 
enable  you  to  place  someone  with  more  freedom  in  the 
position  of  President. 

Mr.  Wells  remarked  that  in  the  Medical  Bill  the  object 
of  the  prohibiticn  was  a  "  limited  company,"  whereas  in  the 
other  Bill  the  words  were  "  a  company,"  which  meant  any 
company.  It  was  extraordinary  that  this  protection  should 
be  extended  to  dentists.  He  maintained  that  the  profession 
of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  was  much  more  important  to 
the  public  than  that  of  a  dentist. 

Mr.  Michie:  Have  the  dentists  a  repiesentative  on  the 
General  Medical  Council? 

Mr.  Wells  :  They  have    We  have  not  got  that  yet. 

Mr.  Grindley  :  I  think  the  Lord  Chancellor  findslthat 
the  English  Society  is  not  tractable,  and  he  is  putting  down 
his  foot  and  bncgicg  in  this  Bill  in  order  to  btirg  them  to 
reason. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  don't  grudge  the  English  Society  any 
treatment  they  get. 

The  President  :  Will  you  take  any  steps  to  fight  this 
question  on  principle  ? 

Mr.  Wells:  I  don't  know  what  yon  can  do.  This  is  an 
English  Bill.    What  have  we  got  to  say  to  it  ? 

Mr.  Bernabd:  Someone  may  propose  that  it  be  extended 
to  Ireland. 

The  President  :  If  the  principle  goes  against  us  in  this 
English  Bill  it  may  be  carried  out  here. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Can  we  educate  the  Irish  members  as  to 
what  we  want  ? 

The  President  :  As  far  as  I  can  understand,  the  Irish 
members  are  all  with  us  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Wells  :  One  member  told  us  that  the  whole  Irish 
party  will  vote  with  you. 

The  President  :  Our  own  member  (Mr.  Campbell)  is 
with  us,  but  he  is  with  the  GoverLment.  We  have  not  ap- 
proached Sir  James  Haslett  yet. 

The  Vice-President:  I  propese  that  you£write  to  Sir 
James  Haslett  asking  for  an  interview,  and  if  you  receive  a 
favouiaile  reply  go  down  to  him.  It  would  be  well  to  see 
Mr.  Campbell  also. 

Mr.  Wells  :  What  about  the  Nationalist  members  ? 

The  President :  We  have  written  to  them,  but  they  are 
very  busy  just  now. 

The  motion  of  the  Vice-President  was  agreed  to. 

Professor  Ticheorne  observed  that  in  the  Medical  Bill 
there  was  nothing  about  "apothecaries,"  so  that,  in  order  to 
evade  its  prohibition,  it  would  only  be  necessary  for  a  person 
to  be  registered  as  an  apothecary,  and  then  he  could  conduct 
aiiy  of  the  prohibited  pursuits. 

Dublin  Council  on  Company- pharmacy. 

A  letter  from  the  Town  Clerk  of  Dublin  enclosed  the 
following  resolution,  which  had  been  passed  by  the  Municipal 
Council  on  March  20  : — 

That  this  Corporation,  having  read  the  complaint  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,  and  the  correspondence  in  support 
of  it,  we  affirm  that  it  is  a  scandal  that  persons  incriminated 
and  fined  for  a  breach  of  the  pharmacy  laws  may,  under  cover  of 
the  Companies  Act,  continue  to  "  keep  open  shop  "  in  contravention 
of  the  statutes,  which  require  that  the  person  keeping  open  shop 
•shall  be  qualified  by  examination,  and  that  "  protected  capital  " 
should  have  powers  and  privileges  in  excess  of  what  the  indi- 
viduals have  of  trading  as  a  firm.  And  we  are  of  opinion  that  in 
any  amendment  of  the  Companies  Act  it  should  be  defined  that 
persons  may  not  be  incorporated  to  pursue  a  calling  or  use  titles 
which  they  may  not,  as  individuals  or  as  a  firm,  follow  or  use. 
And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
Lord  Chancellor,  and  Attorney-General  in  Ireland  ;  and  to  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Mr. 
Balfour  in  England ;  and  also  to  our  city  representatives  in 
Parliament. 

Dublin  Corporation  on  the  Sale  op  Poisons. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Dublin  Corporation 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  resolved,  on  the  suggestion  of  Sir 


Charles  Cameron,  to  forward  to  the  Premier,  in  view  of 
further  legislation,  the  following  recommendations  as  to  the 
sale  cf  poisons,  contained  in  a  paper  by  Mr.  R.  J  Downes, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  which 
was  read  before  the  Public  Health  Congress  :  — 

(a)  That  "wholesale  dealing"  should  be  defined  as  (1)  a  sale  to 
a  person  qualified  to  sell  by  retail ;  (2)  a  sale  to  a  manufacturer 
for  use  in  the  process  of  his  business;  and  (3)  a  sale  to  public 
bodies  who  usually  buy  by  contract,  (b)  That  the  principle  of 
qualification  of  the  proprietor  should  not  be  departed  from,  (c) 
That  "  poisonous  substances  "  recognised  to  be  poison  should  he 
added  to  the  poison- schedule,  (d)  That  potent  and  seductive 
poisons  in  prescriptions  should  not  be  repeated  except  by  the 
special  direction  of  the  prescriber.  (e)  That  poisons  may  not  be 
kept  or  sold  in  the  shop  or  room  in  which  groceries  and  excisable 
liquors  are  sold  or  kept,  or  in  bottles  in  common  use  for  the  con- 
taining of  beverages.  (/)  That  a  legal  as  well  as  a  moral 
obligation  should  rest  on  the  public  as  to  storing  and  distributing 
poisons. 

The  Opinions  of  Irish  Councils. 

The  Registrar  said  letters  had  been  received  showing  that 
similar  views  had  been  adopted  by  the  Blackrock  (Dublin); 
Urban  District  Council,  the  Drumcondra  and  Clonliffe  Urban 
Council,  the  Carlow  Urban  Council,  and  the  Carrick-on-Suir 
Council,  whose  letter  stated  that  they  were  "  unanimously 
in  favour  of  the  views  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  as  to  the  importance  of  having  none  but  those  who- 
were  qualified  by  education  and  profession  dealing  with  or 
in  any  way  disposing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  the  danger 
of  the  public."  Letters  from  a  number  of  other  public  bodies- 
either  said  they  had  not  yet  discussed  the  subject,  or  that  the 
communications  of  the  Society  to  them  had  been  marked 
"read." 

Revolt  op  the  Assistants. 

A  letter  from  the  Irish  "Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Associa- 
tion," in  reply  to  a  remonstrance  from  the  Council  as  to  the 
use  by  that  Association  of  the  title  "Irish  Pharmacist/ 
Association,"  stated  that  they  "  failed  to  see  anything  mis- 
leading in  the  use  by  them  of  that  title,  and  that  they  did 
not  consider  any  explanation  necessary."  The  letter  was 
signed  by  the  President  and  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  President  said  the  Association  used  the  title  on 
tickets  which  they  issued  for  an  entertainment 

The  Vice-President  :  I  think  a  very  strong  explanation  i& 
required.  At  my  suggestion  we  gave  them  the  use  of  the 
rooms  of  this  Society.  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  they  have 
taken  up  such  an  attitude,  and  I  think  we  should  now  ask 
them  to  procure  rooms  for  themselves. 

Dr.  Walsh  :  When  we  wrote  to  them  in  the  spirit  in 
which  we  did,  I  think  they  ought  to  have  fallen  in  with  our 
views. 

Mr.  Wells:  All  along  the  Council  have  tried  to  meet 
them  in  the  mcst  friendly  spirit,  and  to  encourage  them  in 
every  way,  and  I  think  their  letter  is  very  uncalled-for  and 
most  discourteous. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  he  did  not  agree  with  the  letter;  hut,  on 
the  other  hand,  he  did  not  think  such  a  small  matter  worth 
taking  notice  of. 

The  President  said  he  was  surprised  at  the  tone  of  tbe- 
letter,  and  he  thought  the  Association  should  be  informed 
that,;if  they  persisted  in  using  the  title  in  question,  the 
Council  would  have  to  reconsider  their  position  towards- 
them. 

The  President's  suggestion  was  approved  of. 

Are  Preparations  of  Cabbolic  Acid  Poisons? 

The  Registrar  read  a  correspondence  relative  to  the 
introduction  of  certain  preparations  in  a  "  Sale  of  Poisons- 
Registry-book "  published  by  Mr.  James  W.  WilkinsoD,  of 
Manchester.  Messrs  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.,  of  Dublin^ 
wrote  to  the  President  on  March  23,  objecting  to  the  intro- 
duction in  part  2  of  the  list  of  "preparations  of"  carbolic 
acid.  Mr.  Wilkinson,  they  said,  had  informed  them  that  it 
was  the  President  who  had  supplied  them  with  the  list;  and 
the  letter  asked  Mr.  Downes  by  what  authority  he  made  out 
the  list,  as  in  their  view  the  order  of  the  Privy  Council 
applied  to  phenol  (carbolic  acid)  only.  To  this  the 
President  replied  that  he  had  only  followed  the  judgment  of 
the  Courts,  which  was  that  the  sale  of  a  preparation  con- 
taining a  scheduled  poison  was  a  sale  of  the  poison.   In  a 
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letter  of  March  24,  Messrs.  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.  dis- 
sented, urging  that  it  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of 
the  Privy  Council  that  a  cake  of  carbolic  soap  or  a  box  of 
carbolic  tooth-powder  was  not  to  be  sold  except  by  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a  registered  druggist.  A  letter 
irom  Messrs.  J  &  J.  Haslett,  druggists,  of  Belfast,  pointed 
out  that  according  to  the  calendar  phenol  only  was  scheduled, 
and  not  its  preparations,  and  asked  the  opinion  of  the 
Council  on  the  matter. 

The  President  said  the  preparations  he  put  into  the  list 
were  carbo  ic  acid  lozenges,  carbolic  glycerin,  carbolic  oil, 
carbolic  lotion,  and  sheep-dips  containing  carbolic  acid.  His 
impression  was  that  any  preparation  containing  free  carbolic 
acid  came  under  the  specification  of  "  carbolic  acid,"  but  if 
combined  in  soap  it  did  not. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  thought  the  answer  the  President  gave 
to  Messrs.  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.  a  fair  one. 

Mr.  Kelly:  If  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.'s  contention  be 
right,  it  will  enable  hardwaremen  throughout  the  country  to 
sell  things  which  we  call  poisons  to  the  detriment  of  the 
(public. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  writers  of 
the  letters  should  be  informed  that  the  Courts  had  held  that 
any  preparation  containing  a  proportion  of  any  scheduled 
poison  sufficient  to  cause  death  is  a  poison  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Poisons  Act. 

Thanks 

were  voted  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  for  a  copy 
of  their  register,  and  to  the  ladies'  committee  and  the  artists 
who  had  assisted  at  the  social  evening  recently  held  by  the 
Society. 

Other  business,  including  reports,  having  been  disposed  of, 
•the  Council  adjourned. 


Evening  Meeting. 

The  President  on  the  Lord  Chancellor. 

On  Monday  last,  at  the  usual  fortnightly  meeting  of  the 
Society  held  at  Dublin,  Mr.  R.  J.  Downes  (President) 
opened  the  proceedings  with  some  remarks  on  the  Bills 
introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Lord  Chancellor. 
He  said  since  their  last  meeting  matters  had  developed  in 
.'Parliament  in  a  fashion  which  it  was  impossible  to  antici- 
pate. The  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England  had  tabled 
two  Bills  for  the  acceptance  of  Parliament,  exhibiting  a 
thorough  absence  of  principle  or  honour,  on  the  one  hand 
conceding  to  a  section  what  was  justly  demanded  for  the 
whole,  and  giving  away  the  statutory  rights  of  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists.  On  this  subject 
he  commended  the  articles  in  the  current  issue  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,  which  were  clear,  logical,  and  moderate. 
The  principle  involved  was  so  distinctly  that  which  the  Irish 
Pharmaceutical  Council  had  been  contending  for,  that  they 
could  not  sit  quiet,  although  the  present  Bill  applied  only  to 

i  Great  Britain ;  for  if  it  was  not  fought  out  at  the  present 
stage,  or  if  the  battle  went  against  the  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  they  could  not  but  expect  to  share  in  the  defeat, 
and  to  suffer  the  consequences.  The  organ  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  was  not  to  be  taken  as  represent- 
ing the  views  of  the  Council,  and  it  was  unfortunate  that 
the  editorial  department  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
failed  to  appreciate  the  position  of  the  Irish  pharmacist.  In 

,  the  penultimate  paragraph  of  a  letter  drafted  by  the  editor 
tor  the  use  of  chemists  and  druggists  who  desired  to  write 
to  members  of  the  House  of  Lords  would  be  found  an 

absolute  giving  away  of  the  principle  for  which  pharmac'sts 
were  contending— that  of  qualified  proprietorship.  They 
were  not  contending  for  qualified  managerships.  To  admit 
that  the  directors  of  a  companv  being  qualified  would  meet 
their  case  would  be  to  shift  their  ground  from  the  qualifica- 
tion of  the  proprietor  to  the  qualification  of  the  manager, 
and  would  leave  them  that  any  partnership  might  keep  open 
shop  provided  it  be  "  conducted  by  a  manager  or  assistant 
'oeiaK  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 

,and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  require."  Rather  than  accept 
Mat  it  were  better  to  have  their  Act  repealed.  The  next 
meeting  would  be  the  closing  meeting  of  the  session,  and  if 


the  report  of  the  committee  were  adopted  he  hoped  to  give 
an  opportunity  for  the  open  discussion  of  the  question.  They 
could  not  pass  any  resolution  at  the  present  meeting,  as  no 
notice  had  been  given  to  the  members,  so  they  had  better 
pass  on  to  the  special  subject  for  the  evening. 

Poison  Regulations. 
In  putting  this  question  down  for  discussion  the  President 
said  he  had  in  view  the  probability  of  the  Government 
bringing  in  again  the  Bill  with  which  pharmacists  were 
threatened  last  Session,  or  something  on  similar  lines.  The 
fact  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  either 
out  of  panic  or  good  humour,  or,  perhaps,  gratitude,  had, 
after  twenty-eight  years'  resistance,  at  last  adopted  regula- 
tions which  were  only  applicable  to  themselves,  while  the 
drysalter,  dispensing  doctor,  and  the  public  were  entirely 
free,  brought  the  question  home.    Should  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland  encourage  the  imposition  of  similar 
bondage,  or  should  they  look  for  a  measure  providing  more 
effectually  for  the  protection  of  the  public  against  their  own 
cireless  or  reckless  habits  1    The  members  of  their  calling, 
he  maintained,  had  always  regarded  iheir  responsibilities 
and  acted  up  to  them.    So  far  as  general  caution  and  special 
precaution  could  prevail  they   had   consistently  adopted 
methods  which  would  assist  the  public  to  guard  against 
risks  if  the  public  would  only  second  their  efforts.  The 
pharmacist's  sense  of  responsibility  was  the  best  guarantee 
the  public  could  have,  and  he  was  convinced  that  the  less 
mechanical  their  safeguards  were  the  better  was  the  security 
against  slip-shod    habits.     He  was  not  advocating  any 
looseness  or  want  of  system,  but  he  maintained  that  the 
system  of  each  establishment  must  be  one  fitted  to  it  by 
natural  process  of  convenience  and  necessity.    No  "  State 
regulations"  could  take  the  place  of  intelligent  observation 
and  moral  rectitude  combined  with  a  sense  of  legal  respon- 
sibility.   But  in  their  transactions  with  the  public  the  case 
was  different.  The  public  required  to  be  tiained  to  recognise 
a  danger,  and  should  be  served  so  that  the  uneducated  might 
be  able  to  recognise  the  necessity  for  caution  at  once.  For 
that  reason,  he  thought,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  amongst 
dispensers  of  poisons  there  should  be  a  stereotyped  practice, 
and  that  could  not  be  secured  except  by  enactment  of  some 
kind.    Formerly  the  poison-label  bore  the  skull  and  cross 
bones,  which,  he  thought,  was  unwisely  discontinued ;  the 
most  illiterate  understood  it.    Accidents  mostly  occurred, 
not  through  the  druggist's  carelessness,  bat  through  that  of 
the  public,  and  he  strongly  contend*  d  lhat  regulations  to  be 
effective  must  be  binding  on  the  public.    He  refused  to  put 
|  oz.  of  sugar  of  lead  into  a  quart  whisky-bottle  with  a 
|  pint  of  vinegar  and  filled  up  with  water,  for  though  he 
labelled  it  "  Poison  "  and  gave  a  full  caution,  if  an  accident 
occurred  he  knew  he  would  have  to  bear  the  censure  of  the 
Coroner  and  the  suspicion  of  carelessness  ;   but  vexed  at  his 
refusal  the  purchaser  bought  the  ingredients  and  mixed 
them  in  a  bottle  with  the  vinegar-label  not  removed.  That 
person  should  bear  whatever  punishment  the  State  would 
impose  on  the  pharmacist  if  he  were  the  seller  and  did 
likewise. 

Mr.  O'Connor,  Dr.  McWaltee,  and  others  discussed  the 
subject,  but  no  resolution  was  adopted. 


Bankruptcy  iRcport 


Re  Harry  Bentinck  Budd,  Charters  Towers,  Lingfield, 
Surrey,  formerly  Patent-medicine  Manufacturer  and 
Vendor. 

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  of  this  debtor,  particulars 
of  whose  failure  were  given  in  last  week's  issue,  was  held  at 
East  Grinstead  on  April  7.  No  scheme  of  arrangement  or 
composition  was  submitted,  and  it  was  accordingly  deter- 
mined that  the  debtor  be  adjudicated  a  bankrupt.  Several 
questions  arose  concerning  proofs  tendered,  and  some  were 
rejected  for  voting-purposes.  There  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion on  these,  and  eventually  Mr.  F.  W.  Davis,  chartered 
accountant,  Finsbury  Pavement,  E  C  ,  was  appointed  trustee, 
with  a  committee  of  inspection.

EMtorial  Comments. 

The  Real  Managers. 

Chemists  all  over  the  country  have  applied  to  us  for  reprints 
of  the  Appeal  to  Members  of  the  House  of  Lords  which  we 
offered  last  week,  and  many  of  them  have  expressed  cordial 
approval  of  our  action.    There  was  one  controversial  point  in 
the  Appeal  to  which  we  called  attention  when  we  published 
it.    It  was  the  suggestion  that  if  Parliament  would  not  con- 
sent to  prohibit  companies  altogether  from  carryirjg  on  the 
business  of  pharmacy  it  should  at  least  be  provided  that  no. 
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company  should  carry  on  such  a  business  unless  all  its 
directors  were  properly  qualified.  No  doubt  this  may  seem 
too  much  like  a  compromise  to  those  who  aim  at  obtaining 
statutory  recognition  of  an  ideal  condition  of  pharmacy  in 
this  country,  and  we  cannoi  be  surprised  that  the  suggestion 
should  be  denounced  in  some  official  quarters.  The  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  says  the  idea 
is  impracticable,  for  the  reason,  as  \va  understood  him,  that 
some  of  the  great  stores  would  not  like  it ;  and  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  regards  the  con- 
cession as  "an  absolute  giving  away  of  the  principle  for 
which  pharmacists  were  contending,  that  of  qualified  pro- 
prietorf  hip."  We  do  not  think  this  is  a  fair  description  of 
the  proposed  policy.  We  have  to  deal  with  facts  and  con- 
ditions very  different  from  those  which  existed  in  1868,  when 
the  British  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed,  or  in  1875,  when  that 
of  Ireland  was  enacted.  Since  those  dates  the  transfer  of 
private  businesses  to  public  companies  has  taken  an  enor- 
mous development.  Every  kind  of  enterprise  has  been 
!  brought  within  the  scope  of  joint  -  stock  and  limited- 
■  liability  principles,  and,  although  we  are  perfectly  aware 
that  many  chemists'  companies  have  been  formed  with  the 
express  object  of  evading  the  Pharmacy  Act,  it  must  not 
'  be  forgotten  that  many  others  have  teen  established  on 
what  may  be  distinguished  as  a  legitimate  -  company 
basis.  Many  important  chemists'  businesses  both  in 
Great  Britain  and  in  Ireland  have  been  formed  into 
companies,  and  are  conducted,  managed,  and  almost 
owned  entirely  by  qualified  chemists  and  druggists, 
and  if  such  companies  allow  unqualified  persons  to  be  share- 
holders the  effect  is  not  different  from  that  of  a  private 
pharmacist  accepting  a  loan  from  an  unqualified  friend  or 
relative.  The  suppression  of  company- pharmacy  could  never 
be  carried  through  Parliament  without  this  condition  of 
things  being  fairly  and  fully  considered.  The  companies 
referred  to  would  themselves  insist  on  some  provision  being 
made  for  their  continuance.  It  is  certainly  not  for  those 
who  have  shirked  the  question  for  twenty  years  to  pose  now 
as  the  advocates  of  an  ideal  condition.  It  is  their  inaction 
which  has  created  the  difficulty.  This  remark  does  not  apply 
to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  advantage  of  consenting  to  such  a  concession  as  has 
been  suggested  would  be  that  we  should  thus  accomplish  all 
that  we  can  hope  now  to  get  by  the  very  way  advocated  by 
the  Lord  Chancellor  himself.  His  proposal  is  (or  was)  to 
make  it  legal  for  a  company  to  carry  on  a  pharmaceutical 
business  so  long  as  it  is  under  the  management  of  a  qualified 
chemist.  We  say,  in  reply  to  this  scheme,  that  the  nominal 
manager,  if  he  be  an  employe,  is  not  the  actual  conductor  of 
the  business.  We  wish  to  give  real  effect  to  the  Lord 
^  Chancellor's  proposition,  and  we  inform  him,  and  he  must  be 
aware,  that  those  persons  in  whom  vests  the  power  to  engage 
.and  dismiss  assistants,  and  to  dictate  the  policy  of  the 
business,  are  in  fact  and  in  law  the  real  managers.  Let 
.him  insist  that  they  shall  be  qualified,  and  we  shall  be 
|  content. 

Lastly,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  we  should  have  to 
meet  in  Parliament  the  powerful  argument  that  a  chemist's 
and  druggist's  business  is  not  a  personal  profession  like  that 
ot  a  physician  or  surgeon.  Itmiy  ba  heroic  to  insist  that 
'the  circumstances  are  exactly  similar,  but  the  facts  are 
igainst  us,  and  assertion  to  the  contrary  will  not  carry  con- 
riction  to  legislators.  A  very  large  part  of  pharmacy  is 
trade  pure  and  simple,  and  Parliament  will  not  be  able 
to  see  why  this  part  all  least  should  not  be  undertaken 
oy  a  company.  The  Irish  President  knows  better  than 
inyone  else  that  the-  High  Court  of  Ireland  siw  an  essential 
listinction  between  companies  of  pharmacists  only  and 


companies  of  all-comers,  and,  practically,  the  difference  was 
that  which  we  have  indicated.  He  says  we  are  giving  away 
the  principle  for  which  pharmacists  are  contending.  Wer 
say  we  are  seeking  to  secure  for  qualified  pharmacists  their 
rightful  privileges,  including  the  right  to  make  such  use  of 
the  limited-liability  principle  as  may  be  compatible  with 
our  claim  that  company-registration  shall  confer  no  qualifi- 
cation. The  only  question  is  whether  we  shall  strive  for  a 
provision  which  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  we  might  obtain, 
or  whether  we  shall  keep  this  question  open  for  another 
twenty  years  because  we  insist  on  what  is  practically  a 
hopeless  object. 


Medical  Journals  on  the  Lord 
Chancellor's  Bills. 

It  is  clear  that  in  contending  against  the  Lord  Chancellor's 
Pharmacy  Bill  it  will  be  vain  to  look  for  much  assistance 
from  our  friends  of  the  medical  profession.  Their  sympathy 
with  pharmaceutical  grievances  seems  to  begin  and  end 
at  the  dinners  which  they  are  sometimes  good  enough  to 
attend.  Their  cynical  indifference  to  our  interests,  now 
that  they  have  been  bought  off  by  the  Lord  Chancellor's 
associate  Bill,  is  unpleasantly  illustrated  by  articles  in  last 
week's  Lancet  and  British  Medical  Journal  and  in  this 
week's  Medical  Press.  The  first-named  journal,  while  point- 
ing out  in  a  general  way  that  "  the  principle  of  incorporation 
was  never  meant  to  be  used  to  legalise  an  action  on  the  part 
of  a  member  of  a  limited  company  which  would  be  illegal 
and  punishable  if  committed  by  the  same  individual  in  a 
private  capacity,"  expresses  satisfaction  with  the  Bill,  and 
ignores  the  omission  of  pharmacists  altogether.  The  Medical 
Press  carries  on  the  good  old  complaint  of  the  little  the 
State  does  for  the  medical  profession,  but  is  equally  indif- 
ferent to  the  abandonment  of  pharmacists.  The  writer  of 
the  B.  M.  J.  article  finds  the  Companies  (Medical  Profession) 
Bill  a  good  one,  and  is  willing  to  "  gratefully  accept  the  good 
the  gods  provide  for  us,  hoping  at  the  same  time  that  it  may 
be  an  earnest  of  better  things  in  the  future  than  the  half- 
hearted legislation  of  the  last  half  century."  That  means 
more  monopoly,  suppression  of  chemists  prescribing,  and  S3 
forth.  The  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill  the  B.  M.  J.  regards  as 
preferable  to  the  late  Lord  Herschell's  proposed  clause  in 
the  Companies  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  for  the  reason  that 
Lord  Herschell  proposed  to  deal  similarly  with  pharmacy. 
The  Lord  Chancellor,  on  the  other  hand,  recognises  that 
"although  there  are  points  of  close  similarity,  there  are 
differences  and  difficulties  in  the  case  of  pharmacy  arising 
from  trade  operations,  which  do  not  exist  in  the  case  of 
medicine  and  dentistry  "  Exactly  ;  the  trade  operations  of 
Lewis  &  Burrows's  Drug-stores  (Limited)  might  be  inter- 
fered with. 

We  have  previously  said  that  we  pharmacists  can  have  no 
objection  to  the  Companies  (Medical  Profession)  Bill.  We 
do  not  quite  understand  it,  and  we  are  not  sure  that  the 
Lord  Chancellor  does  either.  We  presume  it  aims  to  prevent 
companies  assuming  the  titles  named,  but  it  does  not  say  so. 
To  prevent  companies  "  carrying  on  the  profession  or  busi- 
ness" of  the  parties  named  is  vague.  Anyway,  companies 
have  invaded  pharmacy  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  they 
have  medicine,  and  therefore  we  have  interests  at  stake  far 
greater  than  those  of  medical  or  dental  practitioners,  so  that 
if  the  journals  quoted  fairly  express  the  views  of  the  pro- 
fession our  course  is  plain.  We  want  the  aid  of  medical 
men,  and  must  make  them  want  ours  ;  but  it  may  be  we  shall 
have  to  extort  their  friendship  by  opposing  their  Bill  until 
such  time  as  they  are  willing  to  work  with  us  and  for  us.

Companies  at  the  Cape. 

Our  Cape  Town  correspondent  calls  attention  to  a  difficulty 
which  has  arisen  in  the  colony  between  the  Treasury  and 
the  representatives  of  A.  J.  White  (Limited)  in  regard  to 
the  payment  of  the  annual  joint-stock  companies'  licence. 
This  licence  is  a  new  tax  created  by  an  Act  promulgated  on 
December  30, 1898,  which  provides  that  "every  joint-stock 
■company  carrying  on  business  in  the  colony  shall  annually 
take  out  a  licence,  for  which  there  shall  be  payable  for 
every  100  Z.  or  fraction  of  100Z.  of  the  subscribed  capital  of 
such  company  Is."  The  Act  came  into  force  on  January  1 
of  this  year,  and  the  representatives  of  A.  J.  White  (Limited) 
object  to  the  tax  of  500Z.  which  is  demanded  from  them  in 
(respect  of  the  million  pounds  paid-up  capital  of  the  com- 
pany. The  demand  certainly  seems  stiff  for  an  annual 
licence,  but  it  is  according  to  the  Act,  from  which  we 
quote  the  section  dealing  with  the  matter  : — 

The  term  "joint-stock  company"  shall,  for  the  purpose  of 
the  above  licence,  be  taken  to  mean : 

(a)  Every  company  having  a  capital  stock  divided  into 
shares,  of  which  the  chief  seat  or  principal  place  where  its 
business  is  managed  shall  be  within  this  colony. 

(S)  Every  such  company  of  which  the  chief  seat  or 
principal  place  where  its  business  is  managed  shall  not  be 
in  this  colony,  but  of  which  any  of  the  dealings  or  business 
of  such  company  shall  be  carried  on  within  this  colony, 
either  by  directors  appointed  to  carry  on  such  dealings  or 
business,  or  by  a  managing  director,  manager,  secretary,  or 
agent  on  behalf  of  such  company.  [Provided  that  when  the 
only  business  carried  on  by  any  company  in  this  colony  shall 
be  the  registration  of  transfer  of  shares  in  the  said  company], 
such  company  shall  annually  take  out  a  licence  for  which 
there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  51.  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid 
licence.  Provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  in  any  way  alter  or  affect  or  apply  to  the  licences  of 
such  companies  as  are  regulated  by  sections  11  or  12  of  the 
Act  38  of  1387. 

The  exemption  of  companies  under  the  1887  Act  refers 
solely  to  insurance  companies,  societies,  or  associations 
which  are  joint-stock  companies,  and  not  mutual  assurance 
companies.  The  phraseology  of  clause  h  has  given  rise  to 
some  doubt  as  to  whether  companies  whose  chief  seat  or 
principal  place  of  business  is  not  in  the  colony  should  pay 
1  he  Is.  per  100Z.  on  the  whole  capital  or  merely  an  annual 
licence,  and  colour  is  given  to  that  view  if  the  sentence 
which  we  have  placed  in  brackets  is  slurred  over.  A  careful 
reading,  however,  shows  that  home  companies  are  exactly 
on  a  footing  with  colonial  companies.  This  view  has 
already  been  the  subject  of  an  interrogation  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  Mr.  Clough,  M.P.,  having  on  March  20  asked  Mr. 
Chamberlain  to  use  his  influence  to  modify  the  Act,  which 
the  Colonial  Secretary  peremptorily  declined  to  do.  The  fol- 
lowing is  the  Times  report  of  what  was  said:  — 

Mr.  Clough  (Portsmouth)  called  attention  to  an  Act  passed  by 
the  Cape  Legislature,  which,  he  said,  seriously  affected  limited 
companies  trading  with  the  Cape  Colony.  It  was  an  Act 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  Amend  the  Law  Relating  to  Licences  and 
Stamps."  By  this  Act  a  tax  of  Is.  per  cent,  had  been  imposed  on 
the  paid-up  capital  of  companies  trading  with  the  colony,  and 
this,  in  round  figures,  represented  a  tax  of  lg  per  cent,  on  the 
trade  done  with  tire  colony. 

Mr.  Chamberlain :  May  I  ask  the  hon.  gentleman  when  this 
Act  was  passed? 

Mr.  Clough :  Quite  recently. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  :  In  what  way  is  it  suggested  that  we  should 
interfere  with  that  Act '? 

Mr.  Clough  said  his  object  was  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
right  hon.  gentleman  to  this  tax,  which  was  very  seriously 
affscting  the  Cape  trade  in  London,  with  a  view  to  getting  him 
to  briDg  what  influence  he  could  to  bear  on  the  Cape  Legis- 
lature. 

Mr.  Chamberlain :  I  have  no  influence  whatever.  I  would  not 
interfere  on  any  account.  It  concerns  solely  the  Cape  Parlia- 
ment. 


Mr.  Clough  said  he  would,  nevertheless,  finish  his  statement. 

The  Chairman :  Order,  order.  Unless  the  hon.  member  can 
show  that  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  can  forbid  the 
passing  of  the  Act,  or  withhold  his  assent  from  it,  I  do  not  see 
how  the  hon.  member  can  raise  the  subject.  He  ought  to  raise  it 
in  the  Cape  Parliament.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Clough  said  he  had  been  asked  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  House  by  many  English  traders  who  were  seriously  affected, 
but  after  the  answer  of  the  right  hon.  gentleman  it  would  be  use- 
less to  say  more. 

The  present  attitude  of  the  Government  towards  the 
colonies,  and  the  common  desire  that  the  colonies  should 
manage  their  own  affairs,  do  not  encourage  oppo-ition  to 
the  Act  from  this  side:  were  it  a  Bill  something  might  be 
done.  Companies  here  must,  therefore,  make  the  best  of 
the  matter,  and  if  they  wish  to  establish  branches  or 
agencies  in  Cape  Colony,  these  should  be  made  separate 
undertakings,  with  capital  and  management  distinct  from 
those  of  the  home  companies.  This  should  not  be  difficult 
to  arrange,  and  we  are  surprised  that  the  managers  of  A.  J. 
White  (Limited)  do  not  take  that  way  out  of  their  diffi- 
culty instead  of  migrating  to  Natal.  We  have  quoted  the 
section  of  the  Act,  so  that  limited  companies  having  business 
relations  with  Cape  Colony  may  judge  whether  they  are 
liable  or  not.  It  will  be  noted  that  an  office  or  branch  in 
Cape  Colony  is  not  the  only  condition  essential  to  the  tax  ; 
any  firm  or  individual  there  acting  as  the  agent  for  a  limited 
company  here  becomes  liable  on  behalf  of  his  principals  to 
the  tax,  and  as  a  traveller  representing  a  company  is  an 
agent  having  "  dealings  or  business  within  the  colony,"  his 
presence  there  makes  his  principals  liable  to  the  annual 
charge  of  Is.  per  100/'.  of  nominal  capital.  In  short,  limited 
companies  outside  the  Cape  who  wish  to  do  business  there 
and  escape  the  tax  must  be  careful  to  sell  their  goods  here, 
and  must  also  take  care  that  wholesale  dealers  theic  who 
sell  the  goods  do  not  represent  themselves  as  their  agents.  I 


THE   "DAILY   NEWS"   ON  THE   LORD  CHANCELLOR. 

Commenting  on  the  announcement  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  regarding  his  intention  to  introduce  into  the 
House  of  Lords  a  Bill  to  render  secret  commissions  illegal, 
the  Daily  News  remarks  : — "  The  Lord  Chancellor  will  pro- 
bably oppose  Lord  Russells  Bill.  He  holds  the  theory  that 
legislative  interference,  even  if  directed  against  fraud, 
checks  the  development  of  commercial  enterprise.  This 
obstinate  prejudice  of  his  has  delayed  for  years  the  passing 
of  the  Companies  Bill." 

COCAINE-TESTS. 

The  note  which  we  publish  in  this  issue  from  Dr.  Schaefer, 
chief  chemist  to  the  New  York  Quinine  and  Chemical  Works, 
on  the  purity  of  cocaine  is  an  opportune  addition  to  the 
note  on  Dr.  Gii other's  work  which  we  published  on  March  18. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Dr.  Giinther  reported  that 
cocaine  hydrochloride  of  commerce  contains  an  alkaloid 
isomeric  with  cocaine,  but  which  is  much  less  soluble  than 
cocaine,  so  that  McLagan's  ammonia-test  is  really  a  test  for 
this  isomeric  alkaloid.  It  is  within  our  knowledge  that  Dr. 
Schaefer  has  been  working  on  this  subject  for  a  long 
time,  and  actually  isolated  the  isomeric  alkaloid  in  September 
last.  We  have  tried  the  new  test,  and  hope  to  say  something 
later  about  the  new  alkaloid  which  is  called  "cocaini- 
dine."  Its  physiological  action  has  been  determined  by  a 
New  York  pharmacologist,  who  finds  it  to  be  milder  in 
action  than  cocaine,  and  that  it  has  not  the  paralysing  effect 
of  the  latter.  This  is  assuring,  because  until  the  Pharma- 
copoeias recognise  Dr.  Scbaefer's  test,  or  one  equally  delicate, 
cocaine  containing  cocainidine  will  remain  "  official." 

A  DOG  EPIZOOTIC. 

A  form  of  gastric  catarrh  or  gastro-enteritis  is  now  very 
prevalent  among  dogs,  and  especially  affects  those  of  from 
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two  years  old  and  upwards.  The  symptoms  are  stifiness. 
muscalar  pain  on  being  made  to  move,  excessive  thirst,  and 
vomiting  immediately  after  drinking,  constipation,  followed 
in  many  instances  by  blood-stained  and  loose  evacuations, 
collapse,  and  death.  Throughout,  the  breath  is  offensive, 
and  some  dogs  suffer  gangrene  of  the  tongue  and  membranes 
of  the  mouth.  Fatal  termination  is  reached  on  the  third 
day  in  some  instances,  and  a  crisis  on  the  fifth  in  the 
majority.  Ten  days  is  about  the  duration  of  the  disease  in 
animals  which  recover.  Much  loss  of  flesh  and  weakness 
are  the  consequences.  The  best  treatment  is  that  of  hydro- 
cyanic acid  and  bismuth,  proportioned  to  the  size  and  weight 
the  animal.  Cooked  milk  should  be  recommended  at  first, 
and  later  on  meat  essences,  returning  to  solid  food  by  slow 
degrees. 

THE  ASKESIAN  SOCIETY. 

The  following  comment  appears  in  Notes  and  Queries  of 
April  8:— "On  29  January,  1898,  The  Chemist  and 
Detjggist  published  as  an  illustrated  supplement  a  history 
of  the  firm  of  Howard  &  Sons,  the  well-known  chemical- 
manufacturers  of  Stratford,  whose  firm  has  been  in  existence 
jnst  a  hundred  years.  It  wai  founded  by  Luke  Howard 
and  William  Allen,  who,  with  other  scientific  men,  estab- 
lished the  Askesian  Society,  of  which  Astley  Cooper  was  a 
member.  Amongst  the  subjects  discussed  was  that  of 
laughing-gas,  thea  recently  discovered,  and  it  was  before 
that  Society  that  Luke  Howard  read  his  paper  on  '  The 
Nomenclature  of  Clouds.'  I  had  never  heard  of  this  society 
before  I  read  the  account  of  it  in  the  supplement  to  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  but  I  find  that  it  is  mentioned  in 
Haydn's  '  Dictionary  of  Dates,'  where  it  is  stated  to  have 
been  ultimately  merged  into  the  Geological  Society.  It 
may  possibly  happen  that  the  records  of  the  Askesian 
Society  are  still  in  existsnce. — R.  B.  P.' 

ANALYTICAL  CONTROL. 
We  mentioned  in  a  recent  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Institute  of  Chemistry  that  Dr.  Stevenson  (the  i 'resident) 
in  his  address  alluded  to  the  recent  establishment  of  an 
association  for  certificating  foods  and  similar  commodities. 
The  publication  of  the  official  report  of  the  meeting  now 
enables  us  to  give  Dr.  Stevenson's  own  words  on  the  subject, 
which  are  included  in  the  following  passage  : — 

There  is  a  tendency  of  sanitary  authorities  and  public  and 
private  bodies  to  do  the  work  of  professional  chemists  in  their  own 
laboratories  in  what  I  think  is  an  unjustifiable  manner,  and  to 
oust  the  private  analyst — who  is  not,  if  a  member  of  the  Institute, 
allowed  to  advertise  or  tout  for  practice — by  advertising,  sending 
out  prospectuses,  lists  of  fees,  and  even  by  touting  circulars,  thus 
interfering  with  the  analyst  who  endeavours  to  carry  on  his 
legitimate  professional  work.     A  county  council  asks   all  its 
sanitary  authorities  to  submit  analytical  work  to  its  public  analyst 
at  fees  which  could  not  be  remunerative  to  a  private  practitioner, 
these  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  ;   a  company  or 
1  association  seeks  for  practice  on  purely  commercial  lines,  at  small 
analytical  fees,  but  does  not  venture  to  put  forth  one  qualified 
professional  chemist  among  its  staff  ;  a  noble  institute  does  not 
tout,  but  sends  a  list  of  fees  on  application,  and  utilises  its 
'  laboratories — established,   equipped,   and   endowed  mainly  by 
'•  private  benefactors — for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  its  income  ; 
■  and,  finally,  a  system  of  analytical  control  under  the  supervision 
of  experts  whose  names  are  advertised  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
is  established  with  the  avowed  object  of  protecting  the  public 
against  fraudulent  traders, 
i     Against  many  of  such  doings  your  Council  has,  through  its 
,  officers,  made  energetic  protest,  and  has  drawn  the  attention  of 
those  who  may  be  expected  to  direct  or  control  the  actions  of  some 
of  these  various  public,  quasi-public,  and  private    bodies,  to 
their  unprofessional  actions. 

!  This  reference  to  unprofessional  actions  wai  sharply 
objected  to  by  Mr.  Cassal,  and,  we  believe,  the  last  of  the 
affair  has  not  yet  been  heard. 

CANCER. 

The  April  number  of  the  Practitioner  is  specially  devoted 
to  cancer,  on  which  subject  there  are  in  it  contributions  by 


Dr.  A.  Newsholme,  Dr.  Roswell  Park,  Mr.  Alfred  Haviland, 
Mr.  D'Arcy  Power,  Mr.  H.  G.  Plimmer,  Professor  J.  McFad- 
yean,  Dr.  Watson  Cheyne,  and  Dr.  W.  B.  Coley.  All  sides  of 
the  subject,  from  statistics  to  operative  treatment,  are  dealt 
with,  and  for  those  specially  interested  in  cancer  a  more 
concise  symposium  on  the  subject  would  be  difficult  to  find. 
Curiously,  there  is  no  reference  in  the  number  to  the  obser- 
vations by  Dr.  Bra  which  have  resulted  in  the  isolation  of  a 
cancer  "parasitic  fungus,"  and  about  which  he  wrote  in  La> 
Presse  Medicate  of  February  22.  Dr.  Bra  has  been  working 
on  the  subject  for  four  years,  and  in  his  paper  he  describes 
the  isolation  of  the  parasite,  which  was  effected  by  putting 
the  freshly-incised  cancerous  growth  in  carbolic  water, 
cutting  it  into  small  fragments,  dipping  these  in  sulphuric 
ether  until  saturated,  then  lifting  each  piece  with  forceps 
and  igniting  it  at  a  flame,  allowing  it  to  burn  for  a. 
second  or  so.  The  pieces  so  treated  are  next  used  for 
direct  culture  in  sweetened  sterilised  milk  at  a  tem- 
perature of  30°  to  35°  C.  for  about  twenty-four  days. 
The  culture  is  not,  of  course,  pure,  but  the  specific  cancer- 
micro-organism  forms  a  globular  pinkish  tuft  at  the  bottom, 
of  the  culture-tubes.  A  second  culture  from  the  rose-tinted 
matter  is  made  in  blood,  especially  the  blood  of  cancerous 
subjects.  Dr.  Bra  gives  figures  of  the  parasite,  which  is  a 
globular  micro-organism.  He  has  also  cultivated  it  in  agar- 
agar  and  other  media,  the  results  of  the  experiments  being 
detailed.  He  shows  that  the  same  organism  exists  in 
cancerous  tumour?,  and  he  has  found  it  in  uterine  blood  of  a 
patient  suffering  from  cancer  of  the  womb.  The  organism 
is  easily  coloured  with  hydro-alcoholic  solutions  of  aniline 
colours,  and  Gram's  method,  with  safranin  applied  directly 
to  the  blood,  colours  the  organism  a  violet  tint,  and  the 
blood-  corpuscles  rose.  The  telegraphic  reports  about 
Dr.  Bra's  discovery,  which  have  appeared  in  our  daily  papers 
this  week,  are  traceable  to  a  clever  stroke  on  the  part  of  the 
Paris  Figaro,  which  brought  Dr.  Bra's  discovery  before  its- 
readers  last  week  as  a  good  setting  to  a  reference  to  the  new 
Pasteur  monument  at  Lille.  Dr.  Bra  is  a  medical  recluse, 
and  not  in  the  Paris  scientific  swim,  so  that  his  results  have 
not  awakened  much  interest  in  medical  circles,  and  to  the 
Figaro  is  really  due  the  credit  of  bringing  his  research  into 
prominence.  Dr.  Bra's  research  does  not  lead  up  to  any  new 
method  of  treating  cancer,  and  the  published  references  to 
his  "  cure  "  are  entirely  erroneous. 

OMAR   AND  HUNYADI. 

The  Westminster  Gazette  tells  us  that  Mr.  Justin  Huntly 
McCarthy  was  lecturing  at  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  the  other  evening 
on  Omar  Khayyam,  the  Persian  poet,  who  has  been  so  success  - 
fully talked  about  by  literati  that  commonplace  book-lovers 
wonder  how  little  they  know.  That  appears  to  have  been 
the  feeling  of  one  of  the  audience  in  Brooklyn,  who  ex- 
pressed to  Mr.  McCarthy  great  gratitude  for  the  lecture, 
because,  he  said,  it  made  it  so  clear  that  Omar  Khayyam  had 
no  connection,  as  he  had  thought,  with  Hnnyadi  Janos. 

THE  MONTH'S  NOTICE. 

It  is  already  established  in  the  drug-trade  that,  if  there  is 
no  agreement  to  the  contrary,  a  month's  notice  is  requisite- 
in  the  discharge  of  assistants.  At  Penderyn  Petty  Sessions 
the  other  day  a  grocei's  assistant  sued  his  late  employer  for 
a  month's  wages  in  lieu  of  notice.  Counsel  for  the  defendant 
pointed  out  that  in  the  case  of  Bound  v.  Lawrence  it  had 
been  decided  that  a  grocer's  assistant  was  not  a  workman 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Employers  and  Workmens  Act, 
under  which  the  plaintiff  sued.  The  Bench  concurred  with 
this  view,  and  the  assistant  lost  his  case.

Mr.  Campkin  :  It  is  rather  difficult  to  ascertain  from  the 
published  reports — as  so  much  of  the  administrative  work  is 
done  in  committee — the  policy  of  any  specially-retiring 
councillor.  Could  reply  with  greater  confidence  to  any 
specified  question. 

Mr.  Druce:  It  is  very  difficult  to  find  out  what  policy  each 
individual  member  of  the  Society  may  have  suggested  or 
advocated.  I  am  afraid  we  are  all  cognisant  of  what  they 
have  not  succeeded  in  doing. 

3.  Do  you  support  the  policy  of  the  present  Council,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  suggestions  for  a  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  lately 
submitted  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  ? 

Mr.  Campkin:  Not  entirely.  Clause  3  needs  amplification 
with  regard  to  the  definition  of  the  seller,  dispenser,  or  com- 
pounder. No  chemist  should  take  an  apprentice  who  has 
not  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  or  its  equivalent.

(hat  all  who  vote  should  have  some  acquaintance  with  the  \ 
personality  and  the  opinions  of  the  outside  candidates  who 
now  offer  themselves,  and  in  order  to  ascertain  these  we 
have  submitted  to  them  the  following  short  series  of  questions. 
We  knew  of  the  candidature  of  Mr.  Morrison,  of  Tring,  and 
of  Mr.  Smith,  of  Liverpool,  too  late  to  get  their  opinions  for 
this  issue  ;  of  the  others  Mr.  Campkin  and  Mr.  Druce  replied 
to  our  questions  categorically,  while  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  and  Mr.

They  can, 
however,  be  collected  from  the  subjoined : — 

1.  Please  indicate  the  special  qualifications  on  which  you 
rely  as  recommending  you  to  the  electorate. 

Mr  Campkin  states  that  he  has  been  actively  engaged 
in  retail,  wholesale,  and  dispensing  businesses  continuously  I 
since  1860 ;  in  business  in  Cambridge  since  1868.  Member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Vice-President  of  the 
Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association,  member  of  the 
Cambridge  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  and  of  the  Cambridge  Town  Council  for  the  last 
fifteen  years,  and  member  of  many  committees  of  these 
bodies.  J.P.  for  the  borough  for  the  past  eight  years; 
director  of  the  largest  affiliated  friendly  society  in  the 
world — the  Manchester  Unity— since  1884;  Grand-Master  in 
1890-91.  Registered  dentist.  Governor  of  Addenbrooke's 
Hospital ;  auditor  and  member  of  the  Drug  Committee,  i 
Would  be  almost  as  accessible  for  committee-work  as  if 
resident  in  London. 

Mr.  Druce  :  I  can  only  urge  that  I  have  had  a  consider- 
able experience  of  retail  pharmacy,  and  that,  having  filled  | 


yn-Jones.  Mr.  G.  Claridge  Druce,  M.A.,  J.P. 

The  apprentice  should  be  eligible  to  assist,  but  not  to  sell 
poisons  or  potent  drugs,  except  as  he  progressed  in  know- 
ledge under  the  immediate  supervision  and  direction  of  a 
fully-qualified  assistant.  The  dispensing  of  medicines  and 
sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified  companies  should  be  made 
illegal,  and  the  principle  of  personal  responsibility  of  the 
principal  should  be  enforced. 

Mr.  Druce  does  not  specifically  answer  this  question,  but 
he  says  in  his  letter :  I  should,  if  elected,  do  all  in  my 
power  to  attempt  to  redress  the  unfair  position  the  legis- 
lature has  placed  us  in. 

4.  Do  you  consider  the  present  system  of  discussing  all 
important  business  in  committee  is  satisfactory  ? 

Mr.  Campkin  :  Not  entirely,  though  I  can  readily  imagine 
there  is  much  that  it  would  be  impolitic  to  publish.  But  all 
matters  affecting  the  trade  should  be  made  public  as  far  as 
practicable.  In  such  cases  after  eliciting  opinions  special 
meetings  of  members  to  discuss  legislative  and  adminis- 
trative proposals  would  be  advantageous. 

Mr.  Druce  :  I  reply  in  the  negative. 

5.  Would  you  support  action  being  t alien  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  against  the  ■unqualified  dispensers  of  medical  men 
when  they  technically  "  sell"  poisons  ? 

Mr.  Campkin  :  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  none  but 
registered  qualified  men  should  be  employed  by  medical 
men,  dispensaries,  or  hospitals  to  prepare  medicines  for 
patients. 

Mr.  Druce :  Yes,  as  a  general  question. 

6.  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne  in  his  inaugural  address  to 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  suggested  that  the  Minor  examination 
should  be  divided.  Will  you  endeavour  to  have  this  suggestion 
carried  out  on  an  early  date?  i 
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Mr.  Campkin  :  Yes.  IE  there  could  be  a  division,  as  in  the 
universities  previous  to  the  B.A.  degree,  it  would  be  beneficial. 
The  first  examination  might  pernap>  be  regarded  as  suffi- 
cient for  registration  as  an  assistant. 

Mr.  Druce :  Certainly. 


Mr.  Glyn- Jones  writes  as  follows : — 

"My  immediate  object  in  seeking  election  is  to  secure,  if 
possible,  that  the  question  of  dispensing  in  doctors'  sur- 
geries by  unqualified  persons  should  receive  the  attention  of 
the  Council.  I  am  of  opinion  that,  up  to  the  present,  the 
Council  has  given  no  evidence  that  it  fully  appreciates  the 
immense  danger  to  the  public,  and  extreme  unfairness  to 
•chemists,  which  accrue  from  the  practice.  I  believe  that 
the  Council  would  be  suppoited  by  its  members,  by  the 
leaders  of  the  medical  profession,  and  by  the  general 
public  in  any  steps  that  they  may  take  to  remedy  the  evil, 
and  that  such  steps,  if  properly  directed,  would  lead  to  an 
amendment  of  the  law. 

"  I  would  support  workable  proposals  for — 

"  1  Dividing  tbe  Minor  examination,  providing  no  qualifi- 
cation was  given  until  the  Final  was  passed. 

"  2.  Compulsory  apprenticeship  to  a  qualified  chemist. 

"  3.  A  better  system  of  registration. 

"  4.  The  extension  of  the  Poisons  Schedule. 

"  I  believe  there  is  no  danger  of  the  Council  neglecting 
the  professional  and  educational  side  of  pharmacy,  but  I 
would  specially  urge  the  recognition  and  protection  of  the 
interests  of  chemists  as  traders.  I  have  more  hope  of 
benefits  being  derived  as  the  result  of  efficient  trade  organi- 
sation, instigated  by  the  Society  upon  democratic  lines,  and 
supported  by  chemists  generally,  than  I  have  of  getting 
privileges  conferred  by  Act  of  Parliament.  I  think  our 
local  trade  associations  should  receive  fuller  recognition  from 
the  Society ;  indeed,  I  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be 
local  branches  of  the  Society. 

"  I  would  urge  the  strongest  opposition  to  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor's Pharmacy  Bill,  and  would  heartily  support  efforts 
to  amend  the  Companies  (Medical  Profession)  Bill,  so  as  to 
place  pharmacists  in  the  same  position  in  regard  to  limited 
companies  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  proposes  to  place  medical 
men,  dentists,  and  midwives. 

"Whilst  it  is  necessary  that  certain  questions  should  be 
discussed  in  Committee,  I  feel  strongly  that  the  discussion 
of  matters  of  general  interest  should  receive  the  fullest 
publicity,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  recent  suggestions 
for  a  Pharmacy  Bill  should  have  been  publicly  discussed  not 
only  by  the  Council,  but  by  the  trade  generallyjbefore  being 
submitted  to  the  Lord  Chancellor. 
1  "  If  elected,  I  bt  lieve  the  experience  gained  by  me  during 
the  last  three  or  four  years,  from  personal  contact  with  my 
fellow- chemists  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  would  prove  use- 
ful to  me  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  I  hope  always  to 
1  be  actuated  by  the  principle,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
the  trade— not  the  trade  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society." 

In  a  covering  letter  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  states  that  the  above 
1  was  written  before  the  receipt  of  our  request  for  a  statement 
1  of  his  views.    He  thinks  it  covers  the  ground  indicated  by 
our  questions,  but  he  wishes  to  add,  in  relation  to  the  sug- 
gestions for  a  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  recently  submitted  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  that  it  would  have  been  wise  to  have  con- 
fined the  suggestions  to  proposals  which  would  have  had  a 
reasonable  chance  of  being  accepted  by  tbe  Lord  Chancellor 
and  Patliament  generally.     He  does  not  think  that  the 
;  Society  should  insist  upon  retaining  the  Widows'  clause  at 
all  costs,  but  he  believes  it  confers  a  privilege  which  should 
not  be  voluntarily  surrendered.    We  should  not  be  justified 
in  foregoing  any  of  the  few  privileges  we  at  present  hold, 
except  in  return  for  a  larger  measure  of  legal  protection  than 
he  has  any  hope  of  our  being  able  to  secure  at  present. 


I  Mr.  R.  E.  Wright's  programme  is  set  forth  in  a  document 
ot  considerable  length.  As  tbe  f  elected  candidate  of  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Union  he  states  that  his  duty  will  be  to 
act  loyally  to  assistants,  and  endeavour  to  further  their 
interests  as  their  advice  urges  from  time  to  time.  He  should 
regard  himself  at  their  service,  and  should  therefore  act  upon 
tbe  opinion  of  the  majority  in  such  a  manner  as  to  gain  the 


confidence  and  assistance  of  the  Council.  After  justifying 
his  candidature,  Mr.  Wright  proceeds  as  follows  :  — 

"  If  qualified  men  pursue  the  short-sighted  policy  oE 
assisting  their  worst  foes  to  conduct  annihilatirg  competi- 
tion, and  of  maintaining  a  form  of  business  which  owes  its 
very  existence  to  an  error  of  judgment  perpetrated  in  1880, 
then  let  them  not  be  disappointed  when  they  find  there  is 
little  prospect  of  earning  a  living  when  in  business  for  them- 
selves. No  remuneration  is  sufficiently  adequate  for  self- 
destruction.  The  present  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  may 
be  remedied  by  more  effective  organisation,  and  by  ridding 
ourselves  of  the  disinclination  to  work  patiently  and  deter- 
minedly. 

"  In  connection  with  the  presence  of  limited  liability  com- 
panies in  out  midst  I  have  already  advanced  an  opinion  that 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  law  has  by  its  decision  (1880) 
permitted  joint-stock  companies  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
chemist  and  druggist,  we  must  accept  the  situation  and 
improve  matters  for  the  future  by  promoting  legislation  in 
the  direction  of  prohibiting  the  registration  of  companies 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  pharmaceutical 
practice  un'ess  all  the  members  cf  such  companies  are 
qualified  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  I  consider  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  title  of  '  chemist  and 
druggist'  being  used  by  present  day  joint-stock  concerns. 
I  suggested  this  as  an  expedient,  having  always  held  that 
the  position  of  joint-stock  companies  is  untenable. 

"  When  the  State  by  its  decision  leads  men  to  engage  in 
practices  which  are  violations  of  justice  as  understood  by 
reasonable  men,  it  presents  considerable  difficulty  in  adopting 
plans  for  setting  things  in  proper  order,  when  the  mischief 
of  the  injustice  has  demonstrated  itself.  The  difficulty  of 
the  so-called  vested  interests  confronted  me  when  I  put  forth 
my  views  of  tackling  the  company  question. 

"  I  find  from  the  Bills  introduced  by  the  Lord  Chancellor 
for  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry,  &c,  that  his  Lord- 
ship ignores  considerations  of  vested  interest,  so-called, 
connected  with  this  profession.  I  am  gratified,  but  did  not 
expect  this.  I  abandon  my  ideas  of  considering  the 
difficulty  concected  with  vested  interests  of  joint-stock 
companies,  and  now  urge  that  we  strive  to  convince  Lord 
Halsbury  of  the  jastice  of  our  claims  to  be  considered  in  the 
same  light  as  the  dental  profession." 

Mr.  Wright  is  willing  to  abandon  the  Widows'  clause, 
advocates  that  branch  managers  should  be  qualified,  suggests 
circularising  head -masters  of  schools  in  regard  to  the 
monetary  and  other  conditions  of  pharmaceutical  education 
and  employment ;  and  the  keeping  of  a  register  of  names  of 
boys  (supplied  by  head-masters)  who  have  shown  scientific 
inclinations,  are  willing  to  adopt  pharmacy  as  a  calling,  and 
have  attained  certificates  of  recognised  examining  authorities 
in  elementary  chemistry  and  botany.  He  is  not  in  favour 
of  an  enforced  curriculum  at  present,  nor  does  he  support  the 
division  of  the  Minor.  He  would  urge  the  Council  to 
approach  the  proper  authorities  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
adequate  remuneration  for  those  of  the  Society's  licentiates 
engaged  in  Poor-law  Institutiors,  Asylum  Boards,  &c.  He 
thinks  something  should  be  done  to  prevent  the  Assistant's 
Certificate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  being  taken  as  any 
guarantee  of  pharmaceutical  education  and  qualification,  and 
he  would  urge  the  exemption  of  all  chemists  from  jury 
service.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 
A  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly,  W.,  on  April  10,  when  Dr.  J.  T.  W.  Thudichum 
lectured  on 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  TREATMENT  OP  SHERRY  AND  OF 
BRITISH  COLONIAL  WINES. 

The  lecture  took  the  form  of  a  running  comment  on  a 
report  on  sherry  made  by  the  Lancet  Commissioners  last 
October,  in  which  it  was  said  sherry  had  been  raised  to  a 
high  position  of  purity,  and  was  now  one  of  the  purest  and 
wholesomest  of  wines.  Dr.  Thudichum  said  this  was  not  so, 
and  held  that  the  Commissioners'  statement  that  salicylic 
acid  was  not  found  in  sherry  was  because  the  cask  entirely 
absorbs  it  from  the  wine  after  a  year.  He  ridiculed  the  idea 
that  every  application  of  science  to  the  production  of  sherry 
had  failed,  as  a  large  amount  of  chemical  art  had  been 
applied,  and  quite  satisfactorily.  The  lecturer  then  briefly 
described  the  art  of  vine- cultivation  ;  the  vines,  it  appears, 
are  cut  down  to  the  ground  every  four  years,  and  each  vine 
yields  50  lbs.  of  grapes,  which  in  turn  yield  60  per  cent  of 
juice.  Then,  in  connection  with  the  Lancet  statement  that 
sherry  was  not  plastered,  he  said  it  was  quite  impossible  to 
make  sherry  unless  the  whole  of  the  tartaric  acid  was  re- 
moved, and  this  was  done  by  adding  plaster  of  Paris,  which 
contained  10  per  cent,  of  carbonate  of  lime.  If  any  tartaric 
acid  were  left  in  the  wine  the  fungus  known  as  "  scud " 
could  thrive ;  hut  if  all  the  acid  were  removed  the  produc- 
tion of  "  scud "  was  discouraged.  "  Scud  "  only  arrives 
after  the  first  fermentation,  especially  if  it  has  been  slow  ; 
and  if  the  makf-r  sterilises  the  wine  then  he  gets  good  wine. 
It  must  be  kept,  however,  with  great  precautions,  the  cellars 
must  be  scrupulously  clean,  and  air  admitted  must  be 
filtered.  Trie  "scud"  fungus  communicates  a  mouse-taste 
to  the  wine.  Its  production  was  favoured  by  the  practice  of 
leaving  a  large  air-space  in  the  barrels,  with  the  object  of 
producing  another  fungus,  which  gives  a  delightful  taste  to 
the  wine — a  process  in  which  many  casks  of  wine  perished. 
Contrary  to  what  the  Lancet  stated,  free  sulphuric  acid  was 
present  in  sherry ;  it  came  from  the  sulphur  used  for  dis- 
infecting the  barrels  Concluding  his  remarks  on  sherry, 
Dr.  Thudichum  said  it  was  the  best  wine  in  the  world  if 
properly  made  He  then  went  on  to  speak  of  colonial  wines, 
in  which  he  saw  no  improvement  from  the  time,  thirty  years 
ago,  when  he  reported  unfavourably  on  them.  Colonial 
wines  would  not  stand  transportation,  and  it  would  pay 
Australian  wine-growers  to  get  a  thousand  men  from 
European  vineyards,  as  they  have  a  lot  to  learn  before  they 
can  compete  with  the  world's  wine-supply. 
In  the 

DISCUSSION 

which  followed,  Mr.  HERON  said  he  was  sorry  Dr.  Thudi- 
chum had  ignored  recent  bacterial  work  on  wines.  He  (the 
speaker)  had  had  much  experience  with  the  making  of  cider, 
and  must  confess  that  sterilised  cider  did  not  come  up  to  the 
ordinary  product ;  the  process  drove  away  the  bouquet,  and 
it  was  so,  he  thought,  with  wine.  Attention  should  rather 
be  directed  to  the  production  of  pure  yeasts  to  introduce 
into  the  must,  as  the  problem  was  to  get  the  yeast-cells  to 
maturity  before  the  bacterial  cells.  If  the  yeast-cells 
became  mature  fir -t  they  destroyed  the  bacterial  cells.  It 
was  possible  to  give  sherry  the  "  flower  "  which  the  lecturer 
had  mentioned,  and  produce  an  altogether  superior  class  of 
wine  by  the  judicious  introduction  of  the  proper  fungus. 

Mr.  Cresswell  had  been  an  assistant  with  Dr.  Thudi- 
chum, and  he  had  always  been  taught  that  plastering  was 
bad,  and  he  was  surprised  to  hear  the  process  defended  and 
the  doctrine  taught  that  bitartrate  of  potash  was  fatal  to 
good  sherry.  He  would  certainly  prefer  bitartrate  of  potash 
to  the  sulphate  of  potash  resulting  from  plastering,  and  it 
was,  he  had  always  understood,  a  wholesome  antidote  to 
tannin.  Sterilisation  (by  heat),  which  the  lecturer  advo- 
cated, was  a  barbarous  process ;  it  destroyed  all  the  odour  of 


the  wine,  and  was  almost  as  destructive  as  ultimate  organic 
analysis.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Hooper  suggested  that  if,  as  had  been  said,  a  single 
pure  culture  did  not  give  the  necessary  "  bouquet,"  the 
employment  of  mixed  cultures  might  be  tried. 

Mr.  Lino  referred  to  the  malt- wines  produced  in  Germany, 
and  said  he  understood  that  the  sherry  ferment  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  ones  for  transforming  malt-wort  into 
sherry,  so  that  he  did  not  think  there  would  be  any  diiliculty 
in  the  matter.  He  feared,  however,  they  had  not  yet  got  the 
necessary  knowledge  of  the  cultures.  The  question  was  one 
of  the  most  complex  in  bacteriology. 

Dr.  Saxholm  thought  the  carbonic-acid  gas  of  fermenta- 
tion in  partially-closed  casks  effectually  kept  air  from  the 
wine,  and  agreed  that  it  would  never  do  to  sterilise  high- 
class  wines  or  cider. 

Dr.  Thudichum,  in  reply,  said  he  did  not  approve  of 
plastering,  but  as  sherry  was  made  now  it  was  necessary. 
There  was  no  doubt  the  "bouquet"  was  altered  by  sterilising 
by  heat,  but  sterilising  by  filtration  was  not  practicable. 
He  tried  it  thirty  years  ago,  and  it  took  three  men  four 
hours  to  filter  a  butt  of  wine  as  well  as  four  hours  to  clean 
the  moleskin  used  for  filtering.  Sherry  contained  from  19  to 
21  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit,  and  spirit  is  often  added  to  make 
it  34  per  cent.,  within  a  few  degrees  of  the  42-per-cent. 
limit  of  wine-duty.

MANCHESTER  SECTION. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  April?, 
Dr.  Watson  presiding,  Dr.  Schunck,  Mr.  Ivan  Levenstein,  Dr. 
A.  K.  Miller,  Dr.  Laugdon,  Mr.  Irving,  and  Mr.  Brown  were 
elected  members  of  Committee,  and  Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell  was 
re-elected  Secretary. 

THE  FLASH-POINT 

of  petroleum  was  the  subject  of  the  evening's  discussion, 
Mr.  Wm.  Thomson,  F.RS.E.,  communicating  a  paper 
entitled  "  The  connection  between  flash-point  and  danger  iD 
burning  mineral  oils,  and  deductions  drawn  from  the 
determination  of  the  burners  and  the  oils  used  in  lamps 
which  have  exploded  in  Manchester  and  Salford  during  the 
last  few  years."  The  flash-points  cf  the  oils  with  which  he 
experimented  (and  which  were  the  same  as  those  used  in 
accident-cases)  lay  between  75°  F.  and  89°  F.,  a  third  of 
them  being  of  American  origin,  and  two-thirds  Russian. 
Strange  to  say,  Mr.  Thomson  could  not  produce  an  explosion 
in  a  paraffin-  oil  lamp.  He  reasoned  out  why,  and  explained 
the  conditions  which  lead  up  to  such  explosions ;  but  he  was 
decidedly  not  of  the  opinion  that  American  oil  alone  is 
dangerous,  the  police  reports  and  his  inquiries  following 
them  showing  that  the  Russian  oils  of  higher  flash  point 
than  the  American  had  proved  four  times  more  dangerous 
than  the  latter,  thus  showing  the  necessity  for  a  standard  of 
not  less  than  100°  F.  (Abel  close  test)  being  fixed  by  the 
Government.  The  discussion  concluded  with  a  resolution  to 
the  Council  of  the  Society  recommending  it  to  "  immedi- 
ately represent  to  the  Government  the  desirability  of  fixing 
the  flash-point  of  petroleum  for  illuminating- purposes  at  a 
minimum  of  100°  F." 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  46  Clarendon 
Square,  N.W.,  on  April  7,  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller  (Vice-President)  in 
the  chair.  The  subject  for  discussion  was  the  observance  of 
the  new  Poison  Regulations  in  public  institutions,  and  letters 
on  the  subject  were  read  from,  amongst  others,  Messrs.  J- 
Langford  Moore  (St.  Bart's.),  R.  Esam  (Leicester),  and 
Robinson  (Manchester).  Mr.  Langford  Moore's  letter  drew 
attention  to  the  fact  {ride  C.  $  D.,  April  1,  page  520)  that  the 
Edinburgh  Parish  Council  had  ordered  the  regulations  to  be 
observed  by  all  the  chemists  by  whom  parochial  medicines 
were  supplied ;  while  Mr.  Esam  gave  particulars  of  the  steps 
which  had  been  voluntarily  taken  to  carry  out  the  regula- 
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tions  in  Leicester  Iofirmary.  Mr.  Robinson  (Chorlton 
Union)  agreed  with  the  regulations,  but  thought  a  greater 
safeguard  to  public  dispensing  would  be  the  abolition  of  the 
Army  Medical  Corps  man  as  a  Poor-law  dispenser.  In  his 
dispensary  cupboards  with  sliding-doors  had  been  provided 
for  everyday  poisons,  potent  poisons  being  kept  in  locked 
cupboards.  To  the  bottles  of  out-patients  containing  dan- 
gerous poisons  he  attached  a  strip  of  sandpaper.  The 
Chairman  said  the  St.  Pancras  Guardians  had  adopted  the 
regulations  some  years  ago,  and  Mr.  Jones  (Poplar),  who 
was  given  a  free  hand  in  the  matter,  lent  poison-bottles  to 
the  patients,  60  per  cent,  of  which  were  faithfully  returned. 
Details  of  the  very  complete  precautions  against  accident 
which  are  taken  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital  were  given  by  Mr. 
Robertson  ;  and  Mr.  Claek  (Paddington)  showed  that  pre- 
cautions much  in  advance  of  the  legal  regulations  prevailed 
in  his  dispensary,  although  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
stated  that  these  regulations  did  not  apply  to  public  dis- 
pensers at  all.  Similar  testimony  was  given  by  Messrs. 
Cairns  (Clay  bury  Asylum)  and  Aemitagb  (St.  Mark's)  ;  but 
Mr.  Donnan  (Islington)  complained  of  the  difficulty  of 
getting  his  Guardians  to  take  any  steps  in  the  matter.  In 
the  general  discussion  which  followed,  attention  was  drawn 
to  the  careless  way  in  which  lotions  were  sent  out  by  certain 
of  the  large  hospitals.  A  resolution  was  also  moved  by  Mr. 
F.  N.  Claek,  and  seconded  by  the  Chaieman,  to  the  effect 
thatowingto  the  limited  storage  capacity  of  most  dispensaries, 
it  was  desirable  that  wholesale  houses  should  put  some  dis- 
tinguishing mark  on  bottles  which  they  send  out  containing 
poisonous  substances. 

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Association,  held  at  Mason  College, 
Birmingham,  on  April  10,  Dr.  C.  Leedham  Green  read  a 
paper  on  the  subject  of 

The  Sterilisation  of  Milk. 

Milk,  as  secreted  in  the  mammary  gland,  he  said,  is  sterile 
provided  both  udder  and  cow  are  healthy.  One  of  the 
most  serious  diseases  of  the  udder  is  tuberculosis,  which 
is  very  prevalent  amoDgst  cattle,  and  can  be  communi- 
cated by  milk.  Typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  cholera,  and 
almost  certainly  scarlet  fever,  have  at  times  been  distinctly 
proved  to  have  been  conveyed  by  milk.  The  diarrhoea  of 
infants,  too,  is  largely  due  to  milk.  The  lecturer  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  some  of  the  methods  advocated  for  the 
production  of  sterile  milk.  H3  demonstrated  that  boiling 
did  not  render  milk  sterile.  It  certainly  killed  off  all  the 
adult  forms  of  bacterial  life,  but  the  temperature  was 
not  sufficient  to  destroy  certain  micro-organisms  which  were 
very  resistant  to  heat.  Soxhlet's  steriliser  he  described  as 
one  of  the  best  known  and  most  popular  for  infants'  milk, 
though  even  with  this  apparatus  the  whole  of  the  micro- 
organisms were  not  killed.  In  fact,  it  was  only  with  diffi- 
culty that  it  was  possible  to  render  milk  absolutely  sterile. 
One  way  was  by  heating  it  to  a  temperature  above  boiling- 
point— a  temperature  of  121°  C.  would  almost  invariably 
within  fifteen  minutes  suffice  for  the  purpose.  The  colour 
was  by  this  method  changed  to  a  brownish  tinge,  due  to  the 
|  conversion  of  milk-sugar  into  caramel,  which  made  the  milk 
totally  unsuitable  for  food.  But  a  method  of  rendering  milk 
;  sterile  and  yet  preserving  its  characteristics  was  by 
"  fractional  sterilisation  "  or  "  Pasteurisation."  It  was  based 
on  the  fact  that  all  micro-organisms  which  were  not  in  the 
spore  stage  were  killed  by  a  relatively  slight  amount  of  heat 
—a  temperature  of  between  60°  and  70°  C— repeatedly 
applied.  After  alluding  to  the  sale  of  sterilised  milk,  which 
was  not  always  sterile,  he  said  that  it  was  better  that  each 
■household  should  prepare  its  own  milk,  not  striving  to 
|  sterilise  it,  but  resting  content  with  the  destruction  of  the 
specific  disease- germs. 


Dewsbury  District  Chemists'  Association. 

a  meeting  of  this  Association  held  on  April  10,  Mr. 
Abraham  Foster  presiding,  the  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  Gledhill) 
th  r?6  corresPondence  which  had  passed  between  him  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  of  London  in  refer- 
ence to  the  apothecaries'  assistants'  certificate. 


The  Chaieman  remarked  that  in  his  opinion  they  had 
done  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of.  He  referred  to  the  com- 
ments on  their  action  which  had  appeared  in  the  different 
trade  journals,  and  expressed  much  annoyance  at  what  had 
appeared  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

Mr.  Stead  remarked  that  he  did  not  mind  the  pleasant 
banter  of  the  C.  Sf  1).,  and  the  remarks  in  the  B.  $  C.  D.  he 
regarded  as  a  compliment  to  their  Association.  But  he  was 
completely  staggered  when  he  read  the  comments  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal.  To  say  that  he  was  indignant  did 
not  express  his  feelings.  He  read  a  long  statement  in 
reply  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal's  disparaging  remarks, 
and  proposed  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  editor.  This  was 
unanimously  agreed  to. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  calling  attention  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor's  Bill. 

Mr.  Cussons  said  they  must  be  up  and  doing.  Whatever 
was  done  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  they  must  not 
allow  this  Bill  to  pass  the  second  reading  without  making  a 
protest.  He  was  not  one  who  had  any  big  ideas  about  the 
trade,  and  never  had  considered  that  it  rose  to  the  dignity 
of  a  profession,  but  he  regarded  it  as  a  back-handed  smack 
that  they  had  been  placed  below  midwives.  They  ought  to 
memorialise  every  member  of  the  House  of  Lords. 

The  Seceetaby  suggested  that  if  this  were  done  a  copy 
of  the  appeal  in  last  week's  C.  <i  D.  should  be  sent  as  well. 

Mr.  Stead  said  he  did  not  think  they  could  improve  on 
that  appeal. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Ccssons,  seconded  by  Mr.  Guttebidge,  to  form  a  sub- 
committee to  go  fully  into  the  matter  and  draft  resolutions 
to  be  submitted  to  a  subsequent  meeting.  The  sub-committee 
appointed  consists  of  Messrs.  Walker,  Stead,  Cussons,  and 
Gutteridge. 

Mr.  Gledhill  was  elected  to  attend  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Bradford  Association. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
April  12.  Mr.  Harry  Kemp,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  G.  S. 
Woolley,  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  Woodbuff  Walton 
(Hon.  Secretary)  read  the  annual  report,  which  was  a  resume 
of  the  work  of  the  past  year.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings 
had  been  somewhat  better  than  usual.  The  prizes  presented 
by  the  President  (Mr.  G.  S.  Wooliey)  and  Mr.  J.  Rymer 
Young  were  awarded  in  the  Junior  division,  the  second  prize 
to  Mr.  B.  G.  Hough,  and,  in  the  Senior  division,  the  first 
prize  to  Mr.  R.  H.  Dawson,  and  the  second  to  Mr.  J.  S.

Bill  practically  knocked  the  bottom  out  of  the  proposals 
they  had  intended  to  discuss  that  night.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  W.  Kiekbt  said  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill  was  a 
jumble,  and  their  opposition  to  it  should  be  firm  and  general. 
The  Bill  should  be  rejected  in  ioto.  They  should  go  to 
Parliament  and  ask  the  Legislature  to  place  them  in  the 
position  which  by  education  and  examination  they  were 
entitled  to  hold  as  the  dispensers  and  sellers  of  poisons. 
The  Legislature,  having  instituted  their  qualifications,  was 
pledged,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  protect  their  privileges.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  the  medical  pofession  were  deserting 
them,  and  that  unqualified  dispensers  in  surgeries  were  Dot 
objected  to  by  medical  men,  and  evidence  of  this  kind 
should  not  be  any  longer  concealed.  It  was  time  that  tbe 
medical  profession  were  enlightened  as  to  the  position  and 
qualification  of  the  pharmacist.  The  name  "chemist" 
should  be  added  to  the  other  Bill  of  the  Lord  Chancellor 
along  with  those  of  "medical  men,"  "dentists,"  and  "  mid- 
wives"— he  failed  to  see  how  a  company  could  go  out  as  a 
midwife.    He  moved  : — 

That  this  Association  is  greatly  concerned  at  the  character  of 
the  Pharmacy  Amendment  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Lords  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  which  appears  to  be  completely 
subversive  of  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1852  and 
1868,  which  is  that  the  professional  education  of  the  individual 
chemist  and  druggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  affords  the 
only  safeguard  to  the  public  in  the  dispensing  and  selling  of 
poisons.  This  Association  would  urge  upon  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  the  necessity  of  at  once  opposing  the 
Bill,  and  would  suggest  that  means  be  taken  to  secure  the  inclu- 
sion of  chemists  in  the  other  Bill  introduced  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor  in  favour  of  medical  men,  dentists,  midwives,  &c. 
It  pledges  itself  to  do  its  utmost  in  assisting  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Westmacott  seconded  the  motion,  and  Mr.  T 
Swindells  supported  it. 

Mr.  J.  Rimer  Young,  who  came  direct  to  the  meeting 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  London,  described  the 
Bill  of  the  Lord  Cha-cellor  as  iniquitous.  The  matter,  he 
said,  had  been  threshed  out  in  the  Council,  in  committee  on 
Tuesday  night  and  in  the  meeting  that  day.  Suggestions 
as  to  the  action  to  be  taken  would  reach  them  in  a  fe  *r  days. 
The  Lord  Chancellor's  action  was  almost  inconceivable.  His 
Lordship  had  not  consulted  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
all.  The  proposed  Pharmacy  Bill  could  not  be  amended  ;  it 
must  be  rejected  in  its  entirety. 

Mr.  J.  L  Slack  said  the  Bill  would  mean  absolute  death 
to  the  chemist  and  druggist,  whose  trade  was  already 
moribund.  He  counselled  waiting  for  instructions  from 
Bloomsbury  Square. 

After  some  further  remarks,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr. 
Joseph  Bell  said  it  only  wanted  a  strong  opposition  to  be 
foreshadowed,  and  the  Government  would  drop  the  thing, 
as  they  had  dropped  other  proposed  measures  when  they 
saw  what  they  would  have  to  face,  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 


Burnley  Chemists  and  the  New  Pharmacy 
Bill. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Burnley  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Bull  Hotel,  Burnley,  on  April  11 
Mr.  J.  A.  Heaton  (the  President)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
there  was  a  large  attendance. 

The  President  said  it  was  their  duty  to  strenuously 
oppose  the  new  Bill  by  every  possible  means  they  could  bring 
to  bear.  They  had  had  to  compete.for  thirty  years  with  co- 
operative bodies  and  companies.  Now  they  were  face  to 
face  with  a  Bill  to  legalise  those  companies.  If  it  passed 
they  would  have  companies  starting  everywhere.  Why 
should  tbey  pass  examinations  if  companies  were  to  have  the 
same  privileges?  Moreover,  ought  not  the  public  also  to 
be  protected  against  an  influx  of  these  companies,  whose 
only  object  was  to  exploit  the  trade  with  their  capital  ? 

Mr.  Coates  (Burnley)  considered  this  the  greatest  and 
most  glaring  act  of  injustice  ever  done  to  a  body  of  men 
daring  the  whole  of  the  now  fast-expiring  century.  During 
the  time  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  been  in  force  it  had  called 
into  existence  a  body  of  men  who  had  given  freely  money 
and  time,  and  spent  the  whole  of  their  lives  in  the  public 


service,  who  had  passed  the  most  stringent  examinations, 
and  by  so  doing  had  qualified  themselves  in  an  honourable 
manner  for  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  Legislature 
—  men  intimately  acqnainted  with  tbe  properties  of  poisons, 
and  not  only  of  poisons,  but  also  the  action  and  properties 
of  almost  every  known  drug  of  recognised  value,  from  the 
simplest  to  the  most  powerful.  It  had  produced  men  who 
had  conscientiously  trodden  the  legitimate  path  of  pharma- 
ceutical education,  and  who  by  so  doing  had  peculiarly  fitted 
themselves  to  act  as  the  right  hand  to  the  medical  profes-ion, 
and  who  daily  literally  carried  the  lives  of  hundreds  of 
persons  in  the  hollow  of  their  banc's,  jet  rarely  made  a 
mistake.  And  this  was  their  reward  :  that  a  Government 
which  prided  itself  upon  having  done  more  for  educa- 
tion than  any  other  was  endeavouring  not  only 
to  take  away  what  few  privileges  they  had  worked  for  and 
honestly  earned,  but  was  trying  to  rob  them  of  the  results  of 
a  lifetime.  It  was  a  question  of  "  brass  verstif  brains."  It 
meant,  if  that  Bill  passed,  that  they  were  to  be  bought  body, 
soul,  and  conscience  by  the  capitalist.  It  seemed  incon- 
ceivable that  such  injustice  should  b3  attempted  in  this 
island.  If  the  Act  passed,  pharmacy,  as  a  conscientious 
calling,  would  become  extinct.  Whatever  intelligence,  time, 
or  trouble  a  man  might  feel  it  is  his  du'y  to  put  into  even 
the  dispensing  of  a  prescription  he  dare  not  give — he  would 
be  wasting  the  time  of  the  shareholders. 

Mr.  Walker  (Burnley)  proposed  the  following  resolu- 
tion : — 

We,  the  chemists  of  Burnley  and  district,  in  open  meeting 
assembled,  desire  to  assure  the"  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  our  confidence  in  them.  At  the  same  time  we  take  the 
opportunity  to  state  that  we  hope  a  most  vigorous  policy  will  be 
adopted  by  them,  and  we  will  do  out  utmost  to  assist  in  any  active 
policy  they  decide  upon,  with  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  in- 
troduced by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  take  the  liberty  to  make 
the  following  suggestions : — (1)  That  the  Council  take  the  craft 
into  their  confidence  through  the  local  associations  ;  (2)  that  these 
associations  are  .fully  alive  to  the  necessities  of  the  times  and  our 
present  position ;  (3)  that  every  means  be  taken  to  get  the  with- 
drawal of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and,  to  that 
end,  suggest  the  Council  appoint  a  strong  representative  deputa- 
tion from  themselves,  and  solicit  the  co-operation  of  all  associations 
either  direct  or  through  the  federation  of  local  pharmaceutical 
associations,  and  invite  them  to  send  joint  delegates,  and  wait 
upon  the  Lord  Chancellor  himself  and  point  out  the  injustice  of 
his  proposals  and  the  necessity  of  being  placed  on  the  Medical 
Bill. 

Mr.  Hitchin  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was  carried. 

On  the  proposition  of  !Mr.  J.  Brown  (Secretary)  two  other 
resolutions  were  also  passed,  one  urging  the  Federation  to 
do  its  utmost  to  oppose  the  Eil),  at  d  the  other  appealing 
for  the  aid  and  sympathy  of  the  medical  profession. 


Chloroform-litigation — Thrr^  seems  to  be  a  con- 
tinuity of  legal  cases  in  tbe  Uniiel  States  in  connection 
with  the  making  of  chloroform.  Recently  at  St.  Louis, 
Messrs.  Larkin  &  Scheffer  got  a  decision  in  their  favour 
in  an  action  brought  against  them  by  the  Albany  Chemical 
Company.  The  judge's  decision  sustained  their  right  to 
make  chloroform  from  acetone,  and  the  Court  held 
that  they  were  not  infringing  the  patent  of  the  Albany 
Chemical  Company  for  the  manufacture  of  chloroform  from 
ketone.  The  defeated  company  have  appealed,  however, 
and  should  they  ultimately  lose,  the  Roessler  &  Hacslacher 
Chemical  Company  of  New  York  declare  that  they  will  have 
cause  of  action  against  Lai  kin  &  Scheffer  for  violation  of  a 
patent  which  they  hold  for  manufacturing  chloroform  from 
acetone.  Dr.  E.  R.  Squibb,  interviewed  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Era  on  the  subject,  expressed  tha  opinion  that  the 
patent  on  the  process  of  making  chloroform  from  acetone 
was  one  of  the  most  inva'id  ever  granted.  That  patent  had 
bc-en  granted  to  Roessler  k  Hasslacher  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  chloroform  had  been  made  from  acetone  before  they 
were  born.  Tbey  could  not  get  a  patent  in  Germany,  and 
they  had  no  more  right  to  one  in  America  than  Behring  had 
to  the  antitoxin-patent  obtained  by  him  last  year.  Dr. 
Squibb  himself  made  chloroform  for  years,  but  had  to  stop 
on  account  of  a  patent  which,  he  believed,  had  no  validity, 
and  instead  of  risking  the  chances  of  having  to  spend  time 
and  money  in  litigation  he  preferred  to  buy  his  chloroform 
from  Roessler  &  Hasslacher. 
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The  Pharmacy  Act. 

Failuee  of  an  Action. 

At  the  Hanley  County  Court,  on  Wednesday,  before  Judge 
Jordan,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  sought  to  recover  penal- 
ties from  a  chemist's  assistant,  named  John  Longman, 
unqualified,  for  having  sold  poisons.  Mr.  Gray  appeared  for 
the  Society. 

Arthur  Foulds  stated  that,  on  instructions  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  he  went  to  the  chemist's  and  druggist's 
shop  kept  by  Mr.  Hartle,  in  Broad  Street,  Hanley,  on  Decem- 
ber 20  last .  He  there  taw  the  defendant,  and  asked  him  for 
a  bottle  of  castor  oil  and  one  of  Kay's  essence.  Defendant 
said  he  was  just  out  of  the  latter,  and  witness  then  asked 
him  for  a  bottle  of  Mrs.  Winslow's  soothing-syrup.  Defend- 
ant said  he  was  out  of  that  also,  but  that  if  witness  would 
wait  a  minute  or  two  he  would  send  for  it  to  the  other  shop. 
Defendant  sent  to  the  other  shop,  and  witness  waited  about 
five  minutes.  The  boy  returned,  and  handed  the  bottles  to 
the  defendant,  who  then  handed  witness  the  three  bottles, 
and  was  at  the  same  time  paid  by  witness. 

In  cross-examination,  witness  said  he  was  the  inquiry- 
agent  and  private  detective  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Longman  did  not  say  that  they  kept  neither  Winslow's  syrup 
nor  Kay's  essence  there,  and  did  not  say,  "If  you  will  leave 
your  money  I  will  get  them  from  the  other  shop." 

Mr.  F.  C.  Harris,  who  defended,  said  that  when  Foulds 
called,  Longman  and  the  errand-boy  were  both  in  the  shop. 
The  boy  went  for  the  two  articles,  but  did  not  return  him- 
;  self  to  the  shop,  as  he  was  overtaken  by  Mr.  Hartle,  who, 
knowing  that  poisons  were  not  sold  at  the  Broad  Street 
shop,  followed  him  down,  took  the  bottles  off  him,  and 
handed  them  to  Longman  with  instructions  to  hand  them 
1  over  to  the  customer.    At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Hartle  handed 
'■  Longman  the  change  out  of  the  half-crown  sent  by  the  lad. 
He  contended  that  either  Longman  or  the  errand-boy  was 
constituted  the  agent  of  Foulds,  and  that  the  purchase  was 
effected  at  Mr.  Hartle's  Snow  Hill  shop, 
i    His  Honour  :  Your  case  is  that  Hartle  intervened  in  time 
to  make  himself  a  seller  ? 
Mr.  Harris :  Precisely. 

Walter  Hartle,  who  said  he  was  a  registered  chemist  and 
druggist  of  thirty-one  years'  standing,  and  John  Longman 
confiimed  the  silicitor's  statement, 
i     His  Honour,  giving  judgment,  said  :  I  think  if  the  Phar- 
;  maceutii  al  Society  had  been  aware  of  all  the  facts,  this 
,  action  would  never  have  been  brought.    The  real  defendant 
is  Mr.  Hartle,  not  this  young  man,  although,  of  course,  the 
Society  had  a  perfect  right  to  sue  the  young  man,  because 
he  is,  in  Uw  at  any  rate,  the  nominal  defendant.  Mr. 
i  Hartle  has  a  second  shop,  and  he  does  not  do  that  which  I 
:  am  afraid  is  often  done— carry  it  on  without  a  qualified  man. 
He  has  a  qualified  man  at  this  other  shop,  and  if  the 
qualified  man  had  happened  to  be  in  the  shop  at  this  particu- 
lar time  do  offence  would  have  been  committed.    But  it  so 
i  happens  that  at  this  particular  time  the  qualified  assistant 
1  was  away  at  his  dinner,  and  this  young  man,  Longman,  who 
.  was  left  in  the  shop,  was  not  qualified.  This  was  a  peculiar  co- 
i  incidence,  and  I  cannot  help  saying  this— that  our  law  is  very 
:  peculiar  at  present  on  this  subject.    If  a  man  who  is  not 
qualified,  sells  a  bottle  of  Winslow's  syrup,  he  commits  an 
offence  which  renders  him  liable  to  a  penalty  of  51,  but  if 
another  man,  who  has  qualifications,  sells  the  same  bottle,  he 
-commits  no  offence  at  all,  and  it  does  seem  a  very  curious 
thing.   I  should  have  understood  this  case  very  much  better 
if  the  Legislature  had  made  it  an  offence  to  sell  Mrs. 
i  Winslow's  soothing-syrup  or  Kay's  essence  at  all.    But  the 
Legislature  allows  them  to  be  fold  by  qualified  persons. 
What  magic  there  is  in  a  bottle  of  Mrs.  Winslow's  soothing- 
syrup  passing  into  the  hands  of  a  purchaser  from  the  hands 
i of  a  qualified  man  or  from  those  of  an  unqualified  man,  I 
cannot  fathom.    Mr.  Hartle  has  intervened  in  time  to  bring 
himself  within  the  decision  of  the  case  cited  before  me— 
namely,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Wheeldon— and  save 
himself  from  any  penalty.     In  my  opinion  the  sale  was 
made  from  Hartle's  Snow  Hill  shop  and  by  a  qualified  man. 
men  if  it  was  sold  by  an  assistant,  it  was  sold  at  Hartle's 


Snow  Hill  shop  under  the  personal  superintendence  of  the 
employer,  who  is  a  qualified  perscn.  1  lean  rather  to  the 
other  opinion— that  the  thing  was  sold  by  a  qualified  man 
when  he  handed  it  ever  the  counter  and  received  the  money 
for  it.    My  judgment  must  be  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


Fine  under  the  Medical  Act. 

At  Pontefract  Borough  Police  Court,  on  April  6,  Joseph 
Tempest,  an  advertising  medical  botanist,  was  fined  201.  for 
having  pretended  to  be  a  doctor  of  medicine  and  a  medical 
practitioner.  The  evidence  showed  that  he  described  him- 
self by  means  of  a  doorplate  as  "  Dr.  Tempest,"  and  on  the 
bottles  in  which  he  supplied  medicine  as  "  M.D." 


A  Ringworm  =  application. 

In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court,  cn  Wednes- 
day, Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  and  a  jury  heard  the  action  of 
Coleman  v.  Coldwell  &  Co.,  in  whioh  Mary  E.  M.  Coleman, 
St.  Albans  Road,  Watford,  sued,  by  her  father  as  next  friend, 
for  damages  from  Messrs.  Coldwell  &  Co.,  chemists,  Watford, 
for  supplying  her  with  certain  noxious  ointment,  by  which 
her  skin  became  disficjared.  Mr.  G.  M.  Cohen  appeared  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Macintyre  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  that  his  client  was  a  little  girl  of  6  years 
of  age,  living  with  her  parents  at  Watford.  Whatever 
difference  of  opinion  there  might  be  between  his  learned 
friend  and  himself  as  to  the  negligence  of  the  parlies  in  the 
case,  he  thought  they  would  be  agreed  on  one  point,  and 
that  was  that,  considering  her  age  and  sex,  this  had  been  a 
very  cruel  case  to  this  child.  The  defendants  supplied 
a  certain  ointment  for  the  child's  face.  By  applying  it  the 
tissues  of  the  skin  were  destroyed,  and  could  never  be 
restored.  The  child  would  be  disfigured  for  life.  Early  in 
August  last  year  the  child's  mother  discovered  that  she  had 
contracted  some  form  of  skin- disease,  which  she  had  reason 
to  believe  was  ringworm.  She  went  to  the  defendants'  shop 
and  saw  their  assistant.  He  said  he  cou'd  soon  effect  a 
cure,  and  gave  her  some  ointment  to  apply  to  the 
child's  face.  The  mother  said  that,  supposing  it  were 
not  ringworm,  would  the  ointment  do  it  any  harm  ? 
He  said  it  could  not  possibly  do  any  harm.  The 
ointment  was  to  be  applied  two  or  three  times  a 
day.  When  the  ointment  was  applied  it  set  up  a 
violent  irritation  and  laceration.  The  inflammation  grew 
so  bad  tbat  Mrs.  Coleman  took  the  child  to  Dr.  Robins,  who 
had  attended  her  ever  since  The  sore  was  so  unsightly  that 
the  little  girl  was  unable  to  attend  school.  The  real  issue  was 
whether  the  ointment  was  a  proper  application  for  a  child's 
face  suffering  from  ringworm.  The  ointment  (nitrate  of 
mercury)  might  have  been  applied  to  the  scalp  of  an  adult, 
but  to  order  its  application  to  the  face  of  a  child  was  an  act 
of  as  great  negligence  as  could  possibly  be  conceived,  and 
could  only  result  in  the  destruction  of  the  tissues  of  the  face, 
which  had  actually  happened. 

Mrs.  Coleman  was  called,  and  gave  evidence  in  support  of 
counsel's  opening  statement.  In  cross-examination,  she 
denied  that  the  assistant  told  her  she  was  only  to  rub  the 
child's  face  with  a  little  of  the  ointment  on  a  rag,  wrapped 
round  her  finger,  twice  a  day,  and  to  stop  if  she  found  it 
made  the  skin  red. 

Dr.  T.  W.  Robins  deposed  to  attending  the  child  in 
September  last  for  ringworm.  He  noticed  a  scar  on  the 
left  temple,  and  being  informed  what  occasioned  it  asked  to 
see  the  ointment,  which  was  unguentum  hydrargyri  nitratis. 
Ointment  of  that  strength  should  not  have  been  supplied 
without  proper  directioEs.  In  the  case  of  old-standing  ring- 
worm in  an  older  person  on  the  scalp  the  ointment  might 
have  been  applied  with  safety.  But  it  should  never  have 
been  used  in  the  case  of  a  recent  ringworm  on  a  child's  face. 
Pcssibly  "  just  dabbed  on  "  and  wiped  off  by  a  skilled  person  it 
might  have  done  no  harm,  and  might  have  cured.  But  barm 
might  have  ensued  even  then.  It  was  an  ointment  he  never 
used.  The  ointment  was  so  strorg  that  it  was  usually  supplied 
to  the  medical  profession  by  the  wholesale  chemists  diluted 
with  paiaffin,  one  part  to  three.  The  ointment,  in  question 
was  not  diluted.   In  his  opinion  the  scar  would  be  permanent. 
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The  first  two  layers  of  the  skin  were  partially  destroyed,  the 
epidermis  wholly,  and  the  true  skin  partially.  According 
to  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  the  scar  would  always  be 
more  or  less  noticeable.  Cross-examined :  This  ointment 
was  not  in  common  use  for  ringworm,  but  he  had  heard 
of  its  being  used.  There  could  not  have  been  any  objection 
to  the  ointment  if  it  had  been  supplied  properly  diluted. 
He  did  not  think  the  scar  would  ever  disappear. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Harbord,  hon.  surgeon  to  the  London  Skin 
Hospital,  said  he  had  examined  Mrs.  Coleman's  child  in 
January  last.  On  the  left  cheek  he  found  a  scar  about  the 
size  of  a  shilling.  There  was  a  depression  and  a  destruction 
of  the  true  skin.  The  redness  at  the  centre  of  the  scar 
would  be  apparent  when  the  child  was  heated.  He  believed 
the  disfigurement  would  be  permanent.  Undoubtedly  the 
scar  was  caused  by  the  use  of  an  escharotic  ointment  to  an 
acute  inflammation  of  the  skin.  This  ointment  should  have 
been  four  or  five  times  diluted  before  being  applied  to  the  face. 
It  was  most  dangerous  to  supply  such  an  ointment  to  the 
public  for  application  to  an  inflammation.  Cross-examined : 
This  ointment  was  in  use  for  indolent  non  inflammatory  con- 
ditions of  the  skin. 

Mr.  Bateman,  chemist,  of  St.  Albans  Road,  Watford,  said 
Mrs.  Coleman  brought  her  little  girl  to  his  shop  in  August 
last.  There  was  a  red  sore  on  the  left  side  of  her  face.  It 
was  too  serious  for  him  to  deal  with.  He  had  had  over  thirty 
years'  experience  as  a  chemist,  but  he  had  never  known  this 
ointment  to  be  used. 

This  concluded  the  plaintiff's  case. 

Mr.  Macintyre,  for  the  defendant,  said  the  real  question  the 
jury  had  to  determine  was  whether  the  defendant  was  liable 
to  pay  damages  or  not.  They  would  have  to  consider 
whether  the  defendant's  manager  had  been  guilty  of  negli- 
gence in  supplying  the  ointment,  or  in  not  giving  proper 
directions  for  the  use  of  it,  so  as  to  render  his  employer 
liable  to  damages.  Mr.  Prince,  the  defendant's  manager, 
who  supplied  the  ointment,  was  a  gentleman  of  long 
experience  as  a  chemist.  He  instructed  Mrs.  Cole- 
man to  wrap  a  rag  round  her  finger,  dip  it  in  the 
ointment,  and  apply  it  lightly  to  the  child's  face,  and 
then  rub  it  off  again.  Defendant's  witnesses  generally 
admitted  that  if  this  had  been  done  no  harm  would  have 
ensued.  It  was  not  the  ointment  that  caused  the  scar ; 
it  was  its  improper  use.  Instead  of  following  the  directions 
that  had  been  given  her,  Mrs.  Coleman  proceeded  to  make 
a  sort  of  plaster  of  the  ointment,  and  left  it  on  her  child's 
cheek  for  hours. 

Mr.  F.  G.  Prince,  the  assistant  who  supplied  the  ointment, 
said  he  instructed  Mrs.  Coleman  to  wrap  a  rag  round  her 
finger,  to  dip  it  in  the  ointment,  and  apply  it  lightly  to  the 
child's  face|night  and  morning.  As  soon  as  the  place  became 
red  she  was  to  stop. 

Mr.  Coldwell,  the  defendant,  said  he  had  been  a  chemist 
for  thirty-one  years.  He  passed  his  examination  in  June, 
1868.  During  this  period  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  using 
this  ointment  in  cases  of  ringworm.  He  had  never  known 
the  use  of  this  ointment  do  harm.  If  the  ointment  were 
diluted,  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  strong  enough. 

Dr.  Robert  Buchanan,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Watford, 
said  he  examined  the  child  in  September  last.  There  was  a 
red  scar  on  her  left  cheek  about  the  size  of  a  shilling.  There 
was  a  slight  depression  and  some  destruction  of  the  tissues. 
He  did  not  think  the  scar  would  be  permanent,  but  it  would 
probably  last  some  years. 

Dr.  J.  Slowers,  of  Harley  Street,  and  physician  to  the  North- 
West  London  Hospital  for  diseases  of  the  skin,  said  he  had 
examined  the  child  in  December  and  again  to-day.  There 
was  little  alteration  in  the  scar.  But  most  probably  it  would 
disappear  during  the  next  three  or  four  years.  At  her  age 
scars  were  not  of  so  much  importance.  In  his  opinion  the 
defendant's  assistant  was  quite  justified  in  giving  this  oint- 
ment to  the  plaintiff's  mother.  If  properly  applied  it  was 
quite  a  proper  remedy. 

Dr.  Thirwell  Fyke,  another  authority  on  skin-diseases,  said 
he  had  prescribed  this  ointment  for  ringworm  for  many 
years,  and  had  never  known  ill-effects  to  follow  its  use.  It 
was  a  proper  remedy,  which  had  been  improperly  used. 

Counsel  having  addressed  the  jury,  his  Lordship  summed 
Bp. 

The  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for  51.  Judgment 
accordingly. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Sweet  Nitre  and  Camphorated  Oil. 
At  the  Pontefract  Police  Court,  on  April  8,  the  Doncaster 
Co  operative  Society  (Limited)  were  charged  with  having 
sold  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  the  analyst  certified  was 
If  per  cent,  deficient  of  nitrous  ether  and  contained  3  21 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  water.  The  defence  was  a  plea  of 
depreciation  from  evaporation.  The  spirit,  which  had  been 
obtained  a  year  ago,  had  not  been  tampered  with,  and  the 
depreciation  was  quite  accidental  and  entirely  unavoidable. 
Evidence  having  been  given  by  the  stores  manager  in  support 
0f  this  contention,  the  Bench  inflicted  a  fine  of  11.  10s. 


Leonard  Milnthorp,  grocer,  South  Kirkby,  was  also 
summoned  for  having  sold  camphorated  oil  which  contained 
only  4  percent,  of  camphor  and  93  per  cent,  of  olive  oil.  De- 
fendant pleaded  guilty,  and  a  fine  of  11.  2s.  was  imposed. 

At  Todmorden  Petty  Sessions,  on  April  6,  Mary  Hannah 
Walker,  a  small  shopkeeper,  was  summoned  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  which  was  certified  to  contain  only  1  per 
cent,  of  camphor  and  99  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil.  The 
defendant  said  she  was  quite  unaware  that  it  was  adulterated, 
and  had  bought  it  from  a  wholesale  dealer,  Mr.  Ballinger,  of 
Littleborough,  as  genuine  camphorated  oil.  A  fine  of  HQs. 
and  costs  was  imposed. 


Gregory's  Powder  and  Sal  Volatile. 
At  Otley,  on  April  7.  Walter  T.  Moore,  trading  as  a  chemist 
at  Yeadon,  was  summoned  for  selling  Gregory's  powder 
which  was  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  consist  of 
carbonate  of  magnesia  68  per  cent,  and  rhubarb  and 
ginger  32  per  cent.  It  was  explained  by  the  prosecuting 
inspector  that  the  B.P.  required  that  Gregory's  powder  be 
composed  of  67  per  cent,  of  calcined  magnesia  and  33  per 
cent,  of  rhubarb  and  ginger.  Some  of  the  Bench  expressed 
a  desire  to  know  the~difference  between  the  two  magnesias, 
but  the  inspector  could  only  tell  them  that  the  one  was 
cheaper  than  the  other.  The  prosecution  had  no  expert 
present  to  show  that  the  customer  was  prejudiced  by  being 
supplied  with  the  carbonate  instead  of  calcined.  The  solicitor 
for  the  defendant  explained  that  the  two  magnesias  were 
the  same,  except  that  the  calcined  magnesia  was  magnesia 
burnt.  The  carbonate  was  substituted  for  the  calcined, 
because  the  latter  caked  and  lost  its  properties,  whereas  in 
its  unburnt  and  virgin  state  (as  the  carbonate)  its  properties 
were  retained.  It  was  not  a  question  of  profit  but  of  what 
was  better  for  the  customer,  and  he  called  the  defendant  and 
Dr.  Usher,  both  of  whom  considered  the  carbonate  the 
better  form  of  the  two.    The  case  was  dismissed. 

Mr.  Moore  was  also  charged  with  selling  sal  volatile 
which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to  be  of  a  specific  gravity  of 
0  8859,  instead  of  0  888  to  0  893,  as  the  Pharmacopeia 
required.  The  sample  required  for  neutralisation  only  two- 
thirds  of  the  amount  of  acid  required  in  an  article  of  BP. 
quality,  thus  showing  that  it  contained  only  two-tbirds  of  the 
amount  of  the  active  ingredients  of  the  genuine  B.P.  article. 
For  the  defence  it  was  submitted  that  as  sal  volatile  was  a 
spirit,  and  was  only  sold  in  very  small  quantities,  every  time 
the  stopper  of  the  bottle  was  removed  evaporation  took  place, 
which  would  account  for  the  reduction  of  the  specific 
gravity.  Evidence  in  support  of  this  contention  was  given 
by  the  defendant  and  Mr.  Humphries,  manager  for  Bleasdale 
&  Co.,  wholesale  druggists  and  chemical-manufacturers, 
York.  The  latter  said  his  firm  supplied  Mr.  Moore  with  the 
sal  volatile  in  question,  which  was  made  according  to  the 
B.P.  Evaporation  would  take  place  every  time  the  stopper 
of  the  bottle  was  removed.    This  case  was  also  dismissed. 


Ground  Ginger. 
At  Barnsley,  on  April  10,  the  adjourned  case  against  Ernest 
Broadbent,  shopkeeper,  Thurlstone,  for  selling  ginger  which 
Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  the  Sheffield  county  analyst,  certified  con- 
sisted of  50  per  cent,  genuine  ginger  and  50  per  cent,  ot 
ginger  which  had  been  divested  of  its  pungent  principle, 
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came  up  for  hearing.  At  the  previous  hearing,  on  January  23 
Mr.  Reed,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  who  had  obtained  the 
.ginger  from  Messrs.  Peek  Brothers  &  Winch  (Limited),  spice- 
merchants,  London,  submitted  that  he  had  been  unable  to 
obtain  an  analysis  of  the  sample  left  with  him,  because  of  a 
league  among  the  public  analysts  of  the  country,  who  would 
not  give  evidence  against  each  other.  On  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  Reed,  the  case  was  adjourned  and  the  sample  sent  to 
Somerset  House.  The  Somerset  House  analysis  was  now  put 
in,  and  was  as  follows : —

The  microscopic  and  physical  characters  of  the  sample  indicate 
that  it  belongs  to  one  of  the  lower-grade  descriptions  of  com- 
mercial ginger.  The  amounts  soluble  in  alcohol  and  ether 
respectively  are  equal  to  that  found  in  genuine  ginger  of  this 
class,  and  afford  no  evidence  that  the  sample  has  been  exhausted 
with  alcohol.  The  proportions  of  matter  soluble  in  water  and  of 
ash  soluble  in  water  are  lower  than  we  have  found  in  unwashed 
ginger,  but  as  these  amounts  are  easily  reduced  by  the  ordinary 
washing  of  the  ginger  which  usually  occurs  before  grinding,  they 
do  not,  in  our  opinion,  afford  evidence  that  the  sample  in  question 
is  a  mixture  of  genuine  ground  ginger,  and  ginger  exhausted  of 
its  pungent  principles.  The  microscopic  and  analytical  results 
are  consistent  with  the  conclusion  that  the  simple  in  question  is  a 
''  washed  "  Japan  or  similar  low-grade  ginger. 

On  this  the  defendant's  solicitor  suggested  that  the  prose- 
cution should  be  withdrawn,  but  it  had  been  gone  on  with, 
lit  beiDg  stated  that  the  Somerset  House  analysis  corroborated 
Mr.  Allen's  certificate. 

i  Mr.  Wardle,  for  the  prosecution,  referring  to  allegations 
pf  defendant's  solicitor  about  a  league  amongst  public 
analysts,  asked  that  evidence  in  rebuttal  of  that  statement 
jbe  admitted.  If  the  prosecution  were  withdrawn,  serious 
Injury  would  be  done  to  the  public,  and  wrong  would  be 
"one  to  the  analyst  himself. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  said  there  was  not  the 
lightest  truth  in  the  allegation  that  there  was  any  under- 
tanding  amongst  members  of  the  Society  of  Public 
nalysts  that  they  should  not  give  evidence  against  each 
ther.  It  was  absolutely  false.  It  was  a  lie.  He  supported 
is  certificate,  and  said  he  had  examined  hundreds  of 
amples  of  ground  ginger,  but  never  had  such  a  bad  sample 
s  this.  The  Somerset  House  certificate  corroborated  his, 
far  as  it  went,  but  he  had  expressed  his  conclusion  in 
ifferent  terms. 

Evidence  endorsing  Mr.  Allen's  statements  was  given  by 
')r.  Bernard  Dyer,  Dr.  Otto  Hehner,  and  Mr.  Bevan  (analyst 
or  Middlesex),  but  after  hearing  Mr.  Reed,  who  argued  that 
iomerset  House  was  the  proper  authority  to  guide  the 
iench  in  such  a  case,  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case,  but 
sfused  costs,  the  Chairman  saying  it  was  a  proper  case  to 
ring  before  them. 


Oil  op  Jumper, 
■t  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court,  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr. 
torace  Smith,  the  adjourned  summons  against  Parke's  Drug- 
oores  (Limited),  of  151  High  Street,  Kensington,  for  selling 
il  of  juniper  not  of  the  quality  required  under  the  B.P.  was 
aard.  _  The  Islington  Vestry,  who  prosecuted,  alleged  that 
ie  article  sold  to  one  of  their  inspectors  was  not  oil  of 
sniper-berries,  but  a  mixture  of  turpentine  and  some  other 
;>mmodity  not  determined.  The  defence  was  that  the 
'•tide  sold  was  that  usually  sold  in  chemists'  shops  at  a 
leap  price. 

Mr.  Bramall  appeared  to  prosecute,  and  Mr.  Hicks 
tended. 

j0';  Teed  .again  gave  evidence,  and  was  asked  by  Mr.  Hicks 
nether  this  and  many  other  pharmacopceial  articles  used  in 
edicine  were  not  used  also  for  other  purposes,  and  if  in 
en  cases  the  B.P.  articles  are  not  required.  Carbolic  acid 
danced  °g'  ^  collodiotl  for  Photography,  were 
Dr.  Teed  said  :  I  den't  know  cf  any  use  for  collodion 


beyond  that  for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  It  is  not  used  for 
photographic  purposes. 

Mr.  Hicks  :  Oh,  indeed. 

Witness:  Only  by  old-fashioned  people. 

Mr.  Hicks:  All  old-fashioned  people  are  not  dead,  are 
they  ?    (Laughter.)    Are  there  not  two  grades  of  alum  ? 

Witness :  Both  answer  all  the  B.P.  tests. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Do  you  know  of  any  use  for  oil  of  juniper- 
wood  except  to  use  as  the  spurious  oil  ? 

Mr.  Teed  :  None  at  all. 

Mr.  Hicks  said  the  oil  was  distilled  from  the  berries  and 
twigs  mixed,  and  was  used  for  veterinary  purposes  in  a  large 
way. 

Mr.  Bramall :  I  think  I  have  satisfied  you  that  it  was 
sold  as  a  drug. 

Mr.  Sidney  Morgan,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Harker,  Stagg 
&  Morgan,  of  Laurence  Pountney  Lane,  stated  that  he  sold 
oil  of  juniper  and  oil  of  juniper-berry,  the  former  being  much 
cheaper  than  the  latter. 

Mr.  Hicks :  Is  oil  of  juniper  sold  very  largely  by  chemists  ? 
— Yes. 

And  this  oil  of  juniper-berry:  it  is  a  distillation  from  the 
twig  and  the  berry  1 — I  should  not  like  to  say  what  it  is 
distilled  from. 

But  it  is  not  pure  oil  ? — No. 

Mr.  Bramall :  If  I  wrote  and  asked  you  for  oil  of  juniper, 
what  would  you  send  ? — -The  commercial  oil. 

You  would  not  write  and  ask  what  I  wanted? — Oh,  no. 

How  would  you  invoice  it  ? — By  what  was  ordered. 

Does  your  oil  of  juniper- wood  contain  70  to  80  per  cent, 
of  turpentine  ? — I  should  not  like  to  say.  Oil  of  juniper- 
berry  must  be  a  superior  article,  because  the  B.P.  is  always 
trying  to  improve. 

Oil  of  juniper-wood  is  not  recognised  in  the  B.P.  1 — No. 

Mr.  Hicks :  Is  there  such  a  thing  as  oil  of  juniper  distilled 
from  the  unripe  berry  ? — No.* 

You  are  sure  there  is  no  such  thing  1 — Yes  ;  sure. 

Mr.  Hicks :  I  am  instructed  it  is  a  mistake  in  the  B  P. 

Mr.  Smith :  You  had  better  not  say  that,  or  you  might  get 
into  trouble.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Hicks  :  It  is,  nevertheless,  a  fact  that  it  is  a  mistake  of 
the  B.P. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Then  I  am  surprised. 

Mr.  Hicks :  I  am  positive  there  is  no  such  thing  as  oil  of 
juniper  from  the  unripe  green  fruit. 

Mr.  John  Slinger  Ward,  chemist,  of  101  Whitecross  Street, 
said  he  knew  that  the  B  P.  was  wrong. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  positively  the  B.P. 
is  wrong  1 — Yes. 

What  do  you  say  is  wrong  ? —  Unripe. 

Mr.  Hicks :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  Messrs.  Schimmel,  prac- 
tically the  largest  oil-distillers  in  the  world,  say  that  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  oil  of  juniper  distilled  from  the  unripe  green 
fruit  1 — Yes. 

Mr.  Alexander  Gunn,  of  the  firm  of  Lorimer  &  Co.,  said 
he  had  tested  the  oil  of  juniper,  and  found  that  it  was  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  B.P. 

Mr.  Smith :  Which  sample  ? 

Witness  :  The  incriminating  sample. 

Mr.  Smith :  Dear  me ! 

Mr.  Bramall :  Would  you  say  that  this  was  oil  of  juniper- 
berry  ! — No;  I  should  say  not.  Why  not,  if  it  answers  all 
the  tests  ? — That  is  more  than  I  can  say,  I  am  sure.  Does 
this  oil  rotate  to  the  right  1 — Yes.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
genuine  oil  of  juniper  does  not  rotate  to  the  right  at  all  ? — It 
may  be  so  ;  I  am  not  sure.  Do  you  know  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  ? — Oh,  yes.  And  do  you  know  that  they  decry 
the  sale  of  sophisticated  drugs  ? — Yes ;  I  believe  they  do. 
And  do  you  know  that  they  say  that  the  buyers  of  essential 
oils  will  have  to  be  careful — that  the  prosecution  of  the 
retailers  was  only  the  beginning  of  the  end — that  a  shoddy 
article  should  be  sold  as  such  ? — Yes ;  it  is  so. 

Mr.  Hicks  :  That  is  my  case  unless  my  friend  is  going  to 
bring  any  rebutting  evidence. 

Mr.  Bramall :  I  have  nothing  to  rebut. 

Mr.  Hicks  :  The  question,  then,  is,  Did  the  purchaser  get 
what  he  asked  for  ?  Did  he  expect  the  beet  oil  of  juniper  or 
what  is  sold  in  ordinary  commerce  1    1  say  that  it  was  what 

*  The  B.P.  describes  oil  of  juniper  as  "  the  oil  distilled  from 
the  unripe  green  fruit  of  Juniperus  communis." 
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is  sold  in  the  ordinary  way  everywhere 
not  oil  of  iuniper-berry. 

Mr.  Smith :  I  find  as  a  fact  that  the  article  asked  for 
was  a  drug,  and  was  ;uked  for  as  a  drug.  The  article 
supplied  was  not  a  drug;  it  is  admitted  it  was  not  a 
drug.  It  was  a  commercial  article,  which  might  do  harm 
or  might  do  good. 

Mr.  Hicks :  Do  you  find  that  he  asked  for  a  drug  and 
did  not  get  it  ? 

Mr.  Smith  :  Yes.  . 

Mr.  Hicks:  Not  that  he  asked  for  oil  of  ]unip3r,  and 
did  not  get  it  ? 

Mr  Smith  :  I  find  that  he  asked  for  a  drug  to  D3  used 
internally,  and  was  not  supplied  with  it. 

Mr.  Hicks:  This  case  is  brought  to  test  whether  the 
commercial  oil  may  be  sold. 

Mr.  Smith :  I  cannot  help  what  it  is  brought  for. 

Mr.  Hicks :  You  can  only  show  as  an  inference  that  the  oil 
was  asked  for  as  a  drug. 

Mr.  Smith  :  If  I  go  into  a  shop  for  rhubarb  I  do  not  expect 
to  get  a  doorstep-cleaner. 

Mr.  Bramall :  I  can  prove  two  previous  convictions  for 
selling  drugs  not  in  conformity  with  the  B  P. 

Mr.  Smith :  Oh,  the  offence  is  not  great.  Fined  11.  Is. 
and  51.  5s  costs. 

The  summons  against  the  company  for  selling  oil  of 
almonds  was  adjourned  for  a  fortnight,  and  the  summonses 
against  two  chemists  for  selling  oil  of  juniper  under  similar 
circumstances  were  adjourned  to  the  same  date. 

Herbert  Baker,  chemist,  of  682  Holloway  Road,  pleaded 
guilty  to  selling  almond  oil  and  oil  of  juniper  not  in  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.  He  was  fined 
10s.  and  12s.  Qd.  costs  in  each  case. 


The  Castner=Kellner  Alkali  Company  (Limi  = 
ted)  v.  The  Commercial  Development  Cor= 
poration  (Limited). 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  on  Thursday,  judgment  was  given 
in  the  appeal  by  the  defendants  in  this  action  from  an  order 
of  Mr.  Justice  Bigham,  who  had  granted  an  injunction  in 
respect  of  the  alleged  infringement  of  Carl  Kellner's  patent 
for  an  invention  of  improvements  on  the  electrolytic  ap- 
paratus for  decomposing  alkaline  salts.  The  defendants, 
whilst  denying  infringement,  contended  that  the  plaintiffs' 
patents  were  bad  for  disconformity.  It  was  submitted  on 
their  behalf  that  Kellner's  patent  was  bad,  because,  though 
it  differed  from  a  prior  patent  (Castner's),  it  involved  no 
substantial  invention  within  the  statute  of  monopolies,  nor 
was  any  substantial  increase  of  utility  shown  over  Castner's 
patent. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  his  judgment,  said  that  the 
action  was  brought  under  very  unusual  circumstances.  The 
plaintiffs'  patent  sued  upon  had  never  been  used  commerci- 
ally because  a  prior  patent  belonging  to  the  plaintiffs  had 
been  found  to  answer  their  purposes  better,  but  this  prior 
patent  was  not  relied  upon  by  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action. 
Moreover,  the  defendants  had  not  begun  work,  so  that  no 
infringement,  in  fact,  could  be  proved  They  had,  however, 
constructed  some  apparatus  according  to  another  patent, 
Rhodin's  of  1896,  and  they  had  admitted  that  they  intended 
to  use  this  apparatus.  Kellner's  patent  was  for  making  an 
open-mouthed  vessel  containing  an  electrofied  solution  of 
salt  over  a  stationary  layer  of  mercury  covered  over  fresh- 
water. The  vessel  is  to  be  moved  in  such  a  way  that  the 
electrofied- salt  solution  shall  be  in  contact  with  part  of  the 
mercury  for  a  time,  and  then  be  shifted  to  another  part 
whilst  the  mercury  is  acted  upon  by  the  salt-water, 
and  converted  into  an  amalgam  of  mercury  and  sodium, 
or  be  brought  into  contact  with  the  fresh  water  so  as  to 
decompose  the  amalgam  into  mercury  and  soda  in  solution. 
This  invention,  so  far  as  he  could  judge,  was  novel  and  use- 
ful. Having  discussed  the  differences  between  this  inven- 
tion and  that  which  the  defendants  ussd,  his  Lordship  said 
an  invention  for  keeping  the  mercury  still  could  not  be  an 
invention  for  keeping  it  moving,  and  he  found  that  the 
defendants'  apparatus  could  not  be  worked  with  advantage 
unless  the  mercury  was  kept  in  rapid  motion.  In  his 
opinion,  the  judgment  ought  to  be  reversed,  and  judgment 


entered  for  the  defendants  with  costs,  and  the  plaintiff* 
must  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal. 

Lord  Justice  Rigby  concurred,  with  a  judgment  of  some 
length. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  differed,  and  explained 
his  reasons  for  so  doing  in  an  exhaustive  judgment,  which 
he  then  withdraw. 

Judgment  was  then  entered  for  the  defendants  in  accord- 
ance with  the  finding  of  the  majority  of  the  Court. 


Delay  in  Supply  of  Iron  Girders. 

On  April  6,  at  the  Oldham  County  Court,  Messrs  Kay, 
Bowes  &  Co.,  iron-merchants,  Manchester,  sued  Messrs. 
Hulme  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Oldham,  for  the  price  of 
certain  iron  goods  supplied  in  connection  with  the  alteration 
of  defendants'  premises.  There  was  a  counterclaim  by 
Hulme  &  Co.  for  221.  9s.  Id., damages  for  breach  of  plaintiffs' 
contract  to  deliver  ironwork  within  a  certain  time.  It  was 
intimated  that  the  claim  of  the  plaintiffs  had  been  paid,  and 
the  only  matter  for  the  Court  to  decide  was  the  counter- 
claim. 

The  case  of  Messrs.  Hulme  &  Co.  was  that  they  were 
making  extensive  alterations  on  their  premises,  and  ordered 
a  quantity  of  iron  girders  from  Kay,  Bowes  &  Co.,  which 
were  to  be  supplied  within  fourteen  days  of  the  order. 
Their  contention  was  that  the  order  was  not  carried  out 
until  long  after  the  fourteen  days,  and  that  loss  was  conse- 
quently sustained  in  bricklayers'  wages,  labourers'  wages, 
storage,  and  loss  of  trade. 

Mr.  Kay,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  gave  evidence  to  show  that 
no  definite  order  was  given  by  Hulme  &  Co.,  and  that  it  was 
because  of  want  of  definite  orders  that  the  material  was  not 
supplied  within  the  time  specified. 

His  Honour  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
a  breach  of  contract,  but  he  considered  11.  v.-ould  be 
sufficient  to  cover  the  claim.  Judgment  was  accordingly 
entered  for  the  defendants  for  that  amount.

Fine  fossil  amber  is  the  basis  of  the  varnish, 
Mr.  Whitelaw  says.  Seven  or  eight  coats  of  this  varnish,  or 
(more,  are  used  by  violin-makers,  who  rub  them  down  and 
polish  with  tripoli  and  oil. 

Mr.  Wm.  Hindle,  chemist,  Gorleston,  started  in  January 
last  for  a  trip  to  Odessa,  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  in  the 
large  iron  screw-steamer  Science,  owned  by  Messrs.  Westcott 
«&  Lawrance,  of  London.  The  vessel  touched  at  Malta,  and 
also  stopped  at  Alexandria.  From  the  latter  place  Mr. 
Hindle  took  a  trip  to  Cairo  and  the  Nile.  Here  he  caught  a 
violent  cold,  and  after  resuming  the  voyage  became  so  indis- 
posed that  when  the  next  stop  was  made,  at  Constantinople, 
Mr.  Hindle  decided  to  journey  home  overland.  The  steamer 
in  which  he  would  have  returned  was  run  down  by  the 
British  steamer  Daybreak,  off  Lisbon,  whilst  on  her  voyage 
back,  and  sunk.  The  crew  were  rescued  and  taken  into 
Lisbon.

By  an  agreement  between 
the  late  Mr.  Cadbury  and  the  surviving  partner,  Mr.  George 
Cadbury,  it  was  provided  that  on  the  death  of  either  the 
business  of  Cadbury  Brothers  should  be  at  once  converted 
into  a  private  limited-liability  company, [all  the  shares  beirig 
held  by  members  of  the  family. 

Mr.  Hills  was  not  quite  correct  when  he  said  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  meeting  on  Wednesday  that  Mr.  T. 
Maben,  who  has  retired  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland,  was  the  oldest  examiner.  Mr.  John  Nesbit  has  that 
distinction,  he  having  joined  the  Board  some  years  before 
Mr.  Maben.  They  caught  Mr.  Maben  young  when  they  put 
him  on  the  Board,  and  althoagh  he  retires  after  fifteen  years' 
experience  he  is  not  yet  many  years  on  the  wrong  side  of 
forty.  We  understand  that  Mr.  Maben  is  leaving  Hawick 
for  Glasgow,  partly  in  order  that  his  c^i'dren  may  have  the 
advantages  of  the  educational  facilif.e;  presented  by  a 
university  city.  The  principal  reason,  however,  is  that  Mr. 
Maben  is  to  join  Mr.  T.  S.  Banie,  as  ci-priocipal  of  the  West 
of  Scotland  College  of  Pharmacy,  157  St.  Vincent  Street, 
Glasgow,  and  he  will  enter  on  his  duties  in  that  institution 
on  August  1.  Mr.  Maben  has  long  taken  an  interest  in 
education,  and  many  years  ago  conducted  classes  under  tbe 
Science  and  Art  Department  in  Hawick,  after  studying  for 
some  time  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  London.  He  is 
at  present  Chairman  of  the  Hawick  Burgh  School  Board.  His 
work  in  connection  with  pharmacy,  especially  the  B.P.C. 
Formulary  Committee,  is  well  known  to  pharmacists. 

The  partnership  between  Messrs.  Wills  &  Vv'ootton,  of  the 
Westminster  College,  expires  on  June  30,  after  which  date 
Mr.  Wills  will  con- 
tinue the  College. 
Mr.  Henry  Woot- 
ton,B. Sc.,  who  has

Compatibilities  of  Digitoxin. 

Sib,— On  page  507  of  jour  issue  of  March  25  there  is  an 
inquiry  regarding  the  incompatibilities  of  digitoxin.  The 
following  information  may  be  of  interest : — 

The  administration  of  digitoxin  with  mineral  and  organic 
acids  is  to  be  avoided,  as  both  cause  decomposition  of  the 
digitoxin.  Its  administration  with  vegetable  infusions  is 
also  not  advisable,  as  such  infusions  mostly  contain  tannin, 
and  the  efficacy  of  the  digitoxin  is  thereby  diminished. 

Digitoxin  is  best  administered  in  alcoholic  mixtures,  as  it 
is  soluble  in  alcohol. 

Further,  it  may  be  recommended  in  compressed  tablets 
with  sugar  of  milk,  kaolin,  or  terra  silicea.

>laced  where  it  is,  was  as  a  warning  to  fishers,  few,  if  any, 
if  whom  would  ever  see  it,  because,  reaching  the  water 
vhere  it  bounds  the  common,  they  would  naturally  proceed 
nlong  the  bank  of  the  stream,  where  no  prohibition  is 
>osted,  and  probably  never  go  along  the  road  at  all.  Judge 
ay  surprise  when  my  very  intelligent  friend  told  me  that 
iobody  was  ever  interfered  with  for  fishing  in  the  river,  and 
hat  the  notice  was  there  "  to  prevent  strangers  taking  dogs 
>n  to  the  hills."   This  true  tale  serves  well  as  a  parable  to 
llustrate  the  present  position  of  pharmacy-law  in  this 
ountry,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill  would  have  its 
nalogue  if  the  head  gamekeeper  on  the  estate  referred  to 
rere  to  suggest  to  his  employer  to  nail  another  board  to  the 
>ost  stating  that  the  notice  on  the  board  above  does  not 


mean  what  it  purports,  but  that  it  is  there  to  prevent  dogs 
being  taken  on  to  the  hills.

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Mr.  Frederick  Davis,  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Chemistry 
Ludgate  Circus,  E  C,  sends  us  a  copy  of  a  letter  he  has  ad- 
dressed to  "  The  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  upon 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act."  [We  may  state  that  the 
Committee  to  which  the  Amendment  Bill  is  referred  is  not  a 
Select  Committee,  but  is  the  Standing  Committee  on  Trade. 
The  Chairman  of  that  Committee  is  hardly  likely  to  propose 
any  amendments;  it  would  be  better  to  communicate  with 
some  sympathetic  member.]  Mr.  Davis  writes  in  respect  to 
the  prosecution  of  chemists  for  supplying  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre,  Gregory's  powder,  and  calcined  magnesia  said  to  be 
not  of  the  quality  of  the  article  demanded.  He  adds :  "  I 
know  positively,  from  the  experience  of  fifteen  years  in 
defending  these  men,  that  in  many  cases  the  substance  has 
in  no  way  been  tampered  with,  and  that  the  decomposition, 
when  present,  is  due  to  spontaneous  changes  which,  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business,  cannot  be  obviated."  Mr.  Davis 
then  explains  how  the  ethyl  nitrite  escapes  from  the  spirit 
of  nitrous  ether,  and  how  the  oxide  of  magnesium  in  the 
Gregory's  powder,  when  exposed  to  the  atmotphere,  absorbs 
moisture  and  carbonic-acid  gas,  becoming  converted  into 
hydroxide  and  carbonate  of  magnesia.  He  suggests  that  the 
purchasing  inspector  should  be  required  to  ask  for  the 
freshly-prepared  substance  or  compound,  and  that  in  all 
cases  the  bottle  or  receptacle  should  be  quite  full  and 
properly  corked,  and  that  the  substance  should  be  analysed 
and  reported  upon  within  twelve  hours  of  the  purchase.  He 
further  advocates  that  milk  to  which  a  preservative  has 
been  added  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  sold  for  invalids  or 
young  children  unless  bearing  a  label  stating  the  fact.

T.  J.  B.  sends  us  a  specimen  of  a  Natal  root 
which  is  much  used  by  natives  there  "  in  dysentery  of  man 
and  beast;  also  in  the  preparation  of  isebebe,  a  snake- bite 
remedy,  which  is  made  by  grinding  the  head  of  a  poisonous 
snake,  and  adding  some  cf  this  root  powdered.  After  a 
native  is  bitten  he  cuts  all  round  the  limb  above  the  wound, 
and  rubs  a  little  of  the  powder  into  the  cuts  ;  he  then  takes 
a  small  pinch  of  it  in  water."  [The  specimen  which  our 
correspondent  sends  contains  several  things.  One  is  a  plant, 
with  the  root  attached,  of  a  species  of  Elephantorrhiza  allied 
to  E.  Burchellii.  It  is  a  leguminous  plant  which  created 
consiierable  interest  at  the  time  of  the  Colonial  and  Indian 
Exhibition  in  1883  as  a  tanning-material.  The  root  is  the 
part  employed,  and  is  known  under  the  name  of  "Elands 
Bontjes";  it  contains  25-37  per  cent,  of  tannin.  The 
leaflets  of  the  plant  sent  for  determination  are  somewhat 
smaller  than  those  of  E.  Burchellii.  The  small  piece  of 
detached  root  said  to  be  included  in  the  preparation  of 
isebebe,  and  used  in  the  treatment  of  snake-bite,  may 
perhaps  belong  to  the  same  natural  order  as  the  above,  and 
be  afforded  by  a  species  of  Acacia.  It  would  be  well  to 
forward,  if  obtainable,  leaves  and  flowers  of  the  plant,  so 
that  its  identity  may  be  accurately  determined.  But, 
probably,  the  foregoing  may  satisfy  our  correspondent. 
Experience  of  native  remedies  is  that  they  are  much  over- 
rated. In  this  case,  the  head  of  the  serpent,  being  "  the 
hair  of  the  dog  that  bit,"  may  be  the  real  antidote  to  the 
little  poison  remaining  after  the  environment  of  the  wound 
is  scooped  out,  and  the  tannin  in  the  root  accounts  fcr  its 
antidysenteric  properties  ]

QUININE  still  commands  the  situation,  thanks  to  the  fact 
that  the  German  manufacturers  on  Monday  afternoon 
reduced  their  quotation  by  3d.  per  oz.  This  was  arranged 
without  the  knowledge  of  their  English  confreres — a  fact 
which  is  generally  regarded  as  discourteous.  English 
makers  maintain  that  the  reduction  is  unjustifiable,  because 
quinine  sulphate  costs  to  produce,  on  the  basis  of  the  Z\d. 
unit,  not  less  than  Is.  l\d.  per  cz.  The  feeling  generally  is 
that  the  German  move  was  an  attempt  to  bear  the  market. 
We  say  "was"  advisedly,  because  by  Tuesday  the  agents  in 
London  were  sparing  in  their  sales,  and  no  maker  is  at  all 
anxious  to  sell.  The  speculative  market  is  quiet,  the 
closing  price  being  Is.  5d.  In  connection  with  this  matter 
an  almost  unprecedented  event  has  happened,  two  Mincing 
Lane  brokers  having  issued  reviews  of  the  situation  this  week. 
Messrs.  C.  M.  &  C.  Woodhouse  in  their  review  print  the 
monthly  exports  of  bark  from  Java  from  1896  to  date,  the 
imports  and  exports  of  bark  to  and  from  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Holland,  the  exports  of  quinine  and  quinine  salts  from 
Germany,  and  statistics  regarding  London  stocks  of  bark 
and  quinine.    In  the  course  of  the  prefatory  note  they  fay : — 

The  very  large  speculative  transactions  in  quinine  reported  are  esti- 
mated to  amount  to  upwards  of  4,000,000  oz.  (sales  and  resales  1. 
During  the  last  week  there  has  been  a  reaction,  and  some  small 
holders,  disappointed  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  exports  of  baric 
from  Java  for  March,  have  rather  pressed  their  quinine  on  the  mar- 
ket, and  some  business  was  reported  at  a  decline  of  about  id.  per  oz. 
This  fall  has  again  brought  in  buyers,  and  half  the  decline  has 
been  recovered.  Bark  has  also  met  with  a  strong  demand  from 
manufacturers,  but  has  not  attracted  so  much  attention  from 
speculators.  From  whatever  point  it  is  regarded,  the  statistical 
position  appears  exceptionally  strong.  Thus  in  1897—98  the  total 
exports  of  bark  from  United  Kingdom  and  Holland  have  exceeded 
the  imports,  therefore  the  various  manufacturers  of  quinine  in 
England  and  Holland  have  had  to  supply  their  requirements  out 
of  stocks.  Also  it  seems  from  the  exports  of  quinine  and  quinine- 
salts  from  Germany,  that  lately  the  manufacturers  there  have 
been  drawing  on  their  stocks  of  bark  and  quinine  to  fulfil  their 
engagements  for  export,  in  addition  to  the  sales  they  have  made  in 
Germany.  These  facts  lead  us  to  the  conclusion  that,  at  any 
rate  with  bark  below  1;?.  per  unit,  and  with  quinine  selling  under 
Is.  per  oz.,  consumption  has  overtaken  production.  The  problem 
that  now  has  to  be  solved  is,  what  advance  in  prices  of  quinine 
and  bark  will  be  necessary  to  check  the  consumption  of  the  one, 
or  to  attract  largely-increased  supplies  of  the  other?  The  answer 
to  that  question  cannot  be  known  for  a  good  many  months,  i.e., 
until  we  know  the  exact  condition  of  cinchona-planting  in 
Java. 

Messrs.  Wilson,  Smithett  &  Co.'s  review  is  briefer  than 
their  neighbours',  and  is  also  historical.  They  examine  all 
sources  of  bark,  and  indulge  in  a  little  statistical  prophecy 
by  sajiDg  that  there  is  no  sign  of  Java's  output  increasing 
this  year.  East  India  will  send  us  less  than  last  year, 
Ceylon  is  likely  to  do  the  same,  and  when  the  disturbances 
in  Ecuador  are  suppressed  we  may  get  more  Calisaya  bark, 
but,  taking  everything  into  consideration, 

the  main  facts  deduced  are  that  the  visible  supply  of  bark  is 
seriously  reduced,  while  the  whole  of  the  large  supplies  of  the  last 
few  years  have  been  entirely  absorbed,  and  stocks  in  the  two  ports 
of  Amsterdam  and  London  very  much  depleted  ;  these  can  only 
be  made  up  by  a  wholesale  harvesting  in  Java  which  would  entail 
a  sacrifioe  of  future  supplies,  which  we  cannot  consider  possible 
in  any  way,  and  which  would  moreover  ensure,  for  several  future 
years,  an  absolute  famine  of  the  raw  material. 

The  only  further  observation  that  need  be  stated  here 
regarding  the  week's  transactions  is  trial  German  manufac- 
turers are  reported  to  be  buying  back  quinine  that  they  bad 
sold  for  April  and  May,  which,  if  true,  is  not  inconsistent 
with  their  reduction  of  price. 

Drug-auctions  were  held  to-day,  and  the  report  of  them  is 
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appended.  The  supplies  were  large.  As  to  other  movements 
we  must  allow  the  subjoined  table  to  speak : —

Business  Improving. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  March  again  bear  witness  to 
the  steady  revival  of  the  country's  trade.  Although  the 
imports  show  a  shrinkage  of  1,474,067/.  (accounted  for  by 
the  fall  in  the  price  of  wheat),  the  exports  increased  by 
1,490,5362.  The  imports  were  41,492.388-?.,  against 
43.412,8292.  in  March,  1898,  and  the  exports  22,324,4012. 
against  20,833,8652.  For  the  three  months  ending  March  31 
the  imports  were  valued  at  118  242,5842.,  as  compared  with 
119,099,2092.  for  a  similar  period  of  1898,  and  the  exports  of 
British  and  Irish  produce  and  manufactures  amounted  to 
62,054  0412.  (including  2,224,2892 ,  the  value  of  new  ships  not 
recorded  prior  to  1899),  as  compared  with  57  707,118/.  for 
the  three  months  ended  March  31,  1898.  The  exports  of 
foreign  and  colonial  merchandise  for  the  three  months 
amounted  to  16,240,6402.,  as  compared  with  15,110,7722.  in 
1898.  There  were  in  March  increases  in  the  imports  of  alkali  by 
2,511  cwt. ;  brimstone,  4,670  c wt. ;  gum  arabic,  5,211  cwt. ;  resin, 
185,643  cwt. ;  and  unenumerated  drugs,  7,0992. ;  while  the  de- 
creases are  more  numerous  and  heavy — viz.,  ginger  by  5,077 
cwt. ;  pepper,  112,545  cwt. ;  unenumerated  spices,  268  595  lbs. ; 
quicksilver,  745,230  lbs.  (64,0422  )  ;  borax,  6  574  cwt. ;  chemi- 
cal manufactures,  4,3592. ;  cocoanut  oil,  24,342  cwt. ;  olive 
oil,  1,026  tuns  ;  palm  oil,  18,013  cwt. ;  petroleum,  670,603 
gallons  ;  turpentine,  3,901  cwt. ;  Peruvian  bark,  3,897  cwt. ; 
and  gum  lac,  6,545  cwt.  Among  exports  alkali  shows  a 
decrease  of  43,646  cwt.,  or  8,8442.,  the  amount  shipped 
during  March  being  302,227  cwt.,  against  345,873  cwt.  in 
1898,  and  474,790  cwt.  in  1897;  the  total  for  the  three 
months  is  841,795  cwt.,  as  compared  with  966,717  cwt.  for 
1898  The  shipments  to  the  United  States  decreased  by 
25,260  cwt. ;  Russia.  5,148  cwt.  ;  Sweden  and  Norway, 
1,071  cwt. ;  Germany,  13,150  cwt. ;  France,  968  cwt.  ;  Canada, 
308  cwt.  On  the  other  hand,  the  exports  to  Holland 
increased  by  2  495  cwt,;  Spain,  2  585  cwt.;  and  Italy, 
1,62B  cwt.  Sulphate-of-copper  shipments  fell  off  by  2,821 
fcwit.,  the  figures  beiDg  8,912  tons,  against  11,733  tons  in 
L898,  and  11861  tons  in  1897.  Bleaching  materials  increase d 
>y  27,239  cwt ,  or  2,7952.,  the  amount  shipped  being  117,128 
wt.,  as  compared  with  89.889  cwt.  Drugs  and  medicinal 
reparations  were  shipped  to  the  value  of  94,9262 ,  as  against 
•3,5402.,  or  an  increase  of  1,3862.  "  Other  articles  "  included 
inder  chemicals  show  an  improvement  of  1,1302.  The 
gures  regarding  soap  indicate  that  the  export  trade  is  still 
rowing,  shipments  for  March  showing  an  augmentation  of 
3,270  cwt,  or  10,6452.,  the  value  for  the  month  being 
eturned  at  81,7342.,  as  against  71,0892.

"Antipyrin"  as  a  Trade=mark. 

We  have  received  a  copy  of  Mr.  J.  Riedel's  periodical 
trade-report,  which  is  an  interesting  review  of  the  markets 
during  the  past  quarter.  In  the  course  of  it  reference  is 
made  to  the  antipyrin  trade-mark.  "  The  question,"  says 
the  report,  "as  to  the  use  of  the  word  "Antipyrin"  as  a 
trade-mark  has  attracted  attention  even  outside  Germany. 
The  Hochst  Colour  Works  used  the  word  to  describe  their 
preparations  from  1890-94.  The  Patent  Office  on  June  3, 
1893  declared  that  the  Hochst  Colour  Works  could  not  use 
the  word,  and  they  agreed  to  give  it  up  ;  but  on  December  12, 
1898  the  Patent  Office  stated  that  they  had  withdrawn 
their  objections,  and  that  the  word  might  be  used.  These 
vacillating  opinions  make  the  whole  industry  suffer,  as  was 
the  case  with  the  trade-mark  "  Phenacetin."  It  is  much  to 
be  desired  that  definite  trade-mark  regulations  should  be 
established  in  Germany,  as  they  have  been  for  years  in 
England  and  other  countries.  With  regard  to  the  trade- 
mark "  Antipyrin,"  the  consequence  is  that  manufacturers, 


agents,  doctors,  pharmacists,  and  patients  must  all  get 
accustomed  to  the  synonyms  "  dimethylphenylpyrazolone, 
dimethyloxychinizine,  phenazone,  antipyreticum,  &C,  and 
we  shall  not  be  able  to  find  the  word  '  Antipyrin '  in  future 

editions  of  Pharmacopoeias."

to  this  sale  the  Pharm.  Wochensohr.  remarks  tLa;  there  arc 
two  pharmacies  in  this  town  of  about  6,000  inhabitants,  tb( 
population  of  which  has  remained  almost  stationary,  aw 
consequently  there  can  be  no  great  increase  in  custom  u 
account  for  the  difference  in  the  price.  The  enormous  sumi 
paid  year  by  year  for  pharmacies  which  are  becoming  let 
and  less  profitable  remain  an  insoluble  problem-to  w 
German  mind;  to  us  it  seems  clear  that  if  men  quam. 
themselves  as  pharmacists,  then  find  that  they  are  debarre' 
by  the  State  from  employing  their  capital  as  they  may,  W 
oiily  thing  left  open  to  them  is  to  throw  it  away  on  id 
goodwill  of  a  concession  by  outbidding  others  for  it.  uine 
examples  of  recent  concession- sales  are  a  pharmacy 
Lobs  ens,  bought  twenty-six  years  ago  for  66,000m.,  now  soj 
for  175  000m.;  the  Pillau  Adlerapotheke  has  been  solan* 
times  since  1890,  each  time  at  a  higher  price ;  the  pbarmac 
in  Benkhein  (a  village  of  about  500  inhabitants)  has  w 
sold  for  76,000m.
